I. INTRODUCTION 


Subsequent to the presentation of the First Report of the Special Com 
mittee to the Tenth Mecting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
of the American Republics (Doc. 47) at the Fourth Plenary Session (closed), 
held on May 7 and 8, 1965, the Tenth Meeting of Consultation, on May 10, 
1965, adopted the following resolution: 


WHEREAS : 


On May 1 the Tenth Meeting of Consultation adopted a resoluticn 
by which a committee was established, composed of representatives of 
five member states, to go to the city of Santo Domingo for the pur~ 
pose of doing everything possible to obtain the re-establishment of 
peace and normal conditions; and 


At the session held on May 6, the Meeting adopted a resolution, 
by which it requested the member states to contribute contingents to 
form an Inter-American Armed Force that would operate under the au- 
thority of this Meeting and provision was made for the establishment 
of a Unified Command of the OAS for its coordinated and effective 
action, 


THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION OF MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
RESOLVES : 


1. To express the thanks of this Meeting to the Special Commit- 
tee established by the resolution of May 1 for the outstanding work 
it has done so far. 


2. To continue the existence of that Committee so that it my 
carry out the tasks that were assigned to it in that resolution. 


3. To request that Committee to assume the functions of the 
committee referred to in paragraph 3 of the operative part of the 
resolution adopted by this Meeting on May 6. 


In order to pursue the work that had been entrusted to the Special 
Committee and that was confirmed in the resolution of May 10, 1965, tran- 
scribed above,the members of the Special Committee went to the city of 
Santo Domingo. The Chairman of the Committee, ambassador Ricardo h. 
Colombo, Representative of Argentina, accompanied by his Civilian Adviser 
Dr. Federico Carlos Barttfeld and Ambassador Carjos Garcfa Bauer, Kepresent~ 
ative of Guatemala, with his Civilian Adviser Mr. Julio a. liérida, traveled 
to that capital city on May 11. Two days earlier there nad arrived in Santo 
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Domingo the Military Adviser of the Awbassccor of Argentina, Commodore 
Luis Cochela, and the Military Adviser of the Ambassador of Guatemala, 
Major Federico Abundio Maldonado. On May 13 Ambassador Alfredo Vazquez 
Carrizosa, Representative of Colombia, and Ambassador Frank Morrice, Jr., 
Representative of Panama, along with his Civilian Adviser Mr. Miguel A. 
Corro and his Military Adviser Lieutenant Colonel Francisco Aued, went 
there also. ne 


The present report covers two basis aspects of the work of the 
Committee: 


1. The effects of the Act of Santo Domingo, and 


2. The problems concerning the return to normality. 


II. EFFECTS OF THE ACT OF SANTO DOMINGO 


The Special Committee wishes to point out very precisely and emphati- 
cally, the positive and highly humanitarian effects of the Act of Santo 
Domingo, signed on May 5, 1965, by the two parties and the members of the 
Committee (Doc. 38 Rev.) 


A. Asylees and Refugees 


When we talked with the diplomatic corps in Santo Domingo we learned | 
of the problem that was presented by the evacuation of the asylees 
because it was difficult for the diplomatic missions to request safe- 
conducts for the aaparture of the asylees inasmuch as it was obvious 
that they diz not have official relations with any of the existing groups. 
Therefore, the Committee understood that it was necessary to establish 
some procedure that would make it possible to overcome these difficul- 
ties, and for that reason the Secretary General was instructed to issue 
an identity document to the asylees and evacuees who had to be evacuated. 
By this vrocedure, which was found to be practical and which was not 
objected to by the parties, the evacuation of many asylees and refugees 
in the Dominican Republic was carried out. 


On May 7, 1965, in his fourth radiotelephone message, the Secretary 
General of the OAS reported to the Tenth Meeting of Consultation 
(Doc. 17 Add. 3 Corr.) on the following activities carried out on the 
basis of the Act of Santo Domingo: 


I wish to inform you of the activities we are engaged in here. 
There are several of these that I believe ought to be known there, 
especially that we are taking practical anc effective steps; for 
example, that we are furnishing travel documents to those who were 
given asylum, and these are already leaving. As Secretary General 
of the OAS, I am issuing an identity document to facilitate the 
departure of those who had received asylum. 
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Nine such refugees have already left the Embassy of Colombia, 
three with passports and six with the OAS document. Nine have 
left the Embassy of Guatemala, five with passports and four with 
the document of the Secretary General. Two have left the Embassy 
of Ecuador, with the document of the Secretary General. Fourteen 
have left the Argentine Ambassy with the document of the Secretary 
General. We are at this moment aiding in the departure of a total 
of thirty-four refugees, and this is of great assistance in 
relieving the situation that the embassies were facing. 


On May 16, 1965, the Special Committee attended a meeting of the 
diplomatic corps, held at the Nunciature, which was called by the Papal 
Nuncio and at which the chiefs of mission reported that as of that time 
they had managed to have the asylees and refugees at the respective 
missions who wished to do so voluntarily leave the country, using trans- 
portation facilitated by the United States Government and other govern~ 
ments whose aircraft had come to the Dominican Republic with food and 
relief supplies. The asylees and refugees who had not left the country 
were in agreement with remaining. 


B. Safety zone 


After intensive negotiations, the Committee was able to delineate, 
in conformity with the Act of Santo Domingo, the Safety Zone in that 
capital city, in such as way as to include all the embassies, with which 
action one of the basic purposes of that zone was achieved. 


The Embassy of Chile, however, remained outside of the zone, because 
of its location and because the Chargé d'Affaires of Chile did not express 
any interest in its being included therein. ter when in another meeting 
with the diplomatic corps the Chargé d'Affaires of that country stated to 
the Special Committee that he had not written to request that protection, 
the Committee offered to make representation to have the Embassy of Chile 
included in the Safety Zone if he so desired and the Cnargé d'Affaires of 
Chile stated that he would put the request in writing, but such a note 
was not received. Before the Committee's return to Washington, the Charg& 
d'Affaires of Chile stated to the Chairman of the Committee that he would 


not send that request. 


With respect to the Embassy of France, although N.° 43 of Calle 
Nicolas Penzén had been officially included in the Safety Zone, its 
protection was very difficult, for which reason, and at the request of 
the ambassador of that country, expressed in a note dated Nay 11, 1965, 
addressed to the Special Committee, the latter agreed with the parties 
to draw a new line along Calle Rosa Duarte, between Avenida Francia and 
Avenida Bolfvar, establishing in this way what the Embassy of France had 
requested. With this step, the Safety Zone remained extended as in shown 
in the attached map. 
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C. Information to the Diplomtic Curos 


With respect to the asylees and to humenitarian aid, the Committee 
had an opportunity to inform His Excellency the Papal Nuncio, dean of 
the diplomatic corps, Monsignor Emmanuel Clarizio, in a note of May 14 
intended for the diplomatic corps accredited in Santo Domingo, how the 
Act of Santo Domingo had been carried out. The Special Committee stated 
the following in that note: 


With respect to the asylees, the Committee found on arriving 
at Santo Domingo that the total number of asylees was considerable, 
and it proceeded, in cooperation with the General Secretariat of 
the Organization of American States, to carry out the evacuation 
of those asylees who voluntarily so requested and to obtain from 
the parties agreement that they would not object to their departure 
for foreign countries. This was obtained without the international 
legal sureties generally considered normal and with only a documen- 
tation issued by the aforementioned General Secretariat. The 
asylees who presently remain in Santo Domingo are doing so exclu- 
sively on their ow decision, as we have been informed. Yesterday, 
on an aircraft of the republic of Guatemala that was returning to 
its country after a trip carrying physicians, medicine, and food, 
fifty refugees were transported to San Juan, Puerto Rico, and 
four to Guatemala City. 


At the meeting held in the Nunciature yesterday, and within 
the same spirit of the earlier conversations held with the 
diplomatic corps, it was urged to continue cooperating in the 
tasks of distribution of food with the impartiality that we all 
desired in order to avoid leaving needy zones without the correspond- 
ing help. 


You are informed, likewise, that in accordance with the Act 
of Santo Domingo and with the aspiration of the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, the appropriate 
measures have been taken so that CARITAS and the World Church 
Services may make the cistribution of food to the population.

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D. Aid to the vor iniccn Repuylic 


In respense to the urgent call that this Conmittee issued fron 
Santo Domingo, on hay 3, for the in.ediate shi:ment of food, medicine, 
and medical personnel to the Dominican Republic, to meet the most urgent 
of the serious problems that were presented, to alleviate the situation, 
and to elininate the »ossibility of epidemics and other calamities that 
could further afflict the Dominican people, the Tenth Meeting of Consultation 
that same day adopted a resolution making an urgent call upon all the member 
states to make available to the General Secretariat of the Organization of 
American States food, medicines, medical equipment, and trained medical 
personnel to be sent imnediately to the Dominican Republic for the human- 
itarian purpose of aiding the people of that country, on the basis of their 
needs, without consideration of their participation in the disturbance. 
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The prompt and generous way in which the member states, in response 
to the resolution, gave and are giving aid to the Dominican Republic in 
this serious situation, is a source of satisfaction to. the Committee. . 
As shown in the appendix to this report, several countries have already 
sent medicine, food, and medical personnel, and others have offered to do 
50 in the coming days. To distribute this aid the CAS established, at 
headquarters, a Coordination Center for the Dominican Republic Relief 
Operation, for the purpose of receiving and trensmitting information regard~ 
ing the offers of and need for aid and for making the necessary arrangements 
for the materials, supplies, and personnel offered to arrive at their desti- 
nation as rapidly as possible. In Santo Domingo the distribution has been 
entrusted to the "OAS Relief Cyerations Center" located in the building of 
the Pan American Union, on Avenida Primera at the corner of Fray Cipriano 
de Utrera. ; 
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E. Prisoners 


On Hay 10, 1965, the military advisers of the Committee, Commodore 
Luis A. Cochela, of Argentina, and Major Abundio haldonado, of Guatemala, 
accompanied by Dr. Roberto Quirés, Secretary of the Committee, visited 
the prision of San Isidro, where rebel prisoners were held, among them, 
General Santiago Rodriguez Echavarria. The OAS group also visited the 
Military Academy and the Armed Forces Training Center (CEFA), where some 
prisoners were held. The military advisers ascertained that the prisoners 
were in good condition and were enjoying food and medical attention in ace 
cordance with the prevailing conditions. The members of the group made the 
visits at the request of relatives of the prisoners. 
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On Nay 12 the same iiilitary Advisers visited the Palace of the National 
Police, located in Santo Domingo, where civilians and military personnel 
connected with the recent events are being held. The advisers verified 
that there are a number of prisoners at this police institution, who are 
receiving adequate attention, in accordance with the emergency. 
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Among the visits to the prisoners, we may mention the case of lajor 
Cesar A. Caamafio, retired, to which the Special Committee save its attention 
at the request of Colonel Caamafio. The military advisers of Argentina and 
Guatemala spoke with the appropriate official at the San Isidro rrison, who 
explained to them that Col. Caamafio's cousin had been arrested in Higuey 
on April 27 for carrying arms, had been held less than 24 hours, and released, 
of all of which the corresponding record was made. 


F, Cease~fire 


Although there were a few incidents, it may be affirmed that tre 
cease-fire agreed to in the Act of Santo Domingo was respected by the parties 
for several days. Nevertheless, on May 13, serious incidents occurred that 
the Committee felt had to be stopped in order to prevent a renewal of hos% le 
ities, Actually, that very day, the governmert of Col. Caamafio denounced to 
the Committee an incident in which forces under his comand and United States 
Harines were seen to be involved on the corner of Calle Vicente Lépez and 
Caracas, and a little later that same day, the Dominican Air force of General 
Imbert's government attacked the Santo Domingo Radio Television station; 
during the course of this attack, one aircraft was downed by United States 
Marine fire. 


The Committee, therefore, decided to make an urgent appeal to the 
parties and sent the following note: 


Santo Domingo, Mey 13, 1965 


Colonel Francisco Caamafio 
President of the Constitutional Government 
Santo Domingo 


Sir: 


As you know, in the Act of Santo Doriingo, signed on llay 5, 1965, 
by the narty that you represent, it was agreed to ratify the cease- 
fire agreement signed last April 350. Recent events, especially these 
of today, have greatly concerned the Special Committee of the Tenth 
iieeting of Consultation of Hinisters of Foreign Affairs of the 
American States, because they signify damage to what was solemnly 
agreed to andconstitute a threat to the precarious peace that with 
so much difficulty and effort was achieved as a rrior and indispen- 
sable step to aid the re-establishment of normaiity in the Dominican 
Republic and the solution of the problems that unfortunately afflict 
this sister country, so worthy of a better future. 


fithout prejudice to investigation of the facts, we wish in this 
difficult hour to urge the warty that you rerresent, to cooperate, with 
no reservation whatsoever, in maintaining the cease-fire, since we are 
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convinced that this is imperative in order to achieve the minimum 
conditions necessary to re-establishing normality and to assuring 
the Dominican citizenry of being able to deterrine their own destiny. 


Similar notes have been directed to the President of the Government 
of National Reconstruction and to the Ambassador of the United States in 
the Dominican Republic, 


Accept, Sir, the renewed assurances of our highest consideration.

III. THE RETURN TO NORMALITY 


The resolution adopted by the Tenth lieeting of Consultation on May 1, 
1965, on the establishment of a Special Committee of five member states 
to study the Dominican situation charges the Committee, among other matters, 
"to do everything possible to obtain the re-establishment of peace and 
normal conditions" in the Dominican Republic. 


From the outset, the Special Committee appreciated the full importance 

of this basic objective, but it was also aware of the difficulties of accom 
plishing it in the face of the many and increasing denunciations by both 
parties of violations of the cease~fire and of the Act of Santo Domingo. 
These violations have been numerous, and a report of the incidents in vari- 
ous parts of Santo Domingo, which have involved the parties and which have 
flagrantly disturbed the cease-fire agreement, would be almost endless. 
On May 11, 1965, in his sixth radiotelephonic message (Doc. 17, English, 
Add. 5), the Secretary General of the OAS informed the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation that "maintaining the cease-fire agreement is increasingly 
difficult," 


The Special Committee was able to appreciate the seriousness of the 
radio broadcasts by both parties, which frequently contained inflammatory 
remarks. On Hay 14, 1965, upon repeating to the parties that it was imper- 
ative that they conform strictly to the cease-fire, the Special Committee 
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requested both Col. Caamafio and General Imbert to allow the CAS to control 
the radio broadcasting. 


This plea to the parties to accede to essential cooperation in this 
field was formally made by the Special Committee during the interviews held 
on May 14, 1965. Unfortunately, it did not produce the desired results, for 
whereas General Imbert promised to place the radio of San Isidro under the 
control of the OAS, as requested, Col. Caamano said that he would accept 
only an agreement that would cover specified topics to be excluded from 
radio broadcasts, but that he would not agree to international control by 
the OAS. Since one party made this exception, it was impossible to reach 
an agreement on this very fundamental matter. 


The Special Committee spared no effort to obtain a meeting between 
the heads of the two conflicting factions, Col. Caamafio and General, Tinhert . 
It was hopeful that the achievement of such a meeting might help to iron 
out differences at the fratricidal strife and that the Special Committee 
would thereby progress toward its objective of a return to normality. To 
this end, the Special Committee held conversations on Hay 12, 1965 with 
General Imbert and Colonel Caamafio and gained a categoric promise from 
General Imbert to be willing to meet with Colonel Caamafio. Colonel Caamafio, 
for his part, refused sich a meeting, but after repeated and substantiated 
requests from the Committee--which we considered essential and useful for 
creating a propitions clinate for finding a solution to the problem, Colonel 
Caamafio agreed to meet with General Imbert. Under these circumstances, ater 
holding a conversation outside the office where we were, on a subject unknown 
to us, Colonel Caanafio returned to our discussion table and said that, before 
talking to General Imbert, he would like a meeting to be held between a 
representative of his and one of the other party, in order to agree upon 
details of the interview. He also said that he would appoint a Vice linister 
for this purpose. The Committee accepted this alternative, in its inevitable 
eagerness to exhaust all efforts to facilitate an understanding between the 
parties. It was agreed that this meeting would be held in the Papal Nuncia- 
ture the next morning at 10:00 aoem. and that the Committee would attend. 


Then with the assent of Colonel Caanmafio, the Committee spoke with 
General Imbert, telling him that Colonel Caamafio wished each of the parties 
to appoint a representative to agree upon the details of the interview. 
General Imbert repeated that he believed that interview useful and that he 
apreed to apnoint a personal revresentative to negotiate with the represent- 
ative of the other party on those details. 


On the day and the hour previously incicated, the Sreciel Comittee 
went to the funciature where it found ir. Federico Infante Caanafio, represent- 
ative of General Imbert. At that time, the Fapal :uncio told thet Committee 
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that as had been agreed, he had gone to the offices of Colonel Caamafio to 
bring the Vice l.inister who was to represent him in these conversations; 
however, it had been impossible to do this, because Colonel Caamafio said 

that first he wanted to read the minutes of the session of the Meeting 

of Consultation in which the Committee presented its first report, 

because he had been informed that at this session imputation had been 

wade that there was coimunists infiltration within his movement. The 
Committee stated that it saw no objection to providing a copy of those 
minutes. It told hr. Aristy that it was available in the Papal Munciature. 
so that he could send for it, and offered to do so. Since it was 11 a.m., 
the Special Conmittee asked Colonel Caamafio if his representative would 
attend the meeting previously agreed to, and he replied that this would be 
impossible, in view of the attacks upon his forces by United States larines 
in Vicente Lépez and Caracas streets. He also said that he had signalled 

an alert throughout the country and that if by noon of that sane day the 
attacks did not cease, he would give the order to fire and declere his 
commitments under the Act of Santo Demingo ended. The Committee then prom 
ceeded immediately to deter:ine what had happened, and through the United 
States Embassy, was able to ascertain that unfortunately there had been 

an incident in the place mentioned by Colonel Caanefio, but that the harines 
had already withdrawn and firing in that sector had ceased. This inforration 
was transmitted to Colonel Caamafio before noon. It was not possible, however, 
to obtain the arrival at the Papal !unciature of the Vice linister, Repre- 
sentative of Colonel Caamafio, as had been pronised the day before. With 
these events still fresh, the Committee, from its location at that noment 

in the Papal Nunciature, heard the violent firing and we saw that units of- - 
the Dominican military air force were making flights over the city. As 

was said before, the result of those flights was the downing of one of 

those aircraft, caused by fire by United States forces, and at the same time, 
the silencing of the Santo Domingo Radio and Television Station. 


As a result of these incidents, the Special Committee received a note 
from the United States Embassy, which was in turn communicated to General 
Imbert, with a demand for clarification of tne’facts. That sane day, in 
view of the events, the Committee deemed it urgent to make a new appeal to the 
parties demanding compliance with the cease-fire agreement, and, in that 
sense, it sent the note mentioned above. 


was 
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Ae Intervention of the United Nations 


On May 14, 1965, there occurred an unforeseen event that powerfully 
affected the course of events, namely the decision by the United Nations 
Security Council to deal with the same case that had motivated the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation. Indeed, on that day the Security Council adopted 
the following resolution: 


THES SECURITY COUNCIL, 
Deeply concerned at the grave events in the Dominican Republic, 
1. Calls for strict cease-fire; 


2. Invites the Secretary~General to send, as an urgent measure, 
a representative to the Dominican Republic for the purpose of reporting 
to the Security Council on the present situation; 


3. Calis upon all concerned in the Dominican Repu'lic to co- 
operate with the representative of the Secretary-Gceneral in the 
earrving out of this task. 


It is quite evident that the appearance of a new international 
proce ding in the Dominican problem, at the very time when the negotiations 
of peace and conciliation of the Organization of American States were being 
carried. forward by virtue of resolutions of this heeting of Consultation, 
created a factor of such a nature that it compromised and interfered with. 
the action entrusted to the Special Committee. The impact was felt im 
mediately. 


' 

The Committee found it necessary to consider the circumstance afore- 
noted with all the concern caused by the terms of the resolution cited 
above and of the procedure ordered therein. With all the more reason 
since this was the first time such an interference hetween the world agency 
of the United Nations and our regional Crganization of American States had 
been recorded, at a tine when the representation en:rusted to the Special 
Committee was taking a most significant step toward the solution that 
America was waiting for. The Committee remembered the efforts undertaken 
to achieve a proper balance in the relations between the United Nations 
and the regional agencies, esnecially the Orsanization of American States, 
and the provision established for that purpose in paragraph 2 of the oan 
Francisco Charter, and it was concerned b the fact that three members of 
our Orvtanization had considered it proper to sup ort the resolution that 
the Security Council unanimously ap»oroved. That paragraph 2 reads: 
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2. The liembers of the United Nations entering into such 
arrangements or constituting such agencies snall make every effort 
to achieve nacific settlement of local disputes through such 
regional arrangements or by such regional agencies before referring 
them to the Security Council. 


The surprise of the Committee increased when it was informed that, 
as is shown in United Nations document S/PV.1208, the sessiond the 
Security Council held on Hay 14, 1965, had been requested by one of the 
parties to the Dominican conflict, by a cable that contains inaccurate 
statements on the work carried out by the special Committee, It is es- 
sential to mention or to emphasize that the United Nations began a procedure 
of this significance without noting the serious consequences that this step 
would have to the prejudice of the action initiated by a regional arency. 
At the same time the Committee noted the presence in Santo Domingo of 
members of the United Nations Secretariat, in anticipation of the arrival 
of a special emissary of the Representative of the Secretary General of 
the United Nations. This UnitelNations presence had an undeniable political 
effect in the place of the events,since one observed, not only among the 
diplomatic corps accredited in Santo Domingo but also in the very attitudes 
of the parties, the attention given to the arrival of the Representative of 
the Secretary General, as a possible elerent of negotiation in the Dominican 
Situation. It can be said that with the intervention of the United Nations © 
the progress of the negotiations conducted by the Special Comnittee was 
greatly obstructed. 
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If to this one adds the efforts in search of various political 
solutions advanced by other governments, one can clearly deduce that the 
difficulties that the Special Committee had to face were realty insoluble 
and that they constitute one of many reasons why the Special Committee 
decided to return to ‘.ashington to present this serious situation to the 
Tenth ieeting of Consultation. 
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According to the resolution of hay 1, 1965, the Special Committee had 
a mandate to encourage understanding between the parties in any way that 
would enable them to find their own solution to the Dominican problen, 
that is, to form a national government that would satisfy all tendencies. 
The Special Committee wants to make it very clear that it feels that its 
mandate does not go so far as to permit it to intervene in the formation 
of that government, assuning an internal political responsibility surely 
exceeding, in its judgment, the powers the Neeting of Consultation has in 
order to achieve peace in one of the memoer states. 


The Special Committee wishes to separate the negotiations leading 
to peace and normality from those referring specifically to the foriation 
of a government, because it understands that, it is up to the Dominicans 
and to them alone, in the exercise of their national sovereignty and the. 
principle of self-determination ¢ people to choose a political adninistration, 
to adopt the government that best meets their democratic aspirations. 
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In the same way, the Comittee finds cirect negotiation for the 
formation of a new government on behalf of an international organization 
incompatible with the principle of nonintervention in the internal and 
external affairs of the member states, which is one of the bases of the 
inter-American system. 


At this point in the events of the Dominican Republic, the Committee 
wishes to point out and to note that the time has come when it is neces- 
sary to seek political solutions to the problem of that country. This 
obliges the inter-American system to proceed with great caution, in order 
that the lesions suffered by the principle of nonintervention may not 
-be further accentuated. 


B. The Inter-American Force 


The Special Committee wishes to explain to the Tenth heeting of 
Consultation the situation as of the moment regarding the material and 
the military force placed at the disposal of the inter-..merican system. 
The Inter~American Armed Force established by the resolution of May 6, 1965 
has not yet been effectively made up, since to date, only the Governments 
of Costa Rica, Honduras, and Nicaragua have met the call with 21 policemen, 
250 soldiers, and 166 goldiers respectively. These forces will soon be 
increased with three officers offered by the Government of v1 salvador. 


On May 15, the Committee was informed of a note sent by the Representa- 
tive of the United States to the Assistant Secretary General of the 
Organization, formally advising that the United States "hereby offers to 
make available to the OAS to become part of the Inter-American Force its 
military, naval and air forces presently in the Dominican Republic for 
the execution of the mission and purposes contemplated in the relevant 
resolutions of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation." It was also stated in 
the same note that "arrangements are presently being made for appropriate 
notification of the composition of the United States forces included in 
this offer." 


Although the offer might be effective immediately, fundamental 
aspects of the organization and composition of the Inter-American armed 
Force would remain to be determined. 


The Special Committee requests the Tenth l.eeting of Consultation to 
consider the two following aspects: 


On the one hand, it should specify the objectives of the Inter-American 
Armed Force within the present circumstances of abnormality in the Dominican 
Reputlic, and on the other, it should determine the size of that force 
reyuired to fulfill its mission. The Comuittee feels that it is essential 
for the Tenth l:eeting of Consultation to decide on both aspects, since it 
is obviously important to know what the size of the Inter-american armed 
Force will be and what its mission in the territory of that member state 
will be.

Along this line, the Committee, interpretin., tie will of the iieeting 
of Consultation, has sought the advice of the Intere.merican Defense Board, 
on which all members of the Orsanization of American ~tates are revresented, 
The Inter~american Defense Eoard sent the Committee a report on the orga- 
nization of the inter-american «rmed -orce, which it has still not had 
time to consider, since it was received just at the moment that the Com- 
mittee boarded the plane in Santo Domingo. Nevertheless, because of the 
importance of the problem the Committee feels that it is up to the Tenth 
Keeting of Consultation to select the Unified Cornmand of the Inter~merican 
Armed Force and to decide on the mission that that force should accomplish 
as an instrument of peace and to apply the cease-fire. 


That means that the responsibilities inherent in any military mission 
and the consequences that may arise from this should be assumed by all 
the members states participating in the Tenth lieeting of Consultation and 
not just by the five states that are’ part of the Special Committee, whose 
primary objective was not to take over the management of a hemisphere 
armed force. , 


It is evident that the inter-American system is facing new problems 
inherent in the establishment and utilization of an armed force called upon 
to act on behalf of the system, regarding which no standards have been 
established for giving orders to the commands of contingents that may be 
placed at its disposal, 


IV. CONCLUSIONS 


In view of the nature of the task involved in the Dominican problem, 
according to the judgment of the Committee, and since it is evident that 
the prinary objectives for which it was established, set forth in the 
resolution of Hay 1, 1965, have been fulfilled, namely, to negotiate a 
cease fire, see to the orderly evacuation of asylees in the embassies and 
of all foreigners wishing to leave the Dominican Repubdlic, and to provide 
food, medicine, and medical equipment necessary to mitizate the sufferings 
of the Dominican people, the Committee feels that these initial objectives 
have been fully accomplished under the difficult circumstances in which 
it had to act. Nevertheless, new factors that have entered into the 
problem since passage of this resolution and that demand decision by the 
Tenth tieeting of Consultation lead us to present this balance sheet of 
accomplishments and to sug est that the leeting of Consultation make 
another study of the situation to agree upon the most appropriate measures 
to achieve the re-establishment of peace and norilality. 


Therefore, so that t is may be achieved with no obstacles of any kind, 
the Special Committee considers that its mandate is completed and requests 
an over-all study of the proble, taking into account the serious factors 
mentioned in this report, some of which are disturbing. 
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Specifically, the Special Committee wishes to call the attention of 
the Tenth lieeting of Consultation to the simultaneous action of two 
international organizations in the same case, involving the possibility 
of a jurisdictional conflict. 
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In order that the OAS may ae ieve its objectives within the principles 
of the inter-:merican system, the Special Committee feels it essential 
to request the United Nations Security Council to suspend all action 
until the regional procedures have been exhausted, as established in 
Article 52.2 of the United Nations Charter, in order to avoid simultaneous 
action on the part of two international organizations, in a way that could 
delay fulfillment of the noble aims of achieving immediate peace and 
normality in the Dominican Republic. 


In the light of the serious situation that the - Dominican Republic 
is unfortunately going through, the Special Committee recommends, as an 
immediate measure, that a representative of the Tenth heeting of Consultation 
be appointed to act in the Dominican RNepu’:lic in accordance with the 
resolutions the meeting may adopt and within the competence of the lieeting 
in accordance with the Charter of the OAS, 
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Washington, D.C., Nay 19, 1965

MINORITY REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE OF PANAMAL/ 


The Representative of Panuma on the Special Committee, established in 
accordance with the resolution adopted on May 1, 1965, by the Tenth Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, has the honor to inform this 
Tenth Meeting that it does not entirely agree with the text of the Second 
Report of the Special Committee, subscribed to by the majority of its members. 


The Representative of Panama agrees with the part of the report regard- 
ing the efforts of the Committee and those of His Excellency, the Papal 
Nuncio, to obtain and gain compliance with the cease-fire agreement, signed 
by the conflicting parties in the Dominican Republic, which was later in- 
corporated into the Act of Santo Domingo. Unquestionably, the Committee 
worked laudably and tirelessly to preserve the cessation of hostilities 
between the two factions, and it also undertook activities of a humanitarian 
nature that have helped to alleviate the grievous situation of the Dominican 
people resulting from the battle still in progress. 


Notwithstanding, the Representative of Panama signs that report with a 
reservation, for the reasons given below: 


1. This Representative does not consider that the primary objective 
assigned to the Special Committee in the resolution of May 1 has yet been 
accomplished, which, according to the text of this, is "to obtain reestab- 
lishment of peace and normal conditions" in the Dominican Republic. So long 
as conditions of civil war prevail in that brother country, with its attend- - 
ing death and devastation, the aim that was the basis for establishing this 
group cannot be thought of as completed. Whatever the difficulties en- 
countered, and it mist be recognized that these have been many and constant, 
and notwithstanding future ones--which may be even worse--this Committee 
cannot consider that it has realized its objective, since this would imply 
a disregard of its duties. 


2. The Representative of Panama is unable to agree with several con- 
cepts appearing on pages 10, 11 and 12 of the majority report of the Com- 
mittee. These concepts contain certain interpretations of the principle 
of nonintervention that seem to make it contrary to the principle of col- 
lective action, which is included in the juridical instruments of the 
Organization of American States. Individual intervention has been justly 
condemned in inter-American agreements which are very close to the hearts 
of the peoples of the Continent. But collective action has been legally 
established in order to prevent or alleviate situations that might endanger 
the peace and security of the nations of the Continent. 
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T. Published separately as Doc. 81 (English) Add. of the Meeting. 
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3. The Representative of Panama agrees with the part of the renort 
referring to the right of the regional organization to take steps pertinent 
to the solution of the very serious problem facing the people of the 
Dominican Republic. But, for that very reason, it docs not find it accept- 
able to give up the exercise of that right, since, a5 is well-ctated on 
page 14 of the majority report, any other organ of the United Nations should 
refrain from acting on this problem so long as the regional procedure has 
not been exhausted, in accordance with the provisions of Article 52, p#ra- 
graph 2, of the United Nations Charter. 


4, The Representative of Panama believes, in conclusion, that dissolu- 
tion of the Committee would seriously discredit the OAS, because it would 
imply an admission of lack of strength and of capacity to solve a problem 
of a brother republic which at this moment is being bled by a civil war 
which has hindered the functioning of its democratic institutions. The 
OAS is called on to solve precisely this kind of problem satisfactorily.

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MINORITY REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE OF PANAMA 


The Representative of Panama on the Special Committee, established 
in accordance with the resolution adopted on May 1, 1965 by the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, has the honor to 


inform this Tenth Meeting that it does not entirely agree with the text 


of the Second Report of the Special Committee, subscribed to by the 
majority of its members. 

The Representative of Panama agrees with the part of the report re- 
garding the efforts of the Committee and those of His Excellency, the 
Papal Nuncio to obtain and gain compliance with the cease-fire agreement, 
signed by the conflicting parties in the Dominican Republic, which was 
later incorporated into the Act of Santo Domingo. Unquestionably, the 
Committee worked laudably and tirelessly to preserve the cessation of 
hostilities between the two factions, and it also undertook activities of 
@ humanitarian nature that have helped to alleviate the grievous situation 
of the Dominican people resulting from the battle still in progress. 

Notwithstanding, the Representative of Panama signs that report with

l. This Representative does not consider that the primary objective 
assigned to the Special Committee in the resolution of May 1 has yet been 
accomplished, which, according to the text of this, is "to obtain re- 
establishment of peace and normal conditions" in the Dominican Republic, 
So long as conditions of civil war prevail in thet brother country, with 
its attending death and devastation, the aim that was the basis for 
establishing this group cannot be thought of as completed. Whatever the 
difficulties encountered, and it must be recognized that these have been 
many and constant, and notwithstanding future ones--which may be even 
worse--this Committee cannot consider that it has realized its objective, 
since this would imply a disregard of its duties. 

2. The Representative of Panama is unable to agree with several 
concepts appearing on pages 10, 11 and 12 of the majority report of the 
Committee. These concepts contain certain interpretations of the principle 
of nonintervention that seem to make it contrary to the principle of 


collective action, which is included in the juridical instruments of the 
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Organization of American States. Individual intervention has been justly 
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condemned in inter~American agreements which are very close to the hearts 
of the peoples of the Continent. But collective action has been legally 
established in order to prevent or alleviate situations that might endanger 
the peace and security of the nations of the Continent. 

3. The Representative of Panama agrees with the part of the report 
referring to the right of the regional organization to take steps pertinent 
to the solution of the very serious problem facing the people of the Dominican 


Republic. But, for that very reason, it does not find it acceptable to give 
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up the exercise of that right, since, as is well-stated on page 14 of the 
majority report, any other organ of the United Nations should refrain from 
acting on this problem so long as the regional procedure has not been 
exhausted, in accordance with the provisions of Article 52, paragraph 2, 
of the United Nations Charter. 

4, The Representative of Panama believes, in conclusion, that 
dissolution of the Committee would seriously discredit the OAS, because 
it would imply an admission of lack of strength and of capacity to solve 
& problem of a brother republic which at this moment is being bled by 4 
civil war which has hindered the functioning of its democratic institutions. 


The OAS is called on to solve precisely this kind of problem satisfactorily.

Mr. President, members of the Board of Trustees, faculty, student 
body, my fellow Americans: 


This is a moment I deeply wish my parents could have lived to share. 
In the first place, my father would have enjoyed what you have so generously 
said of me -- and my mother would have believed it. 


More than that, the honor you pay me is, in a real sense, honor that 
is due my mother. All of her life she spoke often of Baylor -- a trait I have 
found not uncowwoa amoung all of your alumni. Her pride lu Baylor -- ana in 
being the granddaughter of a President of Baylor -- passed on to me early and 
influenced the course of my own life nore constructively than Iicould ever 
describe. ; 


So, I am most grateful to you for this moment -- and for its meaning 


to me. 


Woodrow Wilson once told the men of Princeton that: "It is not 
learning -- but the spirit of service -- that will give a college place in the 
public annals of the nation." 


For 120 years, Baylor University has touched the lives of many 
generations with an unusual spirit of selfless service. That spirit -- expressed 
in the works of ministers and missionaries, public servants and public school 
teachers, of devout parents and dedicated citizens -- has not only won for 
Baylor a place of esteem in this state and this nation. It has served the 
betterment of the condition of ren to the remote ends of this earth. 


On this occasion, we meet here today at an historic }.cur in the life 
of the American nations. 


In Washington, leaders of this hemisphere are meeting to work together 
to open a road to durable peace in the Dominican Republic. 


Their efforts will have our full support. For at stake is. the future 
not only of one of our sister republics but the principles and the values of 
all the American republics. 


We are members of an inter-American system in which large and small 
nations are partners in the defense of freedom and in the progress of economic 
welfare and social justice. 


That partnership mist be constantly strengthened. Our common aim and 
our combined ability must increase -- in crisis as well as in calm. The 
tragedy of the past four weeks in the Dominican Republic renews our common 
resolution to accept common responsibility in dealing with common dangers. 


In that unfortunate nation, four weeks ago, the legacy of dictatorship 
exploded in fury and anarchy. Hundreds of Dominians died, leaving thousands of 
widows and orphans of war. Nineteen of our own American boys lost their lives. 
The Capital City, birthplace of the Western Hemisphere, was split asunder. 

Blood and hate drowned ideals. And for days freedom itself stood on the edge 
of disaster. 
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_ In those early terrible hours, we did what we had todo. Remembering 
Simon Bolivar's admonition that ''To hesitate is destruction," As your President 
I did what I had to do. 


Since then, working with the Organization of American States and 
ite distinguished Secretary General, Jose Mora, the forces of ‘democracy have 
acted, The results are clear. 


More than 6500 men and, women and children from 46 different 
countries have been evacuated, Not a single life was lost. 


A ceasefire was achieved, bringing an end to the threat of wholesale 
bloodshed. > 


An international zone of refuge was opened as a haven for all men of 
peace, and a safe corridor 17 miles long was establishedby American men. 


More than eight million pounds of food have been distributed to the 
Dominican people, = 

A well-trained, disciplined band of Communists was prevented 
from destroying the hopes of Dominican democracy, 


Political avenues were opened tohelp the Dominican people find a 
Dominican solution to their problems. 


Today those achievements are guaranteed ~-guaranteed by the troops 
of five nations representing this hemisphere, They are under the command of 
the able Brazilian General, General Alvim. 
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For the first time in history the Organization of American States has 
created and sent to the soil of an American nation an international peaceekeeping 
military force. ‘ty 


That may be the greatest achievement of all, 

The United Sgates made its forces a part of that inter-American Force, 
And, as the contributions of the Latin American naticns have be::n incorporated 
into the OAS force, in the past two days the United States have removed 1600 
troops from the island. 
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I am issuing orders this morning to remove an additional 1700 men 
on Saturday. I have also instructed our commander, General Palmer, to 
discuss possibie further withdrawals with General Alvim, Such action will be 
taken when the military commanders believe it is safe and warrarted by the 
arrival of further Latin American forces and by the continued stabilization of 
the military situation, 


Now we ask ourselves this morning; What is next? 


The answer to that question rests partly with the people of the Dominican 
Republic and partly with their neighbors throughout this hemisphere, 


Already, under the distinguished leadership of Secretary General Mora, 
the broad outlines of a reasonable settlement are beginning to emerge --~ outlines 
which meet the needs and respond to the desires first of the Dominican people 
themselves and then of all the people of this hemisphere. 


MORE 
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~First, the Dominican people -- and the people of their sister 
republics-= do not want government by extremists of either the left or right. 
That is clear. They want to be ruled neither by an old conspiracy of reaction 
and tyranny nor by a new conspiracy of Communist violence, 


om ~ 


Second, they want --as we do--= an end to slaughter in the streets and 
to brutality in the barrios, 


Third, they want --as we do-- food and work and quiet in the night. 


Fourth, they want --as we do-- a constitutional government that will 
represent them all -= and work for all their hopes. 


Fifth, the Dominican people know they need the help of sympathetic 
neighbors in healing their wounds and in negotiating their divisions -~ but what 
they want ultimately is the chance to shape their own course, 


Those are the hopes of the Dominican peopie. Bui ihey are our hopes, 
too, And they are shared by responsible people in every nation of this hemisphere. 


‘Out of the Dominican crucible the 20 American nations must now forge 
a stronger shield against disaster, 


The opportunity is here now for a new thrust forward -«- to show the 
world the way to true international cooperation in the cause of peace and in the 
struggle to win a better life for all of us. 


We believe the new world may most wisely approach this task guided 
by new realities, 


The first reality is that old concepts and old labels are largely 
obsolete. In today's world, with the enemies of freedom talking about ''wars of 
national liberation, "' the old distinction between "Civil War" and "International 
War" has already lost much of its meaning, 


Second is the reality that when forces of freedom move slowly --whether 
on political, economic, or military fronts -- the forces of slavery and subversion 
move rapidly, and they move decisively, 


Third, we know that when a Communist group seeks to exploit misery, 
the entire free American system is put in deadly danger, We also know that -— 
these dangers can be fourd today in many of our lands, There is no trouble any~- 
where these evil forces will not try to turn to their advantage, We can expect more 
efforts at triumph by terror and conquest through chaos, 


Fourth, we have learned in the Dominican Republic that we can act 
decisively and together, 


Fifth, it is clear that we need new international machinery geared to 
meet the fast-moving events. When hours can decide the fate of generations, 
the moment of decision must become the moment of action, 


Just as these lessons of the past four weeks are clear, so are the 
basic principles which have guided the purpose of the United States of Anerica, 


We seek no territory, We do not seek to impose our will on anyone, 
We intend to work for the self-determination of the peoples of the Americas 
within the framework of freedom. 
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In times past large nations have used their power to impose their 
will on smaller nations. Today we have placed our forces at the disposition 
of the nations of this hemisphere to assure the peoples of those nations the 
right to exercise their own will in freed. 


In accordance with the resolution of the 8th meeting of the ministers 
at Punta Del Este, we will join with the other OAS nations in opposing 4 
communist takeover in this hemisphere. 


And in accordance with the charter of Punta Del Este, we will join 
with other OAS nations in pressing for change among those who would maintain 
a feudal system -- a feudal system that denies social justice and eeonomte 
progress to the ordinary peoples of this hemisphere. 


We want for the peoples of this hemisphere only what they want for 
themselves -- liberty, justice, dignity, a better life for all. 


More than “a few agitators” was necessary to bring on the tragic and 
the cruel bloodshed in the Dominican Republic. They needed additional help 
and @ deeper cause. And they had both. 


For the roots of the trouble are found wherever the landless and the 
despised, the poor and the oppressed, stand before the gates of peer ee 
seeking entry into a brighter land. 


They can get there only if we narrow the gap between the rich nations 
and the poor -- and between the rich and the poor within each nation. And this 
is the heart of the purpose of the United States. 


Here on the campus of Baylor University we will reaffirm ti.:t purpose 
on June 26 when almost 50 Peace Corps volunteers will begin training “or service 
in the Dominican Republic. These young men and women will go to the’ barrios 
of Santo Domingo and Santiago to work with and to work for the people of the 


Dominican Republic in attaining a new life and new hope. 


At home, with the strong cooperation of our Congress, we are waging 
war on poverty; we are opening new paths of learning for all our children; we 
are creating new jobs for our workers; we are providing heaith care for our 
older citizens; we are eliminating injustice and inequality; we are bringing 
“new economic life to whole regions. These objectives we will continue to ee 
‘with all of our strength and all of our determination. 


As peace returns to the Dominican people and as a broad base is laid 
for a new Dominican government responsive to the people's will, the United 
States will be prepared to join in full measure in the massive task of 
reconstruction and in the hopeful work of lasting economic progress. 


For in bold ink our signature is on the charter of the alliance. That 
‘charter commands a peaceful democratic social revolution across the hemisphere. 
It asks that unjust privilege be ended and that unfair power be curbed. It asks 
that we help throw open the gates of opportunity to theese millions who stand 
there now knocking. 


Just as we have , ined in the Dominican Republic to bring peace toa 


troubled land, we have joined with these forces across the hemisphere who seek 
to advance their own independence and their own democratic progress. 


MORE 
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We work with and for those men and women not because we have to, 
We work because morality commands it, justice requires it, and our own dignity 
as men depends on it. We work not because we fear the unjust wrath of our 
enemy, but because we fear the just wrath of God, 


in Santo Domingo the last month has been grim. The storm there is 
not yet over, But a new sense of hope is beginning, Across the angry arguments . 
of the opposing forces, the voice of good sense is now beginning to be heard. 


As the Organization of American States recommits itself to the hard 
efforts of peace»making, the government and the people of the United States 
proudly piedge full support to the peacemakers, 


The path ahead is long, the way ahead is hard, So we must, in the 
words of the prophet, ‘Mount up on the wings of eagles, run and not grow weary."

I want to call your attention to the very effective and selfless emergency 


relief work done by representatives of our government, in cooperation with 
the OAS OAS, . 


From the very earliest days, we have been distributing food and medical 
supplies to ward off starvation and epidemic. This work has been under 
the very able direction of Mr. Anthony Solomon, who is being sworn in this 
afternoon as Assistant Secretary of State for Economic Affairs. 


Under his direction we have now distributed more than 9 million pounds of 
food, and distribution continues at a rate of half a million pounds a day, 
We have given out rice, corn meal, powdered milk, beans and flour. ~ 


In the same way, we have provided medical supplies from U.S, Army sources 
in repeated shipments. They have included anti-biotics and other medicines, — 
oxygen tanks, serums for immunization, power generators for the hospitals, 
and surgical supplies. 


Both food and medical supplies have been distributed all over the country by 
nine food teams of Spanish-speaking Americans working to relieve need on 

a étraight humanitarian basis. These teams have cooperated fully with private. 
charitable agencies like Catholic Relief, CARE and the Church World Service. 
They have been subjected to harassment in about equal measure by suspicious 
members of both contending goups. 
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We have also reopened lines of fuel supply for the civilian economy -- while 


at the same time we have resisted pressure to provide fuel for either of the 
. contending military forces.

Mr. Chairman; my old friend, the brave and valiant Governor of 
Dlinois, Otto Kerner; my long-time devoted friend and as great a political 
leader and city administrator as there is in this world, your great Mayor, 
Dick Dalev: one of my great counselors, my former colleague, the conscience 
of the United States Senate, who speaks not just for Tiiinois but speake for 
the entire United States, your fighting Marine, Senator Paul Douglas; members 
of one of the Congress' most valued and effective delegations, the man who 
served Cook County in the House of Representatives, Congressman Bill Dawson; 
Congressman Bill Murphey; Congressman John Kluceynsk1; Congressman Frank 
AtinuasiG Congressman Danny Rostenkowski; Congressman Sid Yates; Congressman 
Roman Pucinski: 


I am very proud that all of you are here tonight. I am prouder 
still you stayed in Washington to pass our pee bill before you 
came. 


My fellow countrymen: I am constantly reminded that Chicago is 
the center of our comtry. When Dick Daley isn't reenforcing that thought, 


Otto Kerner and Paul. Douglas are. 


What a magnificently beautiful setting this is here tonight and 
en lovely, how truly lovely is this great city of Chicago which belongs 
to yous This is a great party. Actually I really like small parties. 
As a matter of fact, I told Senator Everett Dirksen the other day how partial 
I was to small parties and I pointed out to him that his party was just about 
the size I like to see it. 


But on this occasion, honoring the founders of our Party — 
Thomas Jefferson and Andrew Jackson-— no words of ours could be so eloquent 
as their own expressions about each other. When Thomas Jefferson was asked 
what he thought of Jackson as a prospect for President, Jefferson replied 
without hesitation, "He is one of the most unfit men I know of for such a 
place." What "Old Hickory" said of Jefferson could not be repeated in Cook 
County. 


Needless to say I am glad to be here in Cook County where I am 
sure the Democrats never talk that way about each other. 


Well, there is always a time and a place for party talk. I do not 
believe that this is an appropriate place tonight for partisanship. I say 
to you in Dlinois what Woodrow Wilson said fifty years ago in Indiana: 

I love the Democratic Party but I love America a great deal more. And 
what difference does party sake when mankind is involved? 


Well, mankind is involved in every decision that will be waiting 
on my desk when I return to the White House tonight. America does not need, 
and I am confident Democrats do not want a President who would ever allow 
those decisions to be influenced by considerations or party. , 


(OVER) 
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That is why I want to speak, not about partisanship or Party 
tonight, but about what matters most to us all -- the peace of mankind. 


On this subject I believe there is a need now for plain speaking. 


In this city of Chicago, twenty-eight years ago, a President of 
t hese United States then described the condition of the world in these words: 


‘Without a declaration of war and without warning 
or justification of any kind, civilians, including 
vast numbers of women and children, are being ruth- 
lessly murdered ... ships are being attacked... 
without cause or without notice. Nations are fomenting 
and taking sides in civil warfare in nations that have 
never done them any harm. Innocent peoples, innocent 
nations, are being cruelly sacrificed to a greed for 
power and supremacy which is devoid of all sense of 
justice and human considerations." 


The world did net heed the vision or the wisdom of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt when he called upon all peace-loving nations to join together 
to quarantine the aggressors. And those who loved peace above all else, 
lost their peace and all else. 


That history need not --and that history must not-- be allowed 
to repeat itself full course again in our time. 


The peace of mankind must not, and will not, be lost again. 


If similarities are many between the worlds of 1937 and 1965, the 
differences are far more numerous. The peace-loving nations are not weak 
now as they were then, not lacking in will now as they were then. 


Educated in the adversity of a great war, tested in the trial of 
continuing danger, united in the face of ever-present peril, the peace-loving 
peoples have built strength in the 1960's that they never had in the 1930's. 


That strength has one unmistakable meaning. For aggression there 
is no prize. At the end of the road of conquest, the only sure reward is 
sure ruin. 


Yor twenty years we have applied what Abraham Lincoln said would 
be the great lesson of peace —- 


"Teaching men that what they cannot take by an 
election, neither can they take by war; teaching 
all the folly of being the beginners of a war." 


But there are other differences too, between 1937 and tonight 
in 1965. The people of communist countries are somewhat wiser too. While 
their leaders have chosen to close a curtain about them to keep out knowledge 
of the free world's peaceful intention, the people of the Soviet Union ani 
Eastern Europe really know, above all other peoples on this earth, what the 
cost and the catastrophe is to their homeland of Twentieth Century warfare. 


The men and women of Russia, the men and women of all the nations 
of Eastern Europe, I believe want peace and want the taste of its sweet 
fruits. And none want them to have peace more than do we, the people of 
the United States of America. 


Between the great powers of East and West, there is no history 
of conflict on the battlefields of the past. Between the people of the 
Soviet Union and the people of the United States, there has been friendship 
and there can be greater understanding. 
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' The common interests of the peoples of Russia and. the peoples. 
of the United States are many, and this I would say-to the people of the 
Soviet Union tonight: There is no American interest in conflict with 

the Soviet people anywhere. Andno true Soviet interest is going to be 
served by the support of aggression or subversion anywhere in the world. 
We of the United States of America stand ready tonight as always to g° 
with you onto the fields of peace, to plow new furrows, to. plant new 
seed, to tend new growth, so that we and so that all mankini may some day 
piaete ‘together a new and a bountiful harvest of happiness and hope on this

is not one citizen present here tonight who would have their country conduct 
its course otherwise. 


George Washington once told us that we would have one option: 


“Whether to be respectable and prosperous or contemptible 
and miserable as a nation." 


Today, we are prosperous, as the able Senator Douglas told you, 
more prosperous than any other nation in all the history of man. We have 
enjoyed fifty-one consecutive months of economic expansion -~ the longest 
ever known in any peacetime and the end is not yet in sight. Our people 
are happy. They are prospering. They are moving on and on and on, and 
upward. Just last year the number of families living on less than $3,000 
income decreased by 18 percent and the number of families with more than 
$10,000 income per year increased by 22 percent. 
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But I must remind you that money is no measure of the moral force 
at work among Americans today. For we are committed by a broad and a broadening 
consensus to bringing brightness into lives where darkness dwells. We are 
gommitted to opening beauty to lives that are closed over by ugliness and co 
guaranteeing the rights that God gave them to those man had forgotten. s 
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The consensus within America tonight is a consensus of courage, 
and let none abroad believe that this consensus stops at the water's edge. 
For there is in our beloved America a consensus, a strong and a deep and 
an abiding majority consensus that the world shall not walk again the road 
to darkness that led mankind into the valley of war thirty years ago. 
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The united will of the American people is itself the ultimate and 
the most profound difference between 1937 and 1965, and let neither friends 
of peace or foes underestimate the meaning of that unity. The American 
people want to be a part of no war.

One month ago it became my duty to send our Marines into the 
Dominican Republic and I sent them for these same ends. 


I have been informed tonight by the Commamler-in-Chief of the 
Inter-American Forces, General Alvim, and the Deputy Commander, Lieutenant 
General Palmer, that conditions in the Dominican Republic now permit further 
reductions of our military personnel and I am therefor accordingly ordering 
the withdrawal of all remaining units of the United States Marine Corps 
totalling approximately 2,100 men. 


America's purpose is and always will be to serve the peace of 
mankind. 


Let me say this to you: a man does what he must in spite of 
personal consequences, in spite of obstacles and dangers and pressures -- 
and that is the basis of all human morality. 


Those words are not mine. They were written by the man whose 
great steps I follow --John Fitzgerald Kennedy. But I would want you to 
know that it is that spirit which guides me in all that I do. 


For men, as for nations, the way of the peacemaker is never an 
easy way. 
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While all men hate war, they too often hate still more the 
discipline and the duty, and the demands of acting to preserve the peace 
that they love. I am certain that this generation of Americans is willing 
to accept demands that are stern in order to enjoy a world that is safe. 


For we know as all men must know wherever they live, that after 
losing peace twice in this century, mankind just must not lose that peace 
again, and it is the united will of all the people of our beloved America 
that it shall not be lost.

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FIRST REPORT OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
OF THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION OF MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
OF THE AMERICAN STATES 


On June 2, 1965, the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs adopted a resolution appointing an ad hoc committee, 
composed of the Representatives of Brazil, El Salvador, and the United 
States of America to act on behalf of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation 
for the following purposes; 


a. To continue the task begun by the Special Committee and now 
being carried out by the Secretary General of providing good 
offices to all the parties, for the purpose of achieving the 
establishment of a climate of peace and reconciliation that 
will permit the functioning of democratic institutions in the 
Dominican Republic and its economic and social recovery; 


To provide the Inter-American Force, through its Commander 
and on behalf of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation under whose 
authority it functions, the directives necessary for the 
effective accomplishment of that Force's sole purpose, as 
defined in paragraph 2 of the resolution adopted by this 
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Meeting on May 6, 1965; and 


To keep the Tenth Meeting of Consultation duly informed of 
its activities and the results thereof.

In order to comply with this resolution, the Committee arrived 
in Santo Domingo on June 3, 1965. The Conmittee did not elect a 
Chairman, since its three members felt that all had the same duties 
and responsibilities. 
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FIRST PHASE: NEGOTIATIONS TO FIND A 
FORMULA FOR CONCILIATION 


On June 4, 1965, the Committee, accompanied by the Secretary 
General of the Organization of American States, visited the Apostolic 
Nuncio of Santo Domingo and Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, in order to 
thank him for the work he had done in the Dominican conflict and to 
exchange ideas on the present situation in the country. The intention 
was to find a peaceful solution to the existing problem, using as a 
point of departure the two formas supported by each of the two parties 
in conflict. These are as follows: 


i. Formula of the government called the “Constitutional 


Government 


To appoint Mr. Antonio Guzmén President of the Provisional 
Government; restoration of the 1963 Constitution; maintenance 
of the Congress elected in the 1962 elections; formation of 
& government composed of outstanding democratic statesmen; 
reintegration of the constitutionalist soldiers into the 
armed forces; immediate departure of the interventionist 
forces; elections under the supervision of the OAS. 


Formula of the government called the "National Reconstruction 


Government 


Free and honest elections at the earliest possible date, with 

the participation of all democratic parties presently recognized 
by the Central Elections Board; nonecceptence of the Constitution 
of 1963; none of the leaders of either government in conflict 

may seek elective office; establishment of an advisory body or 
council with representation of all sectors of the population 
(professionals, industrialists, businessmen, politicians, workers, 
intellectuals, etc.); elections under the supervision of the OAS.

During the morning of that same day, the Conmittee met with the 
Ambassador of the United States to the Dominican Republic, Mr. Williem 
Tapley Bennett, Jr., and afterwards with the Uited Nations Dellegation 
in Santo Domingo, composed of General I. J. Rilhye, Military Adviser, 
and George Howard, Political Adviser. The Secretary General of the 
Organization was present at both meetings, where there was a full 
exchange of ideas on the Dominican situation. 


That afternoon, the Committee went to Ciudad Nueva to visit the 
government called the "Constitutional Goverrment", headed by Colonel 
Francisco Caamafio Defi6d. The meeting was attended by Dr. Jottin Cury, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs; Mr. Héctor Aristy, Minister to the 
President; Mr. Antonio Guzmdén; and other members of that government. 
The following day the Committee visited the government called the 
"National Reconstruction Government", headed by General Antonio Imbert 
Barreras. Present at this meeting were General Imbert and the other 
members of this government. Its purpose was to make officiel delivery 
of the resolution adopted by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation and to 
inform the government that the mandate of this Committee differed 
from that of the special committee previously appointed, since its 
principal objective was to help in finding a satisfactory solution 
that would enable the Dominican people to restore their political 
life to normal. 


In its effort to find a solution that would be acceptable to the 
two parties in conflict, the Committee in the succeeding days held 
many interviews with both parties and with different sectors of the 
Dominican citizenry, not just in the capital of the country, but also 
in the interior, in order that it might learn the sentiments of the 
people. On June 8, 1965, it visited the city of Santiago de los 
Caballeros, where it held conversations with representatives of 
industrialists, businessmen, professionals, intellectuals, workers, 
students, etc. and consulted them on the way that they felt the 
Dominican conflict should be solved in order to bring a climate of 
peace and tranquility to the country. Also present in that city were 
representatives from other towns in the Cibao area, including Moca, 
La Vega, and Puerto Plata. 


That same day, the Committee also visited the Bishop of Santiago, 
Monsignor Hugo Polanco Brito, and the Governor of the province, Mrs. 
Elena Campagna de Read, who gave their points of view regarding a 
possible solution to the existing problem. 


The Committee returned to Santo Domingo late that night, continuing 
its conversations with other sectors in the days following. It concluded 
that it was impossible to reach an agreement on the two formulas previously 
set forth, because of the intransigence of the parties in conflict with 
reference to conciliating their different points of view. The Committee 
therefore decided to suggest a formula midway between the positions held 
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by the parties. The formula of the Committee was presented to the 
interested parties on June 18, 1965, and, in addition, the Committee 
made a Declaration to the Dominican People. The texts of both 
documents are given below: 


PROPOSAL OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE FOR 
A SOLUTION OF THE DOMINICAN CRISIS 


In carrying out the mandate entrusted to it, the Ad Hoc 
Committee, composed of representatives of the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs of the American 
Republics, has, since its arrival in the Dominican Republic on 
June 3, 1965, undertaken extensive exploratory conversations 
with both contending sides, and with a large number of groups 
and individuals from various sectors of the population and 
various sections of the country. Despite existing divergences, 
the Committee has been able to observe a general revulsion 
against possible resumption of fighting and a widespread yearning 
for the restoration of a climate of peace and conciliation and 
for a return of the country to normal democratic institutional 
life so that the Dominican people may freely express their will 
and shape their own destiny. The Organization of American 
States is sincerely devoted to helping the Dominican people 
achieve this vital objective.

As a result of its conversations and study of the present 
situation, the Committee is convinced that the best way of 
achieving this objective is through free, democratic elections. 
For this purpose, the Committee herewith presents for the 
consideration of the parties and of the Dominican people as a 
whole the following plan of action: 
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1. Elections 


General elections for the President and Vice President of the 
Republic, members of the National Congress, and for municipal 
authorities shall, be held throughout the country. In order to 
allow sufficient time for the restoration of a climate of peace 
and tranquility necessary for carrying out the electoral process, 
the date set for these elections will be no earlier than six 
months but no later than nine months from the present date, so 
the period referred to will be as short as possible with an 
assured termination date. 


In these elections all political parties and their candidates 
who register with the Electoral Board will be able to participate 
and all will enjoy full freedom of speech and assembly. 
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2. Preparation for the electoral process and OAS assistance 


Ft a one 


In order that such elections might be free and reflect the will 
of the Dominican people, the Organization of American States, through 
its competent organs, will cooperate fully in the preparation and 
holding of the elections and will provide the assistance which may 
be indicated, 


An OAS technical advisory election commission will be established 
immediately, composed of jurists and experts from the Member States 
of the Organization. In its work, the Committee may draw upon the 
experience of the OAS Electoral Commission which assisted in the 
preparation and holding of the elections of December, 1962. The 
Committee will cooperate in all aspects of the technical preparations 
that may be necessary. The Committee will observe the entire elector- 
al process, including the elections themselves, as well as the 
verification of the results of the voting. 


The Inter-American Commission on Human Rights, provided with 
an adequate staff, will maintain a headquarters in Santo Domingo 
throughout the pre-electoral period and will be available to all 
Dominicans to receive and investigate any complaints of violations 
of the basic civil and political rights of the people. The appro- 
priate provisions of the American Declaration on the Rights and 
Duties of Man, which both parties have already pledged themselves 
to observe, will be accepted by all civilian and military author« 
ities and all political parties and candidates who participate in 
the election. 


During the electoral process, the Inter-American Peace Force, 
reduced to the number strictly necessary to carry out its mission 
will supplement the efforts of the Dominican authorities in the 
maintenance of peace. 


je General amnesty and restoration of peace 


In a spirit of reconciliation, full anmesty will be granted to 
all who have participated in the civil strife, provided that they 
will lay down their arms and acknowledge a willingness to live at 
peace and in harmony with their fellow citizens. The Organization 
of American States will give assistance to any who wish to leave 
the country and will take the necessary action to obtain safe 
conducts for them. 
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The Dominican armed forces will return to their quarters and 
will remain subject to the authority of the provisional government 
which will be established. They will refrain from any political 
activity. 


The Organization of American States and all responsible 
authorities will call upon the irregular forces on both sides to 
lay down their arms and return to their homes and peaceful pursuits. 
The Organization of American States will receive custody of all arms 
surrendered and will establish arms collection stations. 


4. Provisional Government 


In order to carry the country to the elections a provisional 
government, which will exercise authority throughout the entire 
Dominican territory until the elected government assumes office, 
must necessarily be established at the earliest possible date. 
This provisional government will: 


ae, Assume immediate responsibility for the maintenance of 
law and order, and insure respect for human rights; 


b. Restore the normal functioning of public administration; 
c. Institute urgent and necessary programs for the rehabilita- 
tion and development of the economic and social life of 


the country; and 


d. Represent the Dominican nation in the international 
Community.

In order for the provisional government to carry out its 
caretaker functions and insure an impartial atmosphere during the 
entire electoral process, it should represent all sectors of the 
country. The Commission will hold conversations with political 
groups and community leaders in order to contribute to the forma~ 
tion of the provisional government. 
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5. OAS assistance for the provisional government 


Once the provisional government is established, the Ad Hoc 
Committee will recommend to the lOth Meeting of Foreign Ministers 
that the governments of the Member States of the Organization of 
American States grant it immediately diplomatic recognition. The 
provisional government will then be in a position to receive, through 
the Organization, major technical and economic assistance, in order 
to institute immediately programs of national rehabilitation. 


6. Institutional Act 


Without prejudice to the constitutional instrument under which 
the Dominican people will wish to be governed following elections, 
the provisional government can best be provided with the basis for 
exercising its political and administrative authority through 
temporarily putting into effect an institutional act, drawn from 
the relevant provisions of the 1963 Constitution, which are essene 
tially those of the 1962 Constitution in these respects. 


A group of distinguished Dominican jurists cou?d be entrusted 
with the immediate preparation of a draft of the institutional act, 


7- Constitutional Assembly 


It is the conviction of the Committee that it is up to the 
Dominican people to decide the constitutional issue. In accordance 
with this principle a constitutional assembly will be convoked with- 
in six months following assumption of office by the elected govern~ 
ment. The congress, once elected, shall detexmine the method by 
which the constitutional assembly shall be established. 


8. TheComnittée hopesthat, in a spirit of democracy and 
patriotism, this plan will receive the support of the leaders of the 
contending forces and of all the Dominican people.

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DECLARATION TO THE DOMINICAN PEOPIE 


The representatives of the Organization of American States in the 
Dominican Republic, speaking on behalf of the regional cammunity, address 
the following declaration and appeal to the Dominican people: 


The American Republics comprise a family of nations. They are bound 
together by close spiritual and material ties. What affects one member 
of the family necessarily affects all the other members. 


The American community has been deeply disturbed by the fratricidal 
strife in the Daminican Republic. We are here because of this concern. 
We have not came to take sides in the struggle. The reestablishment of 
peace is what we seek. Our mission is not intervention, but rather 
conciliation. 


The Organization of American States is no stranger to the Dominican 
people: it has shared in the struggle for freedom which you have 
sustained for so many years. In cities and hamlets throughout the land 
the Organization of American States stands for impartiality, respect for 
human rights, assistance to the needy and defense of the democratic 
process. We come in the same spirit to help the Dominican people in 
this manent of crisis. 


In an effort to understand the current situation we have spoken to 
Dominicans from all walks of life and of all persuasions. We recognize 
the patriotism and valor that have gone into the struggle. We understand 
the causes and objectives which have brought Dominicans to take up arms. 

We know the price that has been paid in human lives. We appreciate the 
fact that those who live do not want to break faith with those who have 
died. We realize that convictions are passionately held and that divisions 
run deep. 


But we also sense the longings of countless numbers of Daminicans not 
actively engaged in the struggle. They do not want a solution imposed by 
force of arms. Their desire is for a peaceful solution emanating from the 
will of the people. At this moment they ask for peace to resume their 
normal lives, assurances of respect for individual rights, and guarantees 
for democratic institutions to function again. We interpret these to be 
the aspirations of the great majority of the Dominican people. We are 
confident that these aspirations have the support of the peoples of the 
Hemisphere. 


We have examined many different possibilities in an effort to find 
a basis for understanding between the contending sides. We have also held 
extensive conversations with the leaders of the two groups in an effort 
to determine the possibility of reaching a formula satisfactory to both. 
We regret to say that we have not found agreement on the fundamental 
issues. 
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We are confident, however, that there is a solution that all demo- 
cratic men and women of good will can support. This is to let the 
Dominican people decide the crucial issues for themselves through early 
general elections. The Organization of American States stands ready and 
willing to play a major role in this undertaking, as it did in 1962. 


We, therefore, propose to the Dominican people the following: 
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1. The holding of general elections with Organization of American 
States supervision in a pericd of six to nine months, the 
minimum time required to make the necessary arrangements. 
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The opportunity for all leaders of democratic political parties 
abroad to return to the Dominican Republic under safeguards of 
the Organization of American States in order that they may 
participate in the political life of the nation, including the 
elections. 


The immediate termination of the armed struggle, with the return 
of all members of the regular armed forces to their barracks and 
irregular forces to their homes under the supervision of the 
Organization of American States. 


The surrender to the Organization of American States of all arms 
in the hands of the civil population. For this purpose there 
will be established arms collection stations of the Organization 
of American States. 


The reopening of all commercial and industrial establishments 
throughout the country and the return of all employees to their 
customary places of work. 


The formation of a provisional government which will carry the 
country to elections and the preparation of an institutional act 
which will serve as a provisional charter until the people 
decide the constitutional issue through a constitutional assembly 
which will meet following the elections. 


The Organization of American States for its part assures the Dominican 
people that it stands ready to carry out the program described below in 
establishing a climate propitious for the holding of free elections and 
thereby helping the country to return to political normalcy and to initiate 
its economic recovery: 


1. The creation of a new OAS electoral commission to work closely 
with the Central Electoral Board in organizing and supervising 
the electoral process. 
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The continuation of the Inter-American Commission on Human 
Rights in the Dominican Republic to assure respect for political 
rights throughout the electoral period. 


The immediate establishment of an expanded program of economic 
and technical assistance to promote the recovery of the nation 
and to help it solve its most urgent economic and social problems. 


In making the foregoing proposals we do not ask the Dominican people 
to cease in their struggle to win political freedom. What we ask is that 
the solution not be imposed by force of arms--by hatred, by imprisonment, 
by persecution or by death. We want no one to surrender his ideals under 
the threat of force. We desire, instead, that the political struggle 
continue, but that it be decided by ballots, not bullets. Let the will 
of the people freely expressed determine the destiny of the Nation. In 
this way the decision of the majority will prevail and the rights of the 
minority will be respected. Violence will give way to reason! 


In making this proposal we appeal to all Dominicans to help save 
their country from further suffering and bloodshed: 


We ask those who fight to lay down their arms and return to their 
barracks or to their homes. 


We ask public employees to return to their posts to reestablish all 
public services. 


We ask labor and management to restore the economic life of the 
nations 


We ask political leaders to rally their followers to the cause of 
peace through free elections. 


We ask teachers to instill in their students Dominican brotherhood. 


We ask the clergy to heal the spiritual wounds caused by civil 
strife. 


In conclusion, we address a sincere, urgent appeal to all patriotic 
Dominicans of democratic conviction and good will to take this path to 
national reconciliation. 
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The Dominican people long for peace and freedom, 


This is the hour of decision!

REPLY OF "THE CONSTITUTIONALIST GOVERNMENT" OF THE 
DOMENICAN REPUBLIC TO THE AD HOC COMMITTEE OF THE 
ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES IN REPLY TO THE LATTER'S 
PROPOSAL FOR A SOLUTION OF THE PRESENT NATIONAL PROBLEM

The Constitutionalist Govermment of the Republic, elected by the 
National Congress, representative of the will of the peovle, is 
pleased to present to the Ad Hoc Committee of the Organization of 
American States the bases on which it considers that democracy in 
the Dominican Republic should be solidly and firmiy built. 


The Constitutionalist Government has always desired peace for 
the Dominican Nation. If the unfortunate coup d'état of September 
25, 1963, had not intervened, together with the regrettable conse- 
quences that it brought to all sectors of the life of the Nation, 
that peace would have been an enduring reality. Unfortunately, the 
crime committed at that time ruptured the democratic institution- 
ality that a majority of our people, after the tyranny of Trujillo 
and after immense sacrifices, had achieved. 


The Constitutionalist Movement of April 24 of this year 
Signified the explosion of the strong desires of the people to 
restore that legal order attained through the freest and most 
exemplary elections known by the Dominicans, held on December 20, 
1962, of the 1963 Constitution. 


Between September 25, 1963 and April 24, 1965, the country 
lived under a government that usurped power, denied all public 
liberties and human rights, perpetrated fraud and sgmandered the 
public funds, that was indifferent to the necessary changes in the 
social, political and economic structures indispensable for guiding 
our country along the paths of progress. 
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A few days after the beginning of the Constitutionalist Movement, 
April 28, when democracy triumphed over the small sector that never 
wanted to, that still does not want to, respect the will of the 
Majority, the marines and paratroopers of the American Army, on 
orders of their Government, trampled upon the soil of our sovereigi. 
Nation, opposing this triumph with an attitude that was interven- 
tionist and absolutely contrary to the Charter of the United Nations 
and the principles that constitute the Inter-American system. 
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The Organization of American States has not condemmed this 
action of the Government of the United States of America. With the 
creation of an Inter-American Peace Force it has, to a great extent, 
endorsed this serious violation of the sovereignty of a free state. 


The Constitutional Government, at this time, once again, 
formally protests to the Organization of American States, for having 
abrogated, in prejudice to our sovereignty, its own Charter which 
expressly states in Article 15 "'No state or group of states has the 
right to intervene, directly or indirectly, for any reason whatever, 
in the internal or external affairs of any other state. The fore- 
going principle prohibits not only armed force but also any other 
form of interference or attempted threat against the personality of 
the state or against its political, economic and cultural elements.” 


The Inter-American Force may well be called a peace force but 
the name does not change its illegality. Chapter IV of the Charter 
of the Organization of American States deals with the pacific settie- 
ment of disputes between states. And, not even this, as among states, 
permits the interference of the regional organization by military 
force (Articles 20, 21, 22, and 23). 


Now then, in the face of the superior armed force of the inter- 


ventionists, the Constitutional Government understands that it must 
negotiate an agreement that will bring a solution to the Dominican 
problem. But it also understands, and hopes that the Organizaticn 
of American States so understands it, that the agreement should 
reflect the wishes of our people and our great majority. Only in 
this way will it be a worthy and democratic agreement. 


To persist in seeking solutions that do not take into account 
our historic reality is to weaken the future of the Dominican 
Republic and lead it toward the fratricidal path of civil war and 
chaos. 


The Constitutionalist Government therefore proposes to the 
Ad Hoc Committee of the Organization of American States the plan 
that it considers appropriate for solving the present ‘Dominican 
conflict, because it offers an effective form of achieving a stable 
democracy in our country. 


Le Holding of elections 


The Constitutionalist Government has been and is now the best 
defender of free elections. The Constitutionalist Movement, which 
stems from this Government, is nothing more than the resuit of 
respect for the free will of the people as expressed in the elec- 
tions of Deeember 20, 1962. 
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In view of the present circumstances, the Constitutional 
Government is of the opinion that some elections, totally free, 
participated in by all parties, are an undelayable event in the 
democratic development of our nation and in the creation of 
institutions representative of the great and justifiable aspira- 
tions of the Dominican people. 


These elections should be held no more than six to nine months 
after the provisional government is installed, in order that the 
life of the nation may be stabilized in a democratic way. 


Ze Preparation for the electoral process and 
assistance from the Organization of American States 


The provisional government will request from the Organization 
of American States technical assistance in electoral matters that 
it‘considers necessary so that the electoral process has the maximum 
guarantees and the efforts of the provisional government to conduct 
free and impartial elections will be a reality for the Dominican 
people. 


In like manner, the provisional government will request the 
Organization of American States to have the Inter-American Commission 
on Human Rights keep a mission in Santo Domingo throughout the pre- 
electoral period and until the inauguration of the elected govern~ 
ment in order to receive complaints and carry out investigations in 
the cases of violation of the individual and political rights of the 
people. These rights fundamentally are those contained in the 
American Declaration on the Rights and Duties of Man and in the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights, the latter proclaimed by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations. 


On the other hand, the Inter-American Peace Force will withdraw 
from the country, by a formula of evacuation that will effect its 
departure in a period of time not greater than one month after the 
installation of the provisional government. 


3. General amnesty and restoration of peace 


The general amnesty is an act of the provisional government 
itself. We conceive it as a pardoning of criminal responsibility 
for the events of the civil war, except for those who, beyond the 
limits of the war, committed crimes covered by customary law, under 
the cover of the current political situation. The latter criminal 
responsibility should be subject to public action, after acceptance 
of the complaint presented by the interested party. The spirit of 
reconciliation, to be effective and create an atmosphere of harmony 
among the Dominican people, must be just. 
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The Constitutional Government understands that in stating in 
its proposal that "the Organization of American States will give 
assistance to any who wish to leave the country and will take the 
necessary action to obtain safe conducts for them'' this has been 
laid down in view of the present situation the country faces and 
as an exceptional measure, but does not cover the order of public 
liberty and the respect for human rights that should follow the 
formation of the provisional government, enabling nationals to 
enter and leave the country freely, without the need for safe 
conducts, for otherwise the provisional government could directly 
or indirectly compel nationals to leave the country. 
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The armed forces shall be subject to the exclusive authority 
of the provisional government, with the Constitutionalist soldiers 
maintaining their respective ranks, including those that at the time 
of the outbreak of the Constitutionalist Movement were newly sworn 
into the armed forces by decree of the Constitutional Government, 
from which they had been released by cancellations that took place 
after September 25, 1963. 
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The arms shall be received by the provisional government which, 
by virtue of its democratic nature, can create a climate of good 
faith for the combatants. 


4h, Provisional government 


The provisional government, both basically and in its constitu- 
tional elements, should be the expression of the historic reasons 
for which the Dominican people have struggled and will struggle to 
fulfill their basic mission of bringing about free elections. 
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Consequently it cannot be composed merely of supposed or real 
political parties or social groups nor should it be founded solely 
on the interests of families or special groups. 


The government must be composed of men of recognized faith and 
democratic practice, selected by virtue of their capabilities or 
skill in performing the specific functions entrusted to them and 
because of the confidence placed in them by the people. Only in 
this way will it be possible to fulfill their proper demand for 
efficiency in public administration operations and their insistence 
on being truly represented in the political powers of the state. 


The provisional government will maintain the Dominican tradition 
of the presidential system. It will be composed of a President and 
a Vice President. Therefore there will not be a junta nor council 
of state nor triumvirates, government by collegiate bodies which 
have shown in the very recent past their inability to operate in 
our country. 
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Neither the President nor the Vice President nor cabinet 
members will be able to run for elective office in the general 
elections to be held during their administration. Only in this 
way can the citizens be sure that the impartiality required for 
the electcral process will be guaranteed. 
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In the same manner, the President selected, as well as the 
Vice President and the cabinet members, will have to present, 
before taking office, a sworn inventory of all their asscts. 
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In order to comply with its essential mission of leading the 
country, in an atmosphere of peace, to free elections, the provi- 
sional government to be established, without prejudice to the 
powers that the institutional act grants them, will exercise its 
authority in all of the national territory. Consequently it will: 
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a) Assume immediate responsibility for the maintenance of law 
and order, and insure respect for human rights, public 
liberties, free enterprise, and property rights. Con- 
cerning human rights, the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, contained in the Charter of the United Nations, 
and that of the Rights and Duties of Man of the 
Organization of American States will prevail to their 
fullest extent. 


Fein. 
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Restore the normal functioning of public administration. 


Institute urgent and necessary programs for the rehabilita- 
tion and development of the economic and social life of the 
country. 
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Represent the Dominican Nation in the international 
community. 


Not compromise the Republic's sovereignty in any way. 


The provisional government shall not dispose of State 
property in any way. 


Devote itself to the task of preparing for elections, 
creating to this end the agencies necessary to carry 
them out successfully. 
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5. OAS assistance for the provisional government 


Clearly the provisional government should immediately take up 
the task of national recovery, with emphasis on recovery of the 
national properties affected or destroyed by military activities, 
as well as the initiation and/or continuation of economic develop- 
ment programs. 


These programs should be chosen strictly according to their 
economic productivity and the social benefits (water, housing, 
etc., etc.) the Dominican people so urgently need. All projects 
whose purpose is to create a false and short-lived bonanza must be 
excluded. 


The provisional government, once established, shall have the 
full right and authority to resort to any international economic and 
technical assistance agencies-~public and private--that it deems 
advisable in order to obtain resources to initiate and/or continue 
the truly productive programs required for national recovery. 

Public opinion should be duly informed beforehand regarding all 
arrangements and negotiations the provisional government intends 
to carry out to this end. 


It is understood that the Organization of American States can 
render valuable cooperation toward these objectives. 


6. Institutional act 


The provisional government will serve under an institutional 
act that will be based, on all economic, ethical and social achieve- 
Ments, on the human rights and public freedoms of the Constitution 
of 1963, which is responsive to an historical and social reality 
of our people. 


The Constitutional Government will make known to the Ad Hoc 
Committee the institutional act through which it considers that 
the Dominican people should be governed transitorily in this 
period, 


The Constitutional Government considers that in order for that 
institutional act, once approved, to have legal force and for the 
Republic to overcome the innumerable de facto governments that we 
have been suffering from as a result of the collapse of our demo- 
cratic institutions with the cunning military coup d'état of 
September 25, 1963, it should be voted on by the national congress. 
In this way we will all do honor to our tradition and to the 
juridical conscience of the Inter-American system, hit at its 
foundations by all these events that had their birth on that 
unlucky date. 
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7. Constitutional Assembly 


The constitutional problem will be resolved within three 
months after the elected government takes office. It is obvious 
that this should be the longest period for the determination of 
this matter, 


Our people have a constitutional sensitiveness of which they 
have given proof at crucial times in their history. The period 
indicated should not be lengthened for the solution of a problem 
that is of the very essence of 2 free and sovereign nation. 


To these ends, the Congress, once elected, will determine 
the means by which the Constitutional Assembly will be formed.

REPLY OF THE GOVERNMENT CALLED THE "NATIONAL RECONSTRUCTION 
GOVERNMENT" TO THE AD HOC COMMITTEE OF THE TENTH MEETING 
OF CONSULTATION OF MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


The Government has studied the suggestion presented on June 18 
by the Committee, in compliance with its mission of gooa offices 
for the solution of the Dominican crisis, and hereby makes known 
its points of view; 
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1. The Government of National Reconstruction is a provisional 
government by a collegiate body, established on May 7, 1965, composed 
of persons not connected with the conflict that arose on April 24, 
1965, and who are distinguished by their withdrawal from political 
discussions. 


In the formation of this provisional government by collegiate 
body the primary aim was to obtain reconciliation of the parties 
in conflict, and for this reason the men who compose it were chosen 
from different sectors of national life. 


The immediate aims of the present goverment are to pacify the 
country, to find a solution to the most urgent economic and social 
problems, and to organize general. elections. 


Since this is what characterizes it, the Government of the 
Dominican Republic agrees with the provisions of Point IV of the 
Proposal with reference to the transitory functions of the pro- 
visional government and the suggestion that insofar as possible the 
govermment represent all democratic sectors of the country. In the 
desire that this last aim be carried out to the greatest extent 
possible, the Government agrees that the Committee should continue 
its good offices, holding discussions with political groups and with 
representatives of the Dominican people, whether for the purpose of 
increasing the present collegiate makeup of the Government, whose 
members may not be presented as candidates for election, or to install 
and organize an advisory committee of the executive power, composed 
of representatives of the various national democratic sectors. 


2. Faithful to its goals of peace and harmony and to its 
fervent wish that the Dominican political conflict pass from the 
arena of violent battle to that of peaceful, orderly discussion, 
the Government accepts the suggestions contained in points one and 
two of the proposal with no objection whatsoever, except that for 
developing the electoral process it considers a nine-month interval 
preferable, to be prolonged as the Organization of American States 
sees fit. The Government also expresses the wish that once the plan 
for resolving the crisis is adopted, the Inter-American Peace Force 
withdraw from Dominican territory. 


3. Neither has the Government any objection in principle to 
the provisions of Point III of the Proposal, although it wishes to 
make clear that the total amnesty suggested would not cover crimes 
and offenses of common law committed in circumstances unrelated to 
acts of war. By the same tohen, the Government also explains that 
only members of the armed forces who had not committed offenses 
covered by the code of military justice could return to their 
quarters. 
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Since the arms that are in the possession of the rebels were 
taken from the arsenals of the Armed Forces, these arms should be 
restored to those arsenals within fifteen days at the latest, 
counting from the time that the rebels turn them over to the 
Organization of American States. Moreover, since the Armed Forces 
are the only depository for war matériel, arms from other sources 
should also be delivered to the same arsenals. 


The Government also states that among the persons whom the 
Organization of American States is helping to leave the country it 
would be advisable to include all individuals identified as com- 
munists. Finally, it makes the reservation that the Government 
may not maintain irregular forces. 


4. The Government notes the offers made in Point V of the 
Proposal, as well as the suggestion contained in Point VI regarding 
the adoption of an institutional act to serve as the basis for the 
actions of the provisional government. It is therefore willing 
that & group of Dominican jurists temporarily combine the pertinent 
provisions of the 1962 Constitution and of the constitutional 
instrument of 1963 to regulate the political and administrative 
authority of the Government and any other matter that it is essential 
to determine. 


5. The Government is considering the suggestion made in 
Point VII of the Proposal, to the effect that not later than six 
months after a government has been chosen in the elections referred 
to in Points I and II, a Constitutional Assembly be convoked in 
the manner decided by the National Congress, which is also elected. 


This suggestion would mean that the elected Congress and Govern= 
ment would have to assume their duties before a properly-adopted 
Constitution is in force, and only under the rule of the proposed 
institutional act. This would require that the institutional act 
pe as extensive as a Constitution. 


The Government is inclined to prefer that the convocation to 
a constituent assembly and the promulgation of a constitution be 
prior requisites to the installation of a government elected by the 
people, in order that such government would be subordinated to 
constitutional canons that were properly voted and would not have 
the characteristics of a de facto government. 


6. Without prejudice to putting the plan that is finally 
adopted into operation on the basis of the Committee's proposal, 
the Government points out the absolute and urgent need for taking 
pertinent steps immediately for the normalization of the city of 
Santo Domingo, in which the paralization of public services; 
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commercial, banking and industrial activities; customs and tele~ 
communications operations; teaching, legal and professional 
activities; and, in general, all the regular activities in the 
life of the city are the objects of enormous and inestimable 
damage and material and moral loss. 


The prolonged control of a part of the City of Santo Domingo 
by the rebels, without it being possible for the Government to 
comply with its duty to put down insurrection, is also giving rise 
to daily acts of looting, blackmail, and abuse directed against 
persons and property in that zone; to the exodus of thousands of 
families who are in a desperate condition, and the forced immobility 
of tens of thousands of persons who are prevented from resuming 
their customary occupations and from receiving the necessities of 
life. 


The fear and lack of confidence of the people in the City of 
Santo Domingo have caused not only the scattering of thousands of 
families but have also given rise to a spontaneous general halt of 
activities; constant threats, outrages, and violence on the part 
of the rebels have not helped to remedy this. 
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The picture of disaster now presented by Santo Domingo makes 
it imperative that the Dominican Government encounter no obstacles 
to the ncrmal exercise of its police action. 


7. The Government suggests that it would be advisable for the 
Committee to consult Dominican democratic political groups directly 
regarding their opinion on all the points of the Proposal and not 
just the one relative to forming the provisional government. 
Actually, there are some points in the Proposal, such as that 
relating to the period for general elections, that are within the 
province of these groups to study. 


8. In making this reply, the Government leaves the door open 
for changing or expanding its own viewpoints. 


Santo Domingo, June 23, 1965. 


When both parties had replied to its proposal, the Committee 
approached various representative sectors of the active forces of the 
Dominican naticn, in order to obtain opinions on the basic points 
indicated in the aforementioned proposal with the objective of consoli- 
dating viewpoints on the most efficient means of reaching an early 
understanding between the parties. This was the beginning of the 
second phase of its work. 
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SECOND PHASE OF THE NEGOTIATIONS: FORMULA FOR ORGANIZING 
A PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 


Taking into account the proposal presented and the replies of both 
goverrments or parties in conflict, the Committee turned its attention 
to reconciling these replies. In line with this aim, the Committee 
considered that within various aspects of its formula it would be advisa- 
ble to give priority to establishing a provisional government. The Com-~ 
mittee therefore devoted itself to conducting a number of interviews with 
outstanding representatives of the Dominican people who could guide the 
destiny of the Dominican Republic with the consensus of both parties and 
with full support of the people. The Committee felt that only in this 
way could the country be led along a path of peace and tranquility capable 
of abolishing the hate and rancor that had provoked the tragic events of 
the movement that started on April 24, 1965. In that spirit, the Committee 
again interviewed people of influence and importance in the nation, with 
whom it had previously spoken, as well as others, in order to consider 
this question. In the same spirit, it held daily conversations with the 
two interested parties. Both the group headed by General Imbert and the 
one led by Colonel Caamano submitted lists of names to the Committee, but 
these have not yet been accepted by both governments. 


After extended consultations with the contending parties and neutral 
sectors of the Dominican nation, the Committee concluded that the indi-~ 
viduals who would be most acceptable for the posts of President and Vice 
President of the Republic and who also had the qualities to extricate the 
country from its present crisis were, respectively, Dr. Héctor Garcfa 
Godoy and Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras-=-individuals who were not connected 
with either of the parties in the conflict. 


On July 9, 1965, the government called the "Constitutional Govern- 
ment" delivered a note to the Committee accepting the aforementioned 
candidates, but at the same time, it raised some considerations that the 
Committee felt it had to answer, since it did not believe them to be in 
keeping with the facts. The note from the Constitutionalist Government 
reads as follows: 


Santo Domingo, July 9, 1965 


Members of the Ad Hoc Committee of the 
Organization of American States 
Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic 


Sirs: 


The Constitutional Government of the Dominican Republic, 
after having consulted with the National Congress and the Cabinet, 
refers to the proposal of the Committee that Dr. Héctor Garcfa 
Godoy and Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras assume the posts of President

and Vice President of the provisional government suggested in 
these negotiations as a solution to the Dominican crisis. 


As this government stated in its proposal to the Committee 
for solving the aforesaid crisis, the goal of the Constitutionalist 
Movement on April 24 is to restore the constitutional order that 
the Dominican people achieved freely in the historic and exemplary 
elections of December 20, 1962, and mainly to redeem the social 
and economic conquests consecrated in the 1963 constitution. 


In the abovementioned document it was also stated that the 
objectives of the Constitutionalist revolution could not be 
attained through the United States intervention that occurred only 
four days after the revolution began and that the existence in the 
country of the so-called Inter-American Peace Force, through which 
a pretense is made to legalize the foreign occupation, has made 
impossible the immediate achievement of these objectives and has 
obliged the Constitutional Govermment to seek a negotiated solu- 
tion to the present crisis, a solution that must meet the demo- 
cratic aspirations and social justice of the Dominican people, 
to contribute to the promotion of a true climate of peace in the 
Republic. 


As @ result of these negotiations and among other important 
points that are still being discussed, that of the candidates for 
provisional President and Vice President have been taken up. 


With respect to this question, we have put forward the names 
of distinguished Dominican public servants who could lead the 
country during the nine months of provisional govermment contem- 
plated in the proposed solution, none of them connected with the 
constitutional movement so there could be no doubt as to their 
impartiality. For unjustified reasons, however, the Committee 
has rejected our candidates for the President and has insisted, 
moreover, in supporting the candidacy of Dr. Héctor Garcfa Godoy 
for Provisional President, together with that of Mr. Eduardo 
Read Barreras as Vice President. 


This insistence on the part of the Committee, the anxiety 
and uneasiness prevailing in the country as a result of foreign 
intervention and occupation and the need to restore normal condi- 
tions in all sectors in the country, move the Constitutional 
Government to redouble its efforts to find a solution to the 
present crisis. 


Therefore, and as an effective contribution to the re~ 
establishment of the longed-for national peace, the Constitutional 
Government has decided not to oppose the candidacy of Dr. Héctor 
Garcia Godoy for President and Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras for Vice 
President of the Provisional Government that will rule the country 
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until the forthcoming elections, In not opposing this candidacy 
the Government reserves its acceptance thereof within the over-all 
framework of the negotiations until the position of Dr. Garcia 
Godoy with respect to the principles supported by this Government 
in the proposal and in the draft institutional act that we have 
submitted to you for study.

On July 10, 1965, the Committee answered the note of the 
government called the "Constitutional Government" as follows:

The Ad Hoc Committee, on behalf of the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, acknowledges the 
receipt of a note dated July 9, 1965, addressed to this Committee 
by the Negotiating Committee of the Constitutionalist Government 
in reply to our note of July 8, 1965. 
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In regard to the Negotiating Committee's reference to the 
Inter-American Peace Force, the Ad Hoc Committee wishes to point 
out the resolution adopted by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs on June 6, 1965, which establishes the 
Inter-American Peace Force. The second paragraph of the said resolu- 
tion provides the following: 


That this Force will have as its sole purpose, ina 
Spirit of democratic impartiality, that of cooperating in 
the restoration of normal conditions in the Dominican 
Republic, in maintaining the security of its inhabitants 
and the inviolability of human rights, and in the establish- 
ment of an atmosphere of peace and conciliation that will 
permit the functioning of democratic institutions. 


The Inter-American Peace Force, in compliance with the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs, has therefore fulfilled its functions in the 
Dominican Republic, adhering strictly to the letter and spirit of 
the resolution that created it. 


The note of the Negotiating Committee also states that the Ad 
Hoc Committee has rejected certain candidates that it presented for 


the office of President and Vice President of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. The Ad Hoc Committee wishes to state that it has not rejected 
any candidate proposed by either of the parties in conflict, that it 
does not have a mandate or the desire to impose any person to occupy 
the aforesaid offices, as it is evident that those persons should be 
acceptable to the parties mentioned above. The names presented by 
the Negotiating Committee to fill those posts, consequently, do not 
fulfil this requisite and the Ad Hoc Committee so reported. 


The Ad Hoc Committee has at no time insisted on the candidacy 
of Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy as Provisional President, or on that of 
Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras as Vice President. In its note of July 8, 
the Ad Hoc Committee expressed its opinion that those two citizens 
could carry out the work of forming a provisional government which 
could lead the country to elections, that those two citizens were 
widely acceptable and that they deserved the confidence of the 
Dominican people, which constitutes an essential basis for the 
solution of the present crisis. 


The Committee is pleased to note that the Negotiating Committee 
apparently shares the points of view set forth in the aforenentioned © 
note, having indicated this in its reply to the effect that the 
Constitutionalist Government accepts Dr. Garcia Godoy and Mr. Read 
Barreras to fill the two principal posts in the Provisional Govern- 
ment, thereby taking a step that will no doubt facilitate the solu- 
tion, within a short time, of the present crisis that is weighing 
heavily on the Dominican people. 
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The Committee avails itself of this opportunity to renew to 
Your Excellency the assurance of its highest consideration.

The Government called the "National Reconstruction Government" also 
accepted the names suggested by the Committee. However, it stated that 
before the provisional government was installed several pending problems 
would have to be clarified. 


Once the candidates for the posts of President and Vice President of 
the Dominican Republic were accepted, the Committee proposed to both 
parties a plan of work for seeking a solution to those problems. This is 
basic and indispensable for the functioning of democratic institutions and 
for the economic recovery of the country, and includes such matters as: 
the approval of an institutional act that will govern the destiny of the 
country until the elections; OAS assistance in electoral matters; the 
Commission on Human Rights remaining in Dominican territory; pending 
problems of a military nature; technical and financial aid from the OAS 
and other international organizations; aspects relating to the general 
amnesty; the procedure to be adopted for turning in arms that are now 
in the hands of the civilian population; relations between the Inter- 
American Peace Force and the provisional government; the formation of 
the provisional government; and the date for installing the provisional 
government. It is suggested that an agenda be drawn up to study these 
problems. 


With the aim of facilitating the work leading to the arrival ata 
solution to the Dominican crisis, the Committee prepared a Draft Institu- 
tional Act that was submitted to the two parties for consideration, both 
of which have designated their representatives. For this purpose the 
Government known as "Constitutional" designated Mr. Salvador Jorge Blanco, 
and the Government known as "National Reconstruction Government" named 
Dr. Carlos Sanchez y SAnchez. For its part, the Committee held several 
interviews, on the same subject, with well-known Dominican jurists. As 
its representative in these discussions the Committee designated Dr. 
Francisco V. Garcia Amador, Director of the Department of Legal Affairs 
of the Pan American Union. 


Subsequently, with respect to the Committee's Draft (Appendix I), 
the Government known as "Constitutional" presented a counter-proposal of 
an institutional act (Appendix II), as did the Government known as 
"National Reconstruction Government" (Appendix III). 
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With respect to this matter, Dr. Garcia Amador sent a report to the 
Committee, the text of which is given below.

Subject: Summary of interviews on the proposed Institutional Act 


From the interviews held with the representatives designated by 
the contending parties, Mr. Salvador J. Blanco (Constitutional 
Government) and Mr. Carlos Sdnchez y SAnchez (National Reconstruction 
Government), very few practical results were achieved. Each one, as 
basic and indispensable premises, held to the respective political 
positions they had assumed. Thus, for example, for the representative 
of the Constitutional Government, the legal and physical existence of 
the Congress elected in 1962 cannot be ignored; its power to appoint 
the Provisional President, to share certain legislative functions with 
the new government, and, moreover, to be the organ promulgating the 
Institutional Act itself, should be recognized. On the other hand, 
the representative of the National Reconstruction Government considers 
that the principle of effectiveness legitimizes de facto governments, 
that his government meets this requirement fully, and nd thus, that to 

contemplate the artificial formation of a new government does not 
make sense. Both representatives, however, as well as the respective 
proposals submitted by the contending parties, make some constructive 
suggestions, some of which have already been incorporated in the 
proposed Institutional Act of the Ad Hoc Committee, and others sup- 
ported by the Dominican jurists consulted during the past few days. 


In general, these jurists, Messrs. Julio F. Peinado, Julio 
Cuello and Froilén Tavares, are in agreement on the following. 


In the first place, they deem it desirable that there be 
reconsideration of the idea that the constituent process would follow 
the electoral process by which the new government is to be elected. 
In their opinion, an anomalous situation would arise, since a body of 
authorities would be elected without the existence of a definitive 
constitutional arrangement in the country. On this point, they also 
called attention to the fact that during the period that would elapse 
between the election of the new government and the establishment and 
entry in force of the new and definitive constitutional arrangement, 
a legal and institutional vacuum would continue to exist, which the 
elected authorities wmld find it extremely difficult to fill. 
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Mr. Peinado specifically offered the following formula as a substitute 

for Article X of the draft proposed by the Committee: "This Institutional 
Act shall remain in force until the installation of the elected government. 
Upon the cessation of the Provisional Government, the entire second part 

of the Constitution of 1963 shall enter in force, with the exception of 

the provisions of Title XIV concerning constitutional reforms, and transi- 
tory provisions, until the entry in force of the Constitution to be approved 
by the Constituent Assembly as provided in Article 9. During this period, 
the provisions of Article III and the first part of Article IV shall con- 
tinue in force, and shall apply to the new Government." 


Another matter on which these jurists are in full agreement is that 
concerning the organ that will discharge the legislative function. They 
consider that the Dominican experience provides ample evidence that the 
legislative function cannot be entrusted to the organ exercising the 
Executive Power; consequently, they suggest the creation of an entity to 
discharge at least the task of advising the President and his Cabinet on 
the legislative measures to be adopted by the Provisional Government. 


In regard to the Judicial Power, they suggest the inclusion in the 
Institutional Act of a proviso analogous to that of Article 23 of the 
proposed Institutional Act of the Constitutional Government, concerning 
the appointment and removal of judges, to prevent, insofar as possible, 
the dilution of the Judicial Power by political elements or interference 
with the independence of courts of justice. 


The Dominican jurists also support the idea, contained in Article 20 
of the draft of the Constitutional Government, that the President, Cabinet 
Members of the Provisional Government and other authorities should make 
sworn statements, before a Notary Public, of their assets at the time of 
taking office. 


In relation to these and other suggestions, as well as to those con- 
tained in the proposals submitted by the contending parties, the Dominican 
jurists consider that the most suitable procedure to be followed is to 
consult from time to time with the persons who are to hold office in the 
Provisional Government (President and Vice President, and certain Cabinet 
Members) concerning the amendments that, in their opinion, should be made 
to the proposed Institutional Act prepared by the Ad Hoc Committee. 
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THIRD PHASE: NEGOTIATIONS CONCERNING PROBLEMS 
AWAITING SOLUTION 


Upon the beginning of the third phase of negotiations, the Committee 
put Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy in contact with the two contending parties, 
in order to begin an exchange of views on the problems still pending and 
awaiting resolution prior to the installation of the provisional government. 


The Committee has already begun discussions with the two interested 
parties regarding these matters and will shortly render a report on them 
to the Tenth Meeting of Consultation. 


IV 
OTHER ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMITTEE 


1. Alleged right claimed by the Government of National Reconstruction 
to make arrests within the Safety Zone 


The Committee became aware of the fact that arrests of a political 
nature were being made in the Safety Zone by police of the Government of 
National Reconstruction, and in order properly to clarify this situation, 
held conversations with representatives of that government. In this 
regard, the GNR sent the Ad Hoc Committee the following note under date 
of June 24, 1965: 


Santo Domingo, June 24, 1965 
Sirs: 


I have the honor to address you for the purpose of referring to 
recent conversations on the scope of the arrests made in the safety 
zone, in order to establish definitively the position of my Govern- 
ment with regard to its authority to exercise police power in this 
zone and throughout the national territory. 


The Act of Santo Domingo cannot be interpreted as establishing 
extraterritoriality because that would be equivalent to a cession 
of sovereignty prohibited by the National Constitution.

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Consequently, the right of asylum cannot be granted in that 
zone. The purposes for which the zone was created are specific 
and definite and exclusively concern giving “adequate protection" 
and safety to all persons "found within" that zone of refuge. 
Protection would be inadequate if help were given to criminals and 
therefore to rebels or conspirators, because this would be detri- 
mental to the very safety element that must be given to the zone. 
Moreover, the adequate protection referred to in Paragraph 3 of 
the Act of Santo Domingo is intended for those persons who are 
found within that zone of refuge, that is, who reside there 
permanently. It does not apply to those who enter and leave the 
rebel zone and come to the safety zone for the sole purpose of 
engaging in activities prejudicial to the general interests of 
the State. . 


It should be made clear that the safety zone can never be a 
State within another State. 


Consequently, the Dominican State has at no time been able to 
renounce the police power granted to it by the Constitution for 
the maintenance of public order. 


Furthermore, Article 12 of the Charter of the Organization of 
American States specifically provides that the jurisdiction of 
States within the limits of their national territory is exercised 
equally over all the inhabitants, whether nationals or aliens. 


Also, Article 8 af the same Charter provides that the funda- 
mental rights of States may not be impsired in any manner whatso- 
ever, and it would be nothing less than an impairment to prohibit 
a State from performing its duty of maintaining public order in 
any part of its territory.

The Committee gave special consideration to this matter and, under 
date of June 28, 1965, sent a note to the Government of National 
Reconstruction stating that "neither the Ad Hoc Committee nor the Inter~ 
American Peace Force could recognize a right of the police authorities 
of that Government to make arrests for political reasons in the Safety 
Zone.'’ The complete text of that note is set forth below: 
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Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic 
June 28, 1965 


No. 54 
Sir: 


We are pleased to acknowledge receipt of your note No. 9661, 
dated June 24, in which you desired to establish the position of 
the Government of National Reconstruction in relation to the Safety 
Zone, indicating that the right of asylum does not exist in that 
zone, that paragraph 3 of the Act of Santo Domingo refers only to 
persons who reside permanently in that zone, and that the Government 
of National Reconstruction has exclusive responsibility for the ex- 
ercise of police power and for the maintenance of law and order in 
that zone. 


In reply, the Commission wishes to state that the interpreta- 
tion given to the Act of Santo Domingo is incorrect in various 
aspects, and it desires to point out the following: 


1. That in a note addressed to the Secretary General of the 
Organization of American States dated May 9 of this year, the 
President of the Government of National Reconstruction stated that 
"the Government that I head accepts the terms of the Act of Santo 
Domingo of May 5, 1965, as it was signed by the Military Junta." 
With that acceptance, the Government of National Reconstruction 
assumed all the obligations that the Military Junta that preceded 
it had contracted. 


2. Paragraph 3 of the Act of Santo Domingo stipulates that: 
"The Parties bind themselves especially to respect this safety zone, 
within which there is guaranteed, in the manner that the Organization 
of American States may deem appropriate, adequate protection and 
safety for all persons found within that zone of refuge." 


3. This provision had its origin in paragraph 2 of the Resolu- 
tion adopted unanimously (including the vote of the Representative 
of the Dominican Republic) by the Council of the Organization of 
American States on April 30, 1965, which reads as follows: 


His Excellency 

Horacio Vicioso Soto

Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic 
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To make an urgent appeal to the same authorities, political 
groupings, and forces on both sides to permit the immediate es~ 
tablishment of an international neutral zone of refuge, encom- 
passing the geographic area of the City of Santo Domingo inme- 
diately surrounding the embassies of foreign governments, the 
inviolability of which will be respected by all opposing forces 
and within which nationals of all countries will be given safe 
haven. 


From the foregoing, and as @ consequence of the situation 
existing at that time, as well as of the negotiations that led to 
the signing of the Act, it is clear that the words "all persons found 
within that zone of refuge" cannot be limited to the persons who 
"reside permanently in that zone" but rather include all persons who 
are found therein at any time. 


hk, We call your attention to the fact that ". . .adequate 
protection and safety" is guaranteed in paragraph 3 to "all persons 
in the manner that the Organization of American States may deem 
appropriate." We likewise call your attention to paragraph 7 of 
that Act, which states: "The Parties declare that they accept and 
recognize the full competence of the Special Committee appointed by 
the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, 
for purposes of the faithful observance of what is agreed to in this 
Agreement, " 


5. Consequently, and in the exercise of the responsibility 
that belongs to it since the Government of National Reconstruction 
has accepted the Act of Santo Domingo, the Ad Hoc Committee considers 
that, until a definitive solution to the Dominican problem is found, 
the most practical method for guaranteeing adequate protection to the 
persons within the safety zone would be to establish close collabora~ 
tion between the Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace Force 
and the police authorities of that Government. In any case, neither 
the Ad Hoc Committee nor the Inter-American Peace Force could recognize 
& right of the police authorities of that Government to make arrests 
for political reasons in the Safety Zone. Therefore, the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee has addressed the Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace 
Force to the effect that it take appropriate measures in order to 
prevent arrests of that type. 


6. The Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace Force has 
issued revised regulations concerning entrance into and departure 
from the Safety Zone as well as the Communication Corridor, a copy 
of which I am sending you for your information. It will be noted 
that, in accordance therewith, members of the armed forces of the 
Government of National Reconstruction and of the Constitutionalist 
Goverment may enter that zone only when they are not bearing arms. 
The Inter-American Peace Force has not established a curfew within 
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that zone or in the Communication Corridor, since it does not consider 
that measure necessary for the adequate protection and safety of the 
persons in that zone.

According to information received from General Panasco Alvim, Chief 
of the Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace Force, on repeated 
occasions the forces of Colonel Caamafio have carried out attacks against 
Inter~American troops; in particular, on June 15, 1965, without provoca- 
tion, they carried out severe attacks against the IAPF at several points 
in the Safety Zone, chiefly in the area near the electric power plant. 
As a result, the IAPF, for its own defense and protection, was obliged 
to take new positions which the Constitutional Goverment protested on 
June 17, 1965, in the following note to the Committee: 


Santo Domingo, Dominican Republic 
June 17, 1965 


Sirs: 


Confident of the cordial and comprehensive manner in which 
our recent conversations took place, we left them convinced that 
shortly after their conclusion you would carry out the duty of see~ 
ing that the United States troops that had advanced violently beyond 
the positions occupied prior to the violation of the cease-fire on 
the 15th of this month, would move back to those positions. 


We return with surprise to this conference table, 24 hours 
later, having been warned that far from having effected the retire- 
ment demanded by justice and law, the invading United States troops 
have advanced much farther and that these new advanced positions 
are being fortified, evidencing the unmistakable intention of 
consecrating them as the hateful triumph of force over law.

While we are using this means to protest most vigorously the 
unusual conduct which we denounce, we hope that the Ad Hoc Comit- 
tee, exercising its highest duty, will proceed without delay to 
see that the United States carries out the retirement incunbent 
upon it under the most elementary principles of respect for law 
and justice.

The Committee studied this matter carefully and after consultation 
with General Panasco Alvim and his Staff, sent to the Constitutionalist 
Government on June 30, 1965, the note transcribed below:

The Ad Hoc Committee has carefully studied all aspects of the 
present situation regarding the cease-fire. 


In this regard, it should be remembered that, prior to June 15, 
more than 900 violations of the cease~fire provoked by the forces 
of the Constitutionalist Command had been recorded, which caused

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considerable casualties to the Inter-American Peace Force, in both 
dead and wounded, and that on the aforementioned date the constitu- 
tionalist forces launched several attacks in different sectors of 
the Communication Line and at border points of the Safety Zone, 
including high land to the south of the electric power plant. This 
obliged the Inter-American Peace Force, in self-defense, to return 
the fire and, for the purpose of assuring its positions, to maintain 
temporarily certain advanced positions to the south and to the west 
of the Communication Line, with the approval of this Committee. 


The Committee has carefully considered your request that the 
inter-American forces withdraw to the positions they occupied on 
last June 14. In that consideration we have taken into account the 
following factors: 


1. It is vitally important to maintain the security of the 
Inter-American Peace Force in view of the losses and casualties 
suffered by that Force during recent weeks, as a consequence of 
attacks coming from the constitutionalist forces, especially in 
the zone where the electric power plant is located. 


2. The Inter-American Peace Force is responsible for the 
observance of the cease-fire, 


3. The necessity for the electric power plant to operate 
without interruption and without restriction of any kind. As you 
know, all the population of Santo Domingo, including that of the 
constitutionalist zone, as well as that which lives in bordering 
sectors, depends on the services of that plant for satisfying its 
vital needs for light, power, and water. 


The foregoing considerations have led the Committee to conclude 
that for the time being it is advisable to maintain the positions 
that the Inter-American Peace Force is temporarily occupying. 


We avail ourselves of this opportunity to renew to Your Excel- 
lency the assurances of our highest consideration.

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The Constitutional Government did not refer to this matter again 
after that date, and so it is deduced that it was satisfied with the 
Committee's reply. 


Moreover, in connection with the final paragraph of the note, dated 
June 17, 1965, from the so-called "Constitutional Government," relating 
to the flying of the American flag at the San Diego gate, the Committee 
took the necessary measures to correct that situation. 


With reference to the violation of the cease-fire on June 15, 1965, 
previously mentioned, which was the most serious of all, the Committee 
received from General Hugo Panasco Alvim, Commanding Officer of the IAP, 
the following official order:

a. Today at 8:10 A.M. the IAPF was attacked by troops from 
the Caamaiio Zone. 


b. The IAPF did not return the fire for twenty to twenty-five 
minutes, but after this period, my troops returned fire 
in order to defend themselves, after we had sustained 
wounded, 


The Brigade Commander observing the Caamafio troops 
reported that the attacking troops were trying to maneuver 
and capture positions in the Security Zone. 


We denied them this objective. 


All this occurred until 11:30 at which time events were 
calm once again. 


At 12:25 P.M. the Inter-American troops located near the 
Hotel Jaragua were violently attacked and were compelled 
to return fire. 
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g We have information that armed civilians in the Caamafio 
Zone were putting fire to warehouses on the waterfront. 


2. Ihave no precise information, at this point, concerning 
the number of wounded because lack of communication facilities, the 
central power plant being out of action since approximately 10:00 
this morning. However, I have the following preliminary report: 


a. Three U.S. soldiers wounded in action. 
be One Brazilian lieutenant wounded in action. 
ce One civilian (woman) killed in the Security Zone. 


3. I bring the above preliminary report to your attention so 
that you can take the appropriate steps to protest this flagrant 
violation of the cease-fire and to bring an immediate stop to this 
indiscriminate firing which always originates from the Caamafio Zone 
against the troops of the Inter-American Peace Force.

1. I refer to my preliminary report on the shooting by 
Caamafio forces against positions of the IAPF on June 15, 1965. 
There follows a further report on yesterday's events, based on more 
complete information than was available when I prepared my report 
to you yesterday: 


The first fire from Caamano forces was initiated at 07:30 against 
elements of the IAPF screening the east bank of the Ozama River. Over 
1000 rounds of small arms, including a few mortar rounds, were re~- 
ceived before the IAPF troops returned the fire. Firing along the 
river continued all morning. 
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2. At 07:50 the Caamafio forces opened fire on Check Point 2 
from positions to the south of the Line of Communication and east 
of Duarte Ave., the fire coming primarily from buildings as well 
as a park in the area. After three attacks by Caamaho forces and 
the wounding of two U.S. soldiers, the IAPF forces returned the 
fire. Between 08:30 and 09:00 IAPF positions on the Line of Commu- 
nication west of Duarte Ave. came under fire, as well as IAPF posi- 
tions in the vicinity of the power plant and Duarte Bridge. In the 
initial firing at the Duarte Bridge, a civilian woman was killed in 
the Line of Communication by fire from Caamaho forces. Heavy firing 
began at approximately 09:15 all along the center of the Line of 
Communication and continued until about 11:30. In the meantime, I 
approved a plan of maneuver to eliminate the source of fire by 
Caamafio forces. This plan was initiated by IAPF forces at 11:00, 
and consisted of moving west and south from its position around 
the power plant. By 13:30 the IAPF forces had secured a line run- 
ning southeast from the Line of Communication along Licey Street to 
the junction with Caracas St., then to the southwest to Saltitopa St., 
then along the street to Mella Ave., continuing southeast to General 
Cabral St. and east to the river. In this fight, the Caamafio forces 
used small arms, .30 and .50 caliber machine guns, 3.5 rocket 
launchers, mortars, 20 mm. cannon and 20 mm. and 37 mm. tank guns. 
In this advance, the IAPF forces suffered 23 casualties, 16 of which 
occurred at one time when a platoon was out in the open, on the top 
of a large building, by .50 caliber machine gun fire. This advance 
was necessary for two reasons: 1) to neutralize the main source of 
fire by Caamafno forces east of Duarte Ave., which has been a constant 
source of provocation by Caamafio forces, even during last week, the 
quietest on record; and 2) to provide a buffer zone around the power 
plant, a key facility, whose security has been inadequate; the power 
plant has been a special target of the Caamafio forces from the very 
beginning. With the new line, the TAPF now holds defensible high 
ground with quite adequate observation. 


3. The Caamafio forces subsequently withdrew from the area im- 
mediately south of Check Point 2, and the block between Barahona and 
Caracas became an abandoned no=man's land. In order to straighten 
the southern boundary of the Line of Communication and neutralize the 
area which has been a source of constant provocation, I authorized 
the moving of the boundary approximately 2 blocks south so that the 
line now extends from the junction of Montecristi and Pimentel Streets, 
along Montecristi-Caracas to its junction with Saltitopa Street. This 
new line was secured with practically no resistance at 16:45, 


h, The operation described above cost the IAPF forces two 
killed in action, 28 wounded in action, one of whom is serious. 
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5. In the meantime, beginning at 12:25, the Caamafio forces 
attacked the IAPF positions at Check Point 5 on Bolivar Ave. and 
the IAPF positions around the National Palace. The IAPF forces 
returned the fire. As you will recall, you were with me in the 
vicinity when this incident occurred. You happened to be in the 
vicinity at about 18:15 when Check Point 6 on Independencia Ave. 
came under attack. Periodic firing broke out after darkness in 
this vicinity and continued into the early morning hours. One 
TAP Brazilian officer was wounded in this action at the Palace.

3 Inter-American Peace Force 


The Inter-American Peace Force, which was set up by @ Resolution of 
May 6, has been duly fulfilling the mission with which it was entrusted. 
Heving been interposed between the two opposing factions, it has, with 
the necessary impartiality, prevented the renewal of armed conflict and 
made it possible for the Ad Hoc Committee to hold the necessary talks 
to find a satisfactory solution. The Inter-American Peace Force has 
been attacked on numerous occasions, and these attacks have, in general, 
been launched by extremist elements located in the so-called "rebel zone" 


desiring to sabotage negotiations and, if possible, provoke a reaction by 
the Inter-American Peace Force that would lead to the military annihila- 
tion of the so-called "Constitutional Government." The Force has success« 
fully resisted such provocative acts and, although on certain occasions it 
has repelled them, it has done so only as a last resort, when the neces- 
sary authority for fulfilling its mission and the safety of its troops was 
in jeopardy. 
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RESUME OF THE COMMITTEE'S ACTIVITIES 


In the period between June 3--the day of its arrival in Santo 
Domingo--and July 15, 1965, the Ad Hoc Committee held the following 
meetings: 


1. ‘Twelve meetings with Colonel Francisco Caamafio Defié and the 
Constitutional Government, including meetings with the Negotiating Com- 
mittee appointed by that Government. 


2. Fourteen meetings with General Antonio Imbert Barreras and the 
other members of the Government of National Reconstruction. 


3. Six meetings with the military leaders of the Dominican Armed 
Forces, including a joint meeting with the members of the Government 
of National Reconstruction. 


4. In addition, each member of the Ad Hoc Committee had a number 
of meetings separately with several representatives of each of the fac- 
tions in order to take up specific problems. Dr. Francisco V. Garcia 
Amador, in turn, has had several meetings with representatives of each 


of the two factions, as well as with distinguished Dominican jurists to 
take up matters relating to the Institutional Act. 


5. Constant consultations and contacts with General Hugo Panasco 
Alvim and the Staff of the Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace 
Force in order to obtain reports on military matters and cease-fire viola- 
tions, as well as to consider various problems and provide the IAPF with 
the necessary guidance. In addition to holding four formal meetings, 
there were daily informal talks between members of the Ad Hoc Conmittee 
and members of the Staff of the Unified Command of the IAPF and an ex- 
change of communications. 


6. Thirty-two meetings with distinguished persons representing 
civic and political organizations and, in addition, twenty-three meetings 
with groups representing professional associations, political parties, 
civic, labor, business, professors', and students’ organizations. 


7. The Committee also has met on several occasions with the Latin 
American Diplomatic Corps in this city; with the Diplomatic Corps of 
Santo Domingo; with foreign diplomats individually, with His Excellency 
the Papal Nuncio, and with United Nations representatives who are in 
Santo Domingo as observers. 


8, The Committee also held three press conferences. 
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9 Naturally, in addition to the foregoing, the Committee had one 
or more meetings of its members every day and twelve confidential meet- 
ings with Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy. 


10. The mumber of communications sent and received by the Committee 
in its correspondence with the two conflicting factions, the IAPF, groups 
and private individuals reached a total of approximately 332. This total 
includes 106 communications with the National Reconstruction Government, 
39 with the Constitutional Government, 64 with the Inter-American Peace 
Force and 123 with groups and private individuals.

PROPOSED INSTITUTIONAL ACT 


The Dominican Republic, as a member of the Organization of American 
States, has accepted the principles set forth in the Charter of the Organ-~ 
ization by virtue of which the solidarity of the American States and the 
high goals they seek through the Organization, require the political 
organization of the States to be based on the effective exercise of 
representative democracy. 


The holding of free elections is the most effective means of ascer~ 
taining the sovereign will of the people to guarantee the restoration of 
a rule of law, founded on the dominion of law and on respect for human 
rights and fundamental freedoms. 


Therefore, the purpose of this Institutional Act is to provide a 
provisional government, on behalf of the people, in whom the constitu- 
tional power is exclusively vested, with the means necessary for the full 
exercise of political and administrative authority throughout the 
Dominican territory, in order that a governmental system of representative 
democracy may be restored through the holding of free elections. The 
Institutional Act also ensures to this government the means necessary for 
guaranteeing respect for human rights and fundamental freedoms, as well 
as for initiating the programs urgently needed for the economic and seca 
recovery and development of the Dominican nation. 


Article I, A Provisional Government is established by this Institu- 
tional Act to rule domestically the destiny of the Dominican Republic 
until elections are held and a new government shall be elected, which, 
through such elections, shall be the direct result of the will of the 
people. 


Article II. The Provisional Government shall consist of a President 
and a cabinet, which shall be composed as follows: Minister of Armed 
Forces, Minister of the Interior and of Police, Minister of the Office 
of President, Minister of Foreign Affairs, Minister of Finance, Minister 
of Education, Minister of Agriculture, Minister of Health and Social Wel- 
fare, Minister of Labor, Minister of Public Works and Communications, 
Minister of Justice, Minister of Industry and Commerce, Minister of 
Public Property, and Minister without Portfolio. 


Article III. By this Institutional Act the Provisional Government 
is committed to respecting and ensuring respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms, as they are enunciated in the American Declaration 
of the Rights and Duties of Man, of the Organization of American States, 
and in the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, of the United Nations. 
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Article IV. The Provisional Government shall not in any way com- 
promise the sovereignty of the Republic, nor shall it in any way dispose 
of the possessions of the State. 


Article V. The Provisional Government shall initiate the programs 
urgently needed for the economic recovery and development of the country 
and the improvement of social conditions of the people. To this end, it 
shall request the required technical and financial aid from the agencies 
of the inter-American system as well as from other international organi- 
zations. 


Article VI. 


1. The organization of the Republic shall. conform to the provisions 
of the Second Part of the Constitution of 1963, except for those provi- 
sions contained in titles referring to the Legislative Power, the Congress, 
Preparation of Legislation, Constitutional Amendments, and Transitory 
Provisions. 


2. The Executive Power shall be exercised by the Provisional 
Government and shall be regulated by the provisions of Title VI, Section I, 
of the Second Part of the aforesaid Constitution, with the exception of 
those that are not pertinent or that are incompatible with this Institu- 
tional Act. 


3. The Provisional Government shall exercise legislative functions 
by promulgating decree~laws, which shall require a majority vote of its 
members for approval. 


4. In the event of the resignation, death, or incapacity of the 
President or a member of the Cabinet, the vacancy shall be filled by a 
person designated by the Provisional Government by a two-thirds vote of 
its members. 


Article VII. 


1. The Provisional Government is committed to holding elections 
within @ period of nine months, beginning with the entrance into force 
of this Institutional Act, to elect the President and Vice President of 
the Republic, the members of the National Congress, and municipal author- 
ities throughout the country. In order to establish a climate of peace 
and tranquility, a truce in all political activity will be observed until 
three months prior to the holding of the elections. 


2. None of the persons who are members of the Provisional Govern- 
ment pursuant to Article II of this Institutional Act, may be proposed 
as a candidate for elective office. 
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3. No political parties based on ideologies that, by being 
totalitarian, are in conflict with the principles of representative 
democracy, may participate in the elections. 


4. The Provisional Government shall transfer its powers to the 
new authorities forty-five days after the elections are held. 


Article VIII. In order that the elections shall be free and reflect 
the will of the Dominican people, the Organization of American States 
shall cooperate with the Provisional Government in the preparation and 
procedure thereof. This cooperation shal] include the presence of the 
Inter-American Commission on Human Rights in the Dominican Republic 
from the time this Institutional Act enters into force until the elected 
govermment is installed. 


Article IX. The Government elected in accordance with Article VIT 
of this Institutional Act shall convoke a Constitutional Assembly in 
order to proceed to make a decision on the constitutional question. 

The convocation shall specify the duration of the Constitutional 
Assembly, and the Congress, once elected, shall determine the means 
by which the Assembly shall be formed. 


Article X. This Institutional Act shall remain in force until the 
Congress~elect is installed, which shall immediately amend or replace it 


with a similar transitory Act, under which the Government will operate 
until the entry into force of the Constitution that shall be approved 
by the Constitutional Assembly called for in the foregoing article.

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INSTITUTIONAL ACT 
PROPOSED BY THE CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT 
OF THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


The institutional evolution of the Dominican Republic has been beset 
with sad alternatives. Our people have not only had to struggle for their 
independence and for the consolidation of a true and independent life, but 
also to achieve the recognition and respect for their fundamental rights. 


Since 184, when they entered into force, through the first Consti- 
tution, the standards that define the political structure of the Dominican 
Republic at the same time consecrated the guiding principle of the great 
vital force of democracy that is the sovereignty of the people. 


Unhappily, social injustices have been so deep, so violent, that 
from 1844 to our day the Constitutional principles have been a dead 
letter in their most basic aspects. The observance of the Constitution, 
its application, its social and political representation were null, be- 
cause between it and our people there was a serious contradiction, grow- 
ing ever sharper and to such an extent that the legislator was unaware 
of many national realities that deserve to be dealt with constitutionally. 


That is, history, its development were not taken into account as the 
creative source of the law. Constitutions have been drawn up--one after 
another=-that ignored or were opposed to the changes and contributions 
that the evolution of our structures demand of the basic juridical 
institutions. 


There can be no popular sovereignty so long as the laws do not 
provide for the solution of these questions. The result has been the 
continual struggles and violence that for more than a century have 
troubled the life of the Republic. 


The elections held on December 20, 1962, gave birth to a democratic 
government. And as it was truly a democratic government, it had to be 
organized in accordance with standards that met this characteristic. 


Now then, this democracy did not only mean the channeling of the 
will of the people through the fundamental principles that organized 
the government. It was in addition and above all, an open road by 
which the Dominican people could attain, within a legal framework, a 
social and economic system that would allow a development consistent 
with its most immediate hopes. 


In this way, for the first time in the life of the Republic, there 
arose @ basic charter that analyzed and defined political, social, and 
economic institutions as a homogenous whole--a product of the historical 
unity of our entire national development. 
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It is possible that it suffered from certain imperfections, but, 
even so, the intention and the spirit was highly beneficial and sig- 
nified a realistic step in the search for just and legal solutions to 
the great problems of the Dominican Republic. 


However, the traditional diseases were not long in breaking out. 
On September 25, 1963, a coup d'état overthrew the democracy and, at 
the same time, invalidated the institutional agencies through which the 
will of the people was being expressed and was governing. 


The Dominican people reacted against the assault on their conquests 
that had cost them so much toil and so mich blood, and exercised their 
recognized right to resist oppression. Article 81 of the Constitution 
of 1963 states: "Resistance is declared to be legitimate when it is for 
the purpose of protecting the human rights set forth above, and this 
does not exclude such other rights as this Constitution establishes nor 
other of like nature or that may be the result of the sovereignty of the 
people and of democratic order." 


This right, as old as Christianity in the Western World, is the 
justification for the unceasing action of the people to regain their 
lost legal rights. 


The constitutionalist movement that began on April 24 of this 


year is the revolutionary culmination of the popular resistance to 
oppression and despotism. Thus justified, the constitutionalist move- 
ment is of the level of a legal creation. 


This Institutional Act, a product of the revolutionary events of 
April 24 and of the speciel circumstances of the current political 
moment, to a great extent recognizes the historical process that marks 
the development of Dominican institutions and our people's aspirations 
to found democratic order. These aspirations will only be fulfilled 
when a new constitutional order is established, that will be a genuine 
expression of the will of the people. 


Within this framework, this political statute is the result of 
the great needs and hopes of the Dominican people. It therefore pro- 
vides, within its articles, a series of standards arising from an 
analysis of social realities, in consideration that our organization 
plan should represent the balance that exists today in our political 
society. 


That is, to the purely juridical conception of the standards of 
Public Law, with which this Institutional Act is identified, should 
be added the historical concept of the predominant social forces in 
the Dominican Republic. And so it is, because it is these forces, in 
a democratic system, that determine the structure of government. 
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These are the basic reasons, which nourish the very essence of the 
Institutional Act, that should be followed to bring about democratic 
integrity, and the procedure that will make it possible to give it life 
in accordance with the precepts of Dominican Public Law. 


Therefore, this Institutional Act, respecting our juridical and 
hemispheric traditions, issues from the National Congress, by virtue 
of its power and the right that this body has to determine which are 
the fundamental principles that should govern the Dominican nation at 
this crucial moment in its history. 
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PART ONE 

TITLE I 
ORGANIZATION OF THE REPUBLIC 

Section I 


The Nation and Its Govermment 


Article 1. The Dominican people form a nation organized into a free 
and independent State known as the "Dominican Republic.” 


Article 2, Its government is essentially civil, republican, demo- 
cratic and representative. 


It is divided into Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Powers. These 
three pewers are independent in the exercise of their respective functions. 
Those entrusted with these powers are themselves responsible and cannot 
delegate their powers and duties, which are solely those determined by this 
Constitution ang the laws. 


Section IT 
The Territory 


Article 3. The territory of the Dominican Republic is and shall be 
inalienable. It consists of the eastern part of the island of Santo 
Domingo and its adjacent islands. Itsdefinitive and immutable land bounda- 
ries are fixed by the Boundary Treaty of 1929 and its Protocol of Revision 
of 1936. Jt is divided politically into one District known as the National 
District /Distrito Nacional/, in which the capital of the Republic is 
located, and into such provinces as are determined by law. The provinces 
in turn are divided into municipalities. The corresponding territorial 
waters, continental shelf, and air space above them are also parts of the 
national territory. The extent of the territorial waters, continental 
shelf, and air space shall be defined by law. 


The law shall fix the mmber of provinces and their boundaries and 
those of the National District, as well as those of the municipalities into 
which the provinces are divided, and it may also create new political sub-~ 
divisions of the territory with other designations. 


The city of Santo Domingo is the capital of the Republic and the seat 
of the national government. 
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Article 4. The economic and social development of the territory of 
the Republic along the boundary line and the spread of the culture and 
traditions of the Dominican people are declared to be matters of supreme 
and constant national interest. The agricultural and industrial utili- 
zation of boundary rivers shall continue to be governed by the principles 
set forth in Article 6 of the Protocol of Revision of 1936, the Boundary 
Treaty of 1929, and Article 10 of the Treaty of Peace, Friendship, and 
Arbitration of 1929, 
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TITLE IT 
POLITICAL RIGHTS 
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Section I 


NATIONALITY AND CITIZENSHIP 
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Article 5. The following are Dominicans: 


1. Persons who at present enjoy this status by virtue of previous 
constitutions and laws. 


2. All persons born in the territory of the Republic, with the 
exception of legitimate children of aliens resident in the 
Republic as diplomat representatives or in transit through the 
country. 
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All persons born abroad of a Dominican father or mother, provided 
that they have not acquired foreign nationality in accordance 
with the laws of the country of their birth, or, in the event 
they have acquired it, that after reaching full legal age as 
determined by national legislation, they declare in 4 sworn state- 
ment before a public official under the Executive Power their 
intention of having Dominican nationality. 


Naturalized persons. The law shall provide the conditions and 
formalities required for naturalization. 


Article 6. All Dominicans of both sexes over eighteen years of age, 
and those who are or have been married, although under age, are citizens. 


Article 7. The rights of citizens are: 


1. The right to vote; 


2. The right to hold elective office, subject to the restrictions 
indicated in this Institutional Act. 
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Article 8. Citizenship is lost: 
1. By bearing arms or aiding in any attack against the Republic. 
By sentence to criminal punishment, until rehabilitation occurs. 
By judicial interdiction, as long as it remains in effect. 
By accepting in Dominican territory any function or employment 
fran a foreign government without prior authorization fran the 
Executive Power. 
5. By adopting another nationality. 
In the two latter cases, citizenship may be reacquired as determined 
by law. 
Section II 
Sovereignty 


Article 9. Sovereignty resides inherently in the people and is 
exercised through the powers recognized by this Institutional Act. 


Interference by aliens in the country's political affairs is preju- 
dicial to the sovereignty of the State. Likewise, Dominicans who resort 
to foreign govermments or foreign military forces to solve internal dis- 
putes shall be declared to be violators of the national sovereignty and 
the penalties provided by law shall be applicable to them. 


The principle of nonintervention is a standard of Public Law. 


TITLE III 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 


Article 10. As of the time that this Institutional Act enters into 
force and until the government elected in the elections established in 
this Act comes into power, the Republic shall be governed by a Provisional 
Goverment headed by a Provisional President. This govermnent shall have 
the legislative and executive functions established in this Title. 
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Article 11. The legislative chambers elected in the elections of 
December 20, 1962 shall remain in recess during the time that the Pro- 
visional Goverrment is in power, except that they shall exercise the 
special powers set forth in the following article. 
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Article 12. The Provisional President shall legislate on any matter 
not contrary to the provisions of this Act or to the competence of another 
Power, but ratification by the legislative chambers elected in the elections 
of December 20, 1962 shall be required when laws on the following questions 
are concerned: 

Changes in the legal money and banking system. 

Election of judges of the Supreme Court of Justice. 

Changes in the political boundaries of the national territory. 
Approval or denunciation of international treaties. 

Declaration of war against other states. 

Establishment, alteration, or abolition of military organizations. 
Sending of Dominican troops abroad. 


Establishment or abolition of courts of any nature. 
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Declaration of a state of siege in the event of disturbance of 
the public peace and, as a result thereof, suspension of the 
exercise of human rights set forth in Articles 104, 108, 109, 
110, 121, 118, 121, and 122 of this Institutional Act. 


Declaration of a state of national emergency, suspending the 
exercise of human rights with the exception of the inviolability 
of life. 


Paragraph I. In any other matters of importance in the national 
life, the Provisional President may, when he deems it advisable, request 
ratification by the aforementioned legislative chambers. 


Paragraph II. The legislative acts passed by the Provisional 
President that do not require ratification by the legislative chambers 
shall be called "decree-laws." 
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Article 13. In addition to the legislative functions set forth the 
Provisional President shall be the Chief Executive and shall therefore be 
the supreme authority of the public administration and of all the armed 
forces of the nation, as well as of the police and safety forces. By 
virtue of this, he shall rule on everything relating to the organization 
and operation of these institutions. Likewise, the Provisional President 
shall see that the laws are faithfully carried out, and in this regard shall 
issue the necessary decrees, regulations, and instructions. 


Article 14. As soon as the President elected by the elections pro- 
vided for in Article 133 of this Act takes office, the provisions of this 
Title, as a matter of law, shall be rescinded, and the functions of the 
President and of the National Congress elected in these elections shall 
be governed by the provisions of Titles III, IV, V, and VI of the Consti- 
tution of April 29, 1963, and these Titles shall remain in force until 
proclamation of the new Constitution of the Republic, which shall be voted 
upon by the Constitutional Assembly referred to in Article 137 of this Act. 


Article 15. The Provisional President of the Republic shall be 
elected by the legislative chambers elected on December 20, 1962, in the 
manner prescribed by Article 133 of the Constitution of April 29, 1963. 
However, the requirement established in the final paragraph of Article 126 
of this Constitution shall not be applied. 

Article 16. To be Provisional President of the Republic the follow- 
ing requirements must be met: 


1. To be Dominican by birth or origin; 
2. To be at least thirty years of age; and 
3. To be in full exercise of civil and political rights. 


Article 17. There shall be a Provisional Vice President of the 
Republic who shall replace the Provisional President in the event of the 
latter's temporary or permanent absence. The Vice President shall be 
elected in the manner prescribed in Article 15 of this Act and must ful- 
fill the same requirements as the Provisional President. 


Article 18. In the event of the permanent absence of the Provisional 
President and should the Provisional Vice President also be absent perma-~ 
nently, the provisional presidency of the Republic shall be exercised in 
the following order of preference by: the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Justice; the First Alternate Judge of the Supreme Court of Justice; 
the Second Alternate Judge of the Supreme Court of Justice; and then the 
remaining judges of this court in order of age, from the eldest to the 
youngest. If the absence of the Provisional Vice President is temporary, 
the provisional presidency during this absence shall be exercised in the 
order established above. 
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Article 19. The Provisional President and the Provisional Vice Presi- 
dent shall take their respective offices the same day that they are elected, 
after taking the following oath before the legislative chambers: "I SWEAR 
BY GOD, BY COUNTRY, AND BY MY HONOR TO COMPLY WITH AND ENFORCE THE INSTI- 
TUTIONAL ACT OF THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC AND THE LAWS OF 
THE REPUBLIC, TO SUPPORT AND DEFEND ITS INDEPENDENCE, TO RESPECT ITS LAWS, 
AND FATTHFULLY TO FULFILL THE DUTIES OF MY OFFICE." 


Article 20. Within ten days after taking their respective offices, 
the Provisional President, the Provisional Vice President, the ministers, 
the chiefs of staff of the armed forces and of the national police, and 
the presidents or directors of autonomuos and state institutions must make 
a sworn statement before a notary regarding their assets. This shall be 
published at the expense of the state. A similar statement shall be made 
within ten days following the withdrawal of these officials from their 
respective posts. 


Article 21. To carry on the affairs of the public administration 
there shall be such Ministries as may be established by law. 


To be a Minister or Vice Minister a person must be a Dominican in full 
exercise of civil and political rights and must be at least twenty-five 
years of age. 


Naturalized persons may not be Ministers or Vice Ministers until five 
years after having acquired nationality. 


The Executive Power shall establish the rules and regulations govern~ 
_ ing the functioning of the Ministries. 
TITLE IV 


Section TI 


The Judicial Power 


Article 22. The Judicial Power is exercised by the Supreme Court 
of Justice, the Appellate Courts, and by the other courts in the judicial 
system created by lav. 


Article 243. During the tenure of the Provisional Government the 
members of the Judicial Power, except for the Justices of the Supreme Court, 
shall be designated and removed by that Tribunal, in compliance with the 
provisions of this Act and the law. 
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Section II 


The Supreme Court of Justice 


Article 24. The Supreme Court of Justice shall consist of at least 
nine judges, but it may sit, deliberate, and hand down decisions validly 
with such quorum as may be determined by the law that will regulate its 
membership and organization. 


In designating judges of the Supreme Court of Justice, the Provisional 
President shall determine which of them is to be Chief Justice and shall 
designate a first and second alternate to replace the Chief Justice as a 
matter of law, in that order, in case of his default or impediment; all 
in accordance with Article 12 of this Institutional Act. 


The judges of the Supreme Court of Justice may not be removed from 
office, except in the case of serious failure in the discharge of their 
dutiese 


Article 25.2 The requirements to be met by a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Justice are as follows: 


1. To be Dominican by birth or origin and to be at least thirty- 
five years of age. 


2e To be in full exercise of civil and political rights. 
3e To be a bachelor or doctor of laws. 


4, To have practiced the legal profession for eight years, or to 
have served for the same length of time as judge of a court of 
appeals, court of first instance, or the Land Tribunal, or as 
representative of the Public Prosecutor's Office before the 
said courts, The periods of law practice and the exercise of 
judicial functions shall be cumlative. 


Article 26. The State shall be represented before the Supreme 
Court by the Attorney General of the Republic, personally or through 
such substitutes as the law may establish; he shall have the same rank 
as the Chief Justice of the said Court and such powers as may be conferred 
upon him by lawe 


To be Attorney General of the Republic a person mst be a Dominican 
and meet the other qualifications required for being a judge of the 
Supreme Court of Justices 
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Article 27. Without prejudice to other powers that may be conferred 
upon it by law, the Supreme Court of Justice has exclusive power: 
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1. To take cognizance in single instance of impeachment actions 
against the President and Vice President of the Republic, 
Senators, Deputies, Ministers, Vice Ministers, Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Justice, the Attorney General of the Republic, 
Judges and State Attorneys of the Courts of Appeal, State 
Attorney before the Land Tribunal, and members of the Diplomatic 
Corpses 
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To hear appeals against decisions handed down by any of the 
ordinary or special tribunals or courts of justice, in conformity 
with the Cassation Lawes 
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To hear in last instance cases in which jurisdiction in first 
instance is vested in the Courts of Appeal. 


To exercise the highest disciplinary authority over all members 
of the Judiciary, with power to order suspension or dismissal 
in the manner prescribed by lawe ‘ 


To order temporary or definitive transfers from one jurisdiction 
to another, when it deems it appropriate, of justices of the peace, 
examining magistrates, judges of original jurisdiction of the Land 
Tribunal, judges of first instance, and judges of the Court of 
Appeals. 
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To declare the cancelation or suspension of exequaturs for the 
exercise of professions, in conformity with the lawe 


To take cognizance in last instance of appeals based on the 
unconstitutionality of laws, decrees, orders, regulations, 
ordinances, and acts in all cases subject to legal action 
between the parties before any court, in accordance with the 
procedure established by lawe 


Section III 


Courts of Appeal 


Article 28. There shall be at least three courts of appeal for the 
entire Republic; the number of judges and the judicial districts for each 
of these courts shall be determined by law. 
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Article 29-e To be a judge of a court of appeals the following 
requirements must be met: 
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To be a Dominican. 
To be in full exercise of civil and political rights. 
To be a bachelor or doctor of laws. 


To have practiced the legal profession for three years, or to 
have held a position for the same length of time as judge of 
first instance, judge of original jurisdiction of the Land 
Tribunal, or representative of the Public Prosecutor's Office 
before the courts of first instance. The periods of law practice 
and the exercise of judicial functions shall be cumulative. 


Article 30. The State shall be represented before each court of 
appeal by a State Attorney or such substitutes as the law may establish, 
all of whom must meet the same requirements as the judges of those courtse 


Article 31. The courts of appeal shall have the following powers: 
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To hear appeals against decisions handed down by the courts of 
first instances 


To hear in first instance impeachment cases against judges of 
first instance, judges of original jurisdiction of the Land 
Tribunal, examining magistrates, public prosecutors, and 
provincial governors. 
To take cognizance of such other matters as may be determined 
by lawe 

Section IV 


The Land Tribunal 


Article 32. The powers and duties of the Land Tribunal shall be 
determined by law. 


To be the Presiding Judge or a judge on the Superior Land Tribunal, 
the qualifications shall be the same as for a judge of a court of appeal, 
and to be a judge of original jurisdiction, the qualifications shall be 
the same as for a judge of first instance, 
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Section V 
Courts of First Instance 


Article 33. There shall be a court of first instance in each 
judicial district, with such powers and duties as may be conferred on 
them by lawe 


The law shall determine the number of judicial districts, the number 
of judges to sit in the courts of first instance. and the number of 
sections into which these courts may be divided. 


Article 34. To be a judge of first instance, a person must be 
Dominican, in full exercise of civil and political rights, a bachelor 
or doctor of laws, and must have practiced the legal profession for two 
years, The periods of legal practice and the exercise of judicial 
functions shall be cumulative. 


Article 35. To be a prosecuting attorney or examining magistrate, a 
person must meet the same requirements as for judge of first instancee 


Section VI 
Justice of the Peace Courts 


Article 36. In the National District and in each mmicipality there 
shall be such justice of the peace courts as may be necessary, according 
to lawe 


To be a justice of the peace or an inspector, or alternate for 
either, a person mst be Dominican, an attorney, and in full exercise 
of civil and political rights. They shall have such powers and duties 
as may be determined by laws 


It shall not be necessary to be a lawyer to perform the aforesaid 
functions in municipalities where it is not possible to elect or appoint 
lawyers to these positions. 

Section VII 
The Audit Office 
Article 37. There shall be a permanent Audit Office composed of at 


least five members, elected by the Senate from panels submitted to it by 
the Provisional President of the Republic. 
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In addition to the powers and duties conferred upon it by law, the 
said Office shall: 


1. Examine the general and special accounts of the Republic. 


2. Examine, by means of a group of examiners whenever it so deems 
advisable, the assets and liabilities of State~controlled 
enterprises and autonomous institutions and report the results 
of each such audit to the National Congress, through the 
Chamber of Deputies. The audit and report must be made at 
least once a yeare 


Article 338. To qualify for membership on the Audit Office, a 
person must be Dominican, a graduate in finance or a bachelor or 
doctor of laws, or a certified public accountant with at least two years 
of practice in the profession. 


Section VIII 


The National District and the Municipalities 


Article 39. The government of the National District and of the 
municipalities shall be vested in a municipal council (ayuntamiento) 
composed of a President, a mayor and such councilmen as determined by 
law. These officials shall be appointed by the Provisional President 
of the Republic. The subordinate officers and employees shall be 
designated by the respective municipal councils. 


Article 40, The municipal councils shall be autonomous in the 
exercise of their powers and duties, except for such restrictions and 
limitations as may be established by this Institutional Act and the laws, 
which shall determine their authorities, powers, and dutiese 


Article 41. The law shall determine the requirements to be met for 
holding the municipal offices. Naturalized citizens of legal age may 
hold these offices, subject to the conditions prescribed by law, provided 
they have resided in the jurisdiction concerned for more than two yearSe 


TITLE V 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE PROVINCES 


Article 42. Each province of the Republic shall have a civil 
governor, to be appointed by the Executive Powere 


To be a civil governor, a person must be Dominican, at least 
twenty-five years of age, and in full exercise of civil and political 
rights ° 
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Article 43. The organization and administration of the provinces, 
and the powers and duties of the civil governors, shall be determined 
by law. 


TITLE VI 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Article 44, No person may be required to do what the law does not 
order, nor may any person be prevented from doing what the law does not 
prohibit. 


Article 45. All laws, decrees, regulations, and acts contrary to 
this Institutional Act shall be completely null and void. 


Article 46. All usurped authority is without effect and its acts 
are null and void. Any decision made by requisition of the Armed Forces 
is null and void. 


Article 47, No law shall have retroactive effect, except for cases 
where it may be favorable to a person who is sub judice or serving a 
sentence. 


Article 48, The national flag is ultramarine blue and.vermillion 
red, in alternating quarters, placed in such a way that the blue is 
toward the upper part of the staff, separated by a white cross half the 
height of one quarter in width, and bearing in the center the coat of 
arms of the Republic. 


The merchant flag is the same as the national flag but without 
the coat of arms. 


Article 49, The coat of arms of the Republic shall have the same 
colors as the national flag, placed in the same manner; in the center 
it shall bear the Book of the Gospels, open, with a cross above it, 
both issuing from a trophy consisting of two lances and four national 
flags without coat of arms, arranged on either side; it shall bear a 
branch of laurel on the left side and a palm branch on the right side; 
it shall be crowned with an ultramarine blue ribbon bearing the legend 
"Dios, Patria, Libertad" {G04 Country, Liberty/, and at the base a 
vermillion red ribbon bearing the words "Repfiblica Dominicana" /Dominican 
Republic/. 


The national coat of arms shall be rectangular in shape, with the 
upper angles salient and the lower angles rounded, with the center of 
the base terminating in a point, and it shall be so placed that if a 
horizontal line is drawn uniting the two verticals of the rectangle from 
where the lower angles begin, a perfect square will result. 
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The law shall regulate the use and dimensions of the national flag 
and coat of arms. 


Article 50. The purpose of the Armed Forces shall be to defend 
the independence and integrity of the Republic. The National Police 
shall enforce public order and full compliance with the laws. Both 
of these armed bodies are essentially obedient and non-political, and 
shall at no time have the power to deliberate. The law shall determine 
conditions of membership in the Armed Forces and the National Police. 


Article 51. To be President or Vice President of the Republic, the 
following requirements must be met: to be at least 30 years of age, 
to be . Dominican by birth or origin and to be in full exercise of 
civil and political rights. 


Article 52. To be a candidate for regular or alternate membership 
in the Legislative Chambers, it is necessary to be Dominican, over 25 
years of age and a native of the political jurisdiction where the election 
takes place, or to have established residence there for five years. 


Article 53. Immediately after the voting of this Institutional Act 
by the National Congress elected in the voting of December 20, 1962, 
the Congress shall proceed to elect the provisional President and Vice 


President. 


Article 54. This Institutional Act may be amended only by the same 
means by which it has been voted. Furthermore, no amendment may be 
adopted affecting the form of government, which must ever be civilian, 
republican, democratic and representative. 


Article 55. No expenditure of public funds shall be valid unless 
authorized by law and ordered by the competent officials. 


Article 56. tach year in the month of June, a general statement of 
ccount of the revenues and expenditures of the Republic during the 
preceding year shall be published. 


Article 57. The national monetary unit shall be the gold peso. 
Only the notes issued by a single autonomous issuing agency, whose 
capital shall belong to the State, shall be legal tender and be legally 
circulated, provided that such notes are fully backed by gold reserves 
and other real and cash securities, in such proportions and subject to 
such terms as may be prescribed by law, under the unlimited guarantee 


of the State. 


Metallic coins shall be issued in the name of the State through 
the same issuing agency, and shall be placed in circulation only to re- 
place an equivalent amount in notes. The legal tender value of the me~ 
tallic coins in circulation and those that may be issued in the future 
shall be determined by law, The issuing agency shall be responsible 
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for regulation of the nation's monetary and banking system; its superior 
organ shall be a Monetary Board, the members of which shall be appointed 
and may be removed from office only according to law and who shall be 
responsible for faithful performance of their duties in conformity with 
the rules and regulations established in the said legislation. 


The issuance or circulation by the State or any other person or 
public or private agency of paper currency or of any other monetary 
medium not authorized by this Institutional Act is prohibited. 
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Article 56. Persons appointed to public office must take an oath 
to respect the Institutional Act and the laws and faithfully to perform their 
duties. This oath may be taken before any public employee or official. 


Article 59. No public post or office shall be incompatible with 
honorary or teaching positions. 


Article 60, The State shall not confer honorary titles or decora- 
tions on government officials, employees or citizens, national or for- 
eign, except in case of war or for reasons of reciprocity. 


Article 61. The Law on Public Expenditures shall be divided into 
chapters for the various departments of the Administration and funds may. 
not be transferred from one department or one budget item to another except 
by law. 


No law ordering or authorizing a payment of funds or imposing a 
financial obligation upon the State shall have force or validity unless 
it provides for special funds for its execution or provides that payment 
be made fromrevenues estimates for the year in question, and provided 
that at the time of publication of the law a sufficient proportion of 
such revemeés are available to meet the obligation. 
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Article 62, Upon the installation of the Congress elected by the 
elections provided for in this Institutional Act, the final paragraph 
of Article 165 as well as Articles 136, 149, 170, 151, 171 and 172 of 
the Constitution of 1963 shall be in force, pursuant to those provisions 
themselves.

PART Two 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES, ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL-ETHICAL RELATIONS, AND HUMAN RIGHTS 
TITLE I 


FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 


Article 636 The basic functions of the Public Powers shall be: 


ae To protect human dignity and promote and guarantee respect 
therefore. 


be To foster and guarantee the freedom and liberty of Dominicans 
and the effective participation of all Dominicans in the nation's 
political, economic, and social organization. 


Article 64. The existence of the Dominican nation is founded pri- 
marily on work, and therefore work is declared to be the fundamental basis 
of its social, political, and economic organization, and it is established 
as the inescapable obligation of all able Dominicans. 


Article 65. Private economic enterprise is declared to be free. 
However, it may not be practised to the detriment of the safety, liberty, 
or dignity of the human being. 


Article 66. All acts committed by those who, for their personal gain, 
misappropriate public funds or who use their positions in government 
agencies or departments or autonomous agencies to obtain unlawful economic 
benefits, are declared to be crimes against the people. 

Persons who, by virtue of those same positions, deliberately provide 


advantages to their associates, relatives, friends, and acquaintances shall 
be considered guilty of the same crime. 


TITLE II 
ECONOMIC AND ETHICAL-SOCIAL RELATIONS 
Section I 


Work 


Article 67. Freedom to work is hereby established. Anyone may engage 
in the activity he selects, provided it is legal. 


Article 68. The right of all persons to work and the obligation of 
the State to promote and guarantee the conditions essential to make the 
exercise of that right effective are recognized. 
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Article 69. It shall be the duty of all citizens to engage in an 
activity, according to their own choice and capabilities that will con- 
tribute to the material or spiritual progress of society. 


Article 70. It shall be the duty and obligation of the State to 
supervise and protect work in all its forms and applications. Accordingly: 


a. Equal work shall receive equal pay, without discrimination as to 
sex, age, marital status, race, creed, or political affiliation. 


b. Workers shall have the duty and the right to cooperate with 
management, in the manner and within the limits prescribed by 
law, for purposes of improving and increasing the economic and 
social results of production. 


c. Workers may share in profits of any kind received by companies, 
taking into account the legitimate interest of the owner and 
other factors of production, depending on the scope and terms 
of the laws enacted for that purpose. 


Article 71. Labor union organization is free, provided the internal 
organization of the labor unions is democratic. In contractual relations 
between management and workers of the same company, when labor unions of 
the same kind or pertaining to a single occupation are concerned, the State 
shall recognize only the union with which the majority of the workers are 
affiliated. 


The right of workers to strike and of employers to shut down is re- 
cognized except in the case of public services, provided they conform to 
the regulations established by law. 


Section II 


Property 
Article 72. The State recognizes and guarantees property rights. 


Article 73. Property must perform a social function. Therefore, as 
a general rule, it must serve the cause of the progress and welfare of the 
public, 


Article 74. The State and the municipalities may, in the public in- 
terest, expropriate property by applying the procedures fixed by law and 
by paying appropriate compensation. 


Article 75. Only Dominican natural persons may acquire ownership of 
land. 


Paragraph I. The acquisition by non-Dominican natural persons of 
land in the urban areas may be authorized by law. 
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Paragraph Il. Private juristic persons may acquire ownership of land 
solely for the: 


ae Expansion and development of towns. 
b. Establishment of industrial plants and commercial establishments. 


Further exemptions from this provision are the credit institutions 
established in the country, cooperatives, and any others fixed by law for 
sound reasons. 


Article 76. The right of exclusive ownership, for the time and in 
the manner described by law, of inventions and discoveries and of scientif- 
ic, artistic, and literary productions is also recognized. 


Section III 


Social Economy 


Article 77. It shall be the obligation of the State to adopt a ra- 
tional economic and social policy, which is both consistent and widely dis- 
seminated, and whose aims are the establishment of continuing high rates of 
national economic development and a fair distribution of the product of the 
economic effort among the various social sectors of the nation. 


To that end, it must establish adequate legislation, agencies, and 
plans and programs to stimulate and promote the integrated, coordinated 
utilization of the nation's human and material resources so as to obtain 
maximum social and economic results from their use, without prejudice to 
the freedoms andrights established in this Institutional Act. 


Article 2. Both the latifundium and the dwarf holding are declared 
to be uneconomic and antisocial. The law shal]. define both concepts and 
Shall determine the maximum amount of land a private individual may own in 
accordance with the factors determined by law. 


Article 79. The reorganization of our agriculture through an inte- 
grated agrarian reform program is declared to be an urgent social neces- 
sity. 


Article 80. Monopolies operated by individuals in production, dis- 
tribution, purchase, and sale of any product or goods in any sector of the 
economic activity shall be prohibited. 


The following are illegal: cartels, combinations, market distribu- 
tions, agreements, arrangements, speculations, maneuvers, and acts of any 
kind for the open or disguised intention of creating a total or partial 
monopoly, price fixing, obtaining abusive advantages, privileges, and 
benefits and, in general, limitation on free competition to the benefit 
of individuals and the detriment of the public interest and/or natural or 
juristic persons. 
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Article 81. The State shall promote the formation of cooperatives. 


Article 82, It shall be the duty of the State to try to obtain a 
reliable, profitable market for national products. 


Article 83. No exception shall be recognized, nor shall any exemp- 
tion, reduction, or limitation be accorded with respect to national or 
municipal taxes, assessments, or duties to individuals or groups except 
as provided by law. However, individuals or groups may, by concessions 
authorized by law or by contracts approved by the Provisional Government, 
acquire the right to enjoy, for the time stipulated in the concession or 
contract, and in compliance with the obligations imposed on them by either 
instrument, exemptions, reductions, or limitations with respect to national 
or municipal taxes, assessments, or duties on certain works or enterprises 
when, for purposes of development of the national economy or for any other 
purpose in the public interest, it is desirable to attract the investment 
of new capital to such works or enterprises. 


Article 84. If the value of the land increases without the effort 
of work or private capital but solely because of the action of the State, 
the owners of such property shall transfer to the State the proportional 
part thereof determined by law. 


Section IV 
Education and Culture 


Article 85. Freedom of education is guaranteed. The State shall be 
responsible for the organization, inspection, and supervision of the school 
system. Education shall be scientific in character and shall be directed 
toward an understanding and exaltation of national values. 


Article 86. The right of all Dominicans to an education is recognized, 
and the obligation of the State to adopt whatever measures are necessary 
to guarantee full exercise of that right is established. Primary and 
secondary education shall be provided to all inhabitants of the national 
territory free of charge. Primary education shall be compulsory for all 
Dominican residents of school age. 


Article 87. It is declared to be in the public interest to eliminate 
illiteracy completely. 


Article 88. Because of its social significance, teaching shall be 
established as a public function. Accordingly, the government shall assume 
responsibility for raising the economic, social, and cultural level of 
each teacher. 
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Article 89. The State shall promote the expansion and improvement of 
university, professional, vocational, and technical education for urban 
and rural workers. 

Article 90. The autonomy and jurisdiction of the Autonomous Univer- 
sity of Santo Domingo shall be recognized. 

Section V 


Health 


Article 91. The State must preserve and protect the health of the 
individual and of society. 


Article 92. It shall be the duty of the government to see that the 
population has nutritious, plentiful food, obtained at low cost. 


Article 93. The development of rural sanitation is declared to be a 
matter of high public interest. 


Section VI 


Shelter and Clothing 


Article 94. The State recognizes and guarantees the right to ade- 
quate shelter. Consequently: 


ae It shall provide the facilities to permit all Dominicans to have 
appropriate housing consistent with the needs and characteristics 
of civilized life. 


It shall see that each individual is able to dress in a manner 
befitting the dignity of the human being. 


Section VII 
Social Assistance and Welfare 


Article 95-6 All Dominicans are entitled to social assistance and 
welfare. Therefore, it shall be the duty of the State: 


ae To facilitate the means of subsistence and social assistance to 
all persons incapable of working and lacking the resources neces- 
sary for subsistence. 


To protect and see to the fullest possible development of children, 
guaranteeing them whatever contributes to their physical, moral, 
and intellectual training. 
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To help the aged, guaranteeing them whatever care and protection 
they may need. 


To protect mothers, guaranteeing them whatever pre- and postnatal 
care their condition requires. 


To take steps to eliminate unemployment situations and to provide 
assistance to the unemployed. 


Section VIII 


The Family 


Article 96. By appropriate legislation, the State shall regulate all 
matters pertaining to the physical and moral health of the family, pro- 
viding it with opportunities for developing its high social aims with 
just economic limitations. 


Article 97. Likewise, marriage is recognized as the fundamental in- 
stitution of the family; it shall be the duty of the husband to perform 

those functions relating to the common interest of the home and the children, 
without prejudice to any rights the law may accord to women. 


Article 98. The law shall specify those situations in which a de 
facto union between persons who are able to marry may, for reasons of 
equity and the public interest, produce purely economic effects similar 
to those of marriage. 


Article 99. The full legal capacity of married women is declared to 
be in the public interest. In addition to her accorded rights, a woman 
may, under the conditions and in the manner stipulated by law, oppose the 
transfer, sale, or mortgaging of the ordinary jointly owned property, ad- 
ministered by the husband. 


Article 100. Natural children shall have up to one year after reaching 
legal age, the right to bring action to be legally recognized by their 
father. 


Article 101. The right to bring a divorce action may not be surren- 
dered regardless of the legal nature of the marriage to be dissolved. 


Article 102. Official certificates containing statements concerning 
the nature and character of filiation may not be issued, save in the 
exceptions established by law. 
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TITLE III 


HUMAN RIGHTS 


Article 103. The inviolability of human life is proclaimed. 


Neither the death penalty nor any other that implies loss of the 
physical integrity of the individual may be established. However, the 
law may establish the death penalty for those who, in case of action of 
self-defense against a foreign state, are guilty of crimes against the 
defense of the nation, or of treason or espionage in favor of the enemy. 
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Article 104. Personal liberty is declared to be inviolable. Any 
form of personal detention, inspection, or search not deriving from the 
competent authority, acting only in the cases and manner prescribed by 
law, shall be considered arbitrary and unlawful. 


Article 105. Freedom of belief and of conscience and freedom of 
religious and ideological profession are inviolable. The profession of 
all religions and the exercise of all forms of worship shall be limited 
only by respect for moral law, the public order, or good custom. 
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Article 106. All inhabitants of Dominican territory may take action 
in the courts to safeguard and defend their own rights and their legiti- 
mate interests, 
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Justice shall be administered free of charge. 


Article 107. Corporal punishment shall not be established for debts 
that do not arise from infractions of the penal laws. 


Article 108, No person may be imprisoned or deprived of his liberty 
without a written order stating reasons for such action, issued by the 
competent judicial authority, save in the case of flagrante delicto. 


Article 109. Any person deprived of his liberty without cause or 
without legal formalities, or on grounds not provided for by law, shall 
be released immediately on his own demand or that of any other person. 
The law of habeas corpus shall determine the summary proceedings to be 
followed in such cases. 


Article 110. Any person deprived of his liberty shall be brought 
before the competent judicial authority within forty-eight hours after 
his arrest, or shall be released. 


Article 111. All arrests shall be void or shall become imprison- 
ment within forty-eight hours after the arrested person has been brought 
before the competent judicial authority, and the person concerned must 
be notified within the same period of the ruling handed down in the case, 
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Article 112. No person may be sentenced without a hearing or due 
summons or without observance of the procedures established by law to 
ensure impartial judgment and the exercise of the right of defense. 
Hearing shall be public, unless excepted by law in cases where publicity 
might be prejudicial to the public order or to good customs. 


Article 113. No one may be tried twice for the same offense, or 
required to testify against himself. 


Article 114. No Dominican may be expelled from the country. 


The deportation or expulsion from Dominican territory of any alien 
shall take place only by virtue of a sentence rendered by a competent 
court, after compliance with due legal formalities and procedures. 


Article 115. The right of all citizens is recognized to associate in 
political parties, which may be freely established, the only requirement 
being that they be organized for peaceful and democratic purposes. 


Article 116. All inhabitants of the national territory have the 
right to form associations and societies. 


Associations or societies which have the purpose of engaging in or 
which carry on actitivies contrary to the law6 or which threaten the 
public order, good customs or the institutional systems organized by this 
Institutional Act, and those organized on the basis of privilege and dis- 
“ crimination because of class, race, or social position, are prohibited. 


Article 117. The domicile is inviolable. No search or entry may be 
carried out except by order of the competent judicial authority. 


When a delay would imply certain or imminent danger, such search or 
entry may also be carried out by the agencies or officials established by 
law, and in such case there must be strict adherence to the provisions of 
the law. 


Any proceeding that affects or restricts the inviolability of domicile 
may be justified only by evidence of a collective danger or a risk to 
human life. The general rule is established that no one may enter the 
domicile of another at night without the consent of the person residing 
there, except when it is a matter of assisting victims of a crime or dis- 
aster. The domicile of another may be entered by day only in those cases 
and in the manner prescribed by law. 


The law may also provide that such procedure be followed for the 
purpose of preventing imminent danger to public safety and order, espe- 
cially in order to combat the threat of an epidemic or to protect minors 
who are in danger. 
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Article 118. All persons may, without any prior censorship, freely 
express their thoughts by the spoken word, in writing, or by any other 
graphic or oral means of expression, provided that the thoughts so ex- 
pressed are not contrary to morality, the public order, or good customs, 
in which cases the penalties provided by law shall be imposed. 


All anonymous propaganda, war propaganda, or any other aimed at 
inciting disobedience of the laws is prohibited, although this latter 
does not restrict the right to analyze or criticize legal precepts. 


Article 119. The press may not be subject to any kind of coercion 
or censorship. 


The only limitation on freedom of the press is that imposed by respect 
for private life, morality, the public peace, and good customs. 


Article 120. Correspondence and other private documents are declared 
to be inviolable; they may be seized and inspected only through legal 
proceedings in connection with matters being tried in court. The secrecy 
of communication by telegraph, telephone, and cable is likewise inviolable. 


Article 121. Freedom of transit is proclaimed. Consequently, all 
inhabitants of the Republic have the right to leave and enter its terri- 
tory, and to travel and to change their residence without authorization, 
safe-conduct, passport, or other requisites, provided they carry with 
them their indentification documents. 


The exercise of this right may be restricted by the competent judicial 
authorities in the case of persons involved in criminal, civil, and com- 
mercial proceedings or who have matters pending before the administrative 
authorities, Uxercise of this right may also be restricted by provisions 
of immigration laws in respect of public health or concerning undesirable 
aliens in the country. 


Article 122. The inhabitants of the Republic have the right to 
assemble peacefully for all lawful purposes of life, with no limitations 
except those necessary to ensure maintenance of public order. 


Article 123. All persons shall have access to the records of persons 
being detained and in prison. 


Article 124. Any act that affects the personal integrity, safety, 
or honor of adetained or convicted person shall be chargeable against 
such person's captors or guards, who may submit evidence to the contrary. 


Subordinates have the right to refuse to comply with the orders or 
decisions of their superiors when they are contrary to the guaranties 
provided for in this article. 
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Article 125. Persons detained or imprisoned for political reasons 
shall be confined in separate quarters from those used for common of- 
fenders and they shall not be required to do any work or to be subject 
to the rules and regulations governing common criminals. 


Article 126. The solitary confinement of any prisoner or person 
detained and all harassing publicity about any such person are prohibited 


Article 127. The use of violence, torture, or coercion of any kind 
on persons in order to compel them to make statenents is absolutely pro- 
hibited. Any statement obtained through a violation of this provision shall 
be null and void, and those responsible for it shall be subject to the 
pertinent penalties. 


Article 128, The State shall exercise vigilance to see that prisons 
are converted into modern penal establishments, working for the correction 
of the delinquent and the prevention of crime. 


The primary purpose of all penal institutions must be to develop in 
the convict anattitude for work, toward good habits, and good social 
customs. In no case shall prisons serve for the humiliation or brutal 
treatment of the offender, 


Article 129. Resistance is declared to be legitimate when its pur- 


pose is to defend the human rights proclaimed above, which do not exclude 
the other rights established by this Institutional Act, others of like 
nature, or those emanating from the sovereignity of the people and the 
democratic system. 


Article 130. The ordinary courts shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
to take cognizance of violations of the preceding articles, regardless of 
the place, circumstances, and persons concerned in the arrest or impri- 
sonment. The law shall determine the applicable penalties. 


Article 131. The right of citizens and juristic persons to direct 
petition to the public authorities requesting measures of public or 
private interests is recognized. 


The public authorities have the duty to answer such petitions through 
their officials or representatives within a reasonable time not to exceed 
50 days. 


Article 132. Prosecution of violations of this Title is declared to 
be a matter of public order. Such prosecution may be initiated officially 
or upon a simple complaint by any natural or juristic person. 
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PART THREE 
THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 
Section I 
The Blections 


Article 133. The Provisional President shall by law call general 
elections to be held within a period of no less than six months and no 
more than nine months following the date on which he takes office. The 
law will specify the day on which these general elections will be held, 
with the participation of all political parties registered with the 
Electoral Board, through direct and secret ballot, in the manner the 
law determines. 


These elections shall elect the President and the Vice President 
of the Republic, Senators and Deputies and their alternates for a term 
of four years, and Mayors, Councilmen, and alternates of the ayuntamientos 
(councils) for a two-year term. 


Paragraph: The Provisional President and Provisional Vice President 
and the members of the Cabinet shall not be candidates for elective of~ 
fice in these elections. 


Article L3+e The officers elected shall take office fifteen days 
after the date set for the elections, On that date the duties of the 
Provisional/ President and Vice President shall cease. 


Article 135. The Central Electoral Board and its subordinate boards 
shall direct the electoral process in accordance with the lawe The 
Central Electoral Board shall assume control of public forces at the 
polling places, 


Article 136. The exercise of the right to vote is a civic duty of 
every citizen, with the following exceptions: 


le Those who have lost their citizenship rights pursuant to this 
Institutional Act. 


2. Those belonging to the Armed Forces or to the National Police. 
The vote is personal, free, secret, and popular. 
Section II 


The Constitutional Assembly 


Article 137. The National Congress that is elected by the elections 
mentioned in the preceding Title, within three months after it is sworn in,

will proceed by the means that it determines to form a Constitutional 
Assembly to approve the Constitution that will definitively govern the 
country 


Article 138. Cnce the Constitution is promulgated, the legal power 
of this Institutional Act shall cease. 


PART FOUR 
SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


Article 139. The foreign troops of the membersof the Organization 
of American States that are now on Dominican territory and its territorial 
waters shall be withdrawn by means of an evacuation plan that will be made 
definitive in a period of no more than one month after the Provisional 
Government takes offices 


Article 140. The Provisional Government shall issue a general pardon 
from criminal responsibility for acts of the civil war, with the exception 
of those crimes against customary law, committed under the cover of the 
current political situation. This latter type of criminal responsibility 
shall be subject to public action, after acceptance of the complaint 
presented by the interested party. 


Article 141, The Provisional Government shall, as soon as possible, 
re-instate to their former posts all those members of the Public Adminis- 
tration and of autonomous State institutions who for political reasons 
have been separated from their respective posts. 


Article 142, In the event that the Provisional Government receives 
from the Organization of American States funds for the reparation of 
damages caused by the warlike actions that have taken place in the country, 
preferential attention shall be given to the damages that the civilian 
population has sustained from attacks and bombardments during the conflict. 


Likewise, special emphasis shall be given to aiding families that 
have been left homeless or that have had some of their members killed or 
partially or totally incapacitated for productive work as a consequence 
of their woundse 


Article 143.6 The rank of Colonel shall be the highest rank in the 
Armed Forces and the National Police. In the Marine forces the highest 
rank shall be that of Colonel, 


Article 144, Military persons who participated in the civil strife 
shall be re-instated to their units with the grades they hold as of the 
date this Institutional Act enters into force, with the exception of those 
responsible for common crimes. 
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All those soldiers who had been discharged from service by order of 
previous governments and that were re-instated to service by the Consti- 
tutional Government after April 24, 1965, shall be restored to the service 
of the Armed Forces and the Police with their present rank and with full 
rights. 


Articles 145. All members of the Armed Forces who were guilty of 
crimes under customary law will be discharged from the Armed Forces. 


Article 146, Persons not members of the Armed Forces or of the 
National Police who possess fire-arms without the necessary legal permits 
shall surrender such arms to the Provisional Government. 


Article 147, The Provisional Government shall proceed to establish 
pensions for the families of soldiers killed in the struggle and benefits 
for those who have been totally or partially disabled or incapacitated 
for work as a result of the strife. 


These pensions and benefits shall be established in conformity with 
the current laws pertaining to the Armed Forces. In addition, the Provi- 
sional Government shall issue a special law to establish pensions for the 
families of those civilians who were killed and benefits for those civilians 
who were incapacitatede 


Article 148, The Provisional Government shall make no transfers of 
any kind of State property. 


Article 149, The public shall be duly informed, in advance, of any 
representations and negotiations that the Provisional Government proposes 
to make that would commit the public credit of the nation. 


Article 150. The programs of the Government shall be carried out 
strictly subject to the economic productivity and/or social benefit they 
will yield, and all programs that would result in a false state of 
prosperity will be excluded. 


Article 151. The Provisional Government shall recognize such properly 
justified debts and financial commitments as have been incurred br the 
Constitutional Government since April 24, 1965, that are a result of the 
civil war and the special circumstances that have been faced during this 
period.

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PROPOSED INSTITUTIONAL ACT 
PRESENTED BY THE NATIONAL RECONSTRUCTION GOVERNMENT 


Since its founding, the Dominican Republic constitutionally has 
been a free and independent State whose government is essentially civil, 
republican, democratic, and representative, and whose political organ- 
ization should be based on the effective right to vote. 


The holding of free elections is thus the most effective way to 
consult the sovereign will of the people in the present crisis, in order 
to assure a return to a lawful system, based on the dominion of law and 
on respect for human rights and fundamental freedoms, 


Consequently, the purpose of this Institutional Act is to assure the 
provisional government, on behalf of the people, in whom the constitutional 
power is exclusively vested, of the means necessary to exercise full 
political and administrative authority throughout Dominican territory, so 
that, through the holding of free elections, a system of representative 
democracy may be restored. The Institutional Act also assures this govern- 
ment of the means necessary to guarantee respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms, as well as to undertake urgently needed programs 
for the recovery and economic and social development of the Dominican 
natione 


Article I, The Dominican Republic shall be governed temporarily by 
a Provisional Government, fundamentally democratic in nature and composition, 
until elections are held and a new government is chosen by the direct will 
of the people, 


Article II. The Provisional Government shall be composed of a 
President and a cabinet, which shall be composed as follows: Minister of 
Armed Forces and National Police, Minister of the Interior, Minister of 
the Office of the President, Minister of Foreign Affairs, Minister of 
Finance, Minister of Education, Fine Arts and Worship, Minister of Agri- 
culture, Minister of Health and Social Welfare, Minister of Labor, Minister 
of Public Works and Communications, Minister of Industry and Commerce, 
Minister of Hydraulic Resources, and Minister without Portfolio. 


Article III. The Provisional Government shall respect and enforce 
respect for human rights and fundamental freedoms, as set forth in the 
American Declaration of ‘the. Rights and Duties of Man, of the Organization 
of American States, and in the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, of 
the United Nations, and supplemented by compatible provisions of Title IT 
of the Constitution of September 17, 1962. 
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To this end, and since commnism and the other totalitarian ideologies 
menace human rights and fundamental freedoms, as has been recognized in 
various international agreements, and specifically, in Resolutions XXXII 
and XCIII of the Ninth International Conference of American States and 
of the Tenth Inter-American Conference, respectively, as well as in 
Resolution I of the Bighth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs, activities inspired in such ideologies shall not be permitted in 
the territory of the Republic. 


Article IV, The Provisional Government shall not permit the sovereignty 
of the Republic to be compromised in any way, and it shall in no way dispose 
of the possessions of the State. 


Article V, The Provisional Government shall initiate the programs 
urgently needed for the economic recovery and development of the country 
and improvement of the social conditions of the people. To this end, it 
may request the necessary technical and financial assistance from the 
organizations of the inter-American system and from other international 
organizations. 


Article VI. 


le Provisionally, the organization of the Republic shall be determined 
by the provisions of Part Two of the Constitution of 1963, which are based 


on the corresponding provisions in the Constitution of September 17, 1962; 
the provisions of the 1963 Constitution contained in the titles dealing 
with the legislative branch, congress, passage of laws, constitutional 
amendments, and transitory provisions shall not applye 


2e The Provisional Government shall have an executive branch, 
which shall be governed by the provisions of Title VI, Section I of Part 
Two of the aforementioned Constitution, except for those provisions that 
are not pertinent or that are incompatible with this Institutional Act. 


3e ### The Provisional Government shall exercise legislative functions 
through the promulgation of decree laws, whose approval shall require a 
majority vote of the members of the Government. 


4, In event of the resignation, death, or incapacity of the President 
or of a cabinet member, the vacancy shall be filled by the person designated 
by the Provisional Government by a two-third vote of its members. 


In the case of the President, his replacement shall be chosen from 
among the members of the cabinet by the same majority vote. 
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Article VII, The Provisional Government, between the fifth and 
seventh month following its installation, shall hold elections of deputies 
to a Constitutional Assembly, so such Assembly may meet and proceed to 
vote upon the definitive National Constitution, which will enter in force 
prior to the taking of office by the elected government.

Article X. The armed bodies of the Republic consist of the Armed 
Forces, including the National Army, the Navy, and the Dominican Air Force, 
and the National Police, responsible for maintaining public order. No 
other armed body may be established. 


Article XI, This Institutional Act validates the acts of the 
Government of National Reconstruction and those carried out in the 
Republic under its control and authority, which shall have full legal 
effect,

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SECOND GENERAL REPORT 


OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE OF THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION 
OF MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


I. INTRODUCTION 


ONO IS ME AE MEE Ohh MR tres aE a, 


After presenting its first General Report to the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs (Doc.O0EA/Ser.F/II.10-251), 
the Ad Hoc Committee returned to the Dominican Republic in order to 
continue the mission that was entrusted to it by the Meeting of Consultation 
in its resolution of June 2, 1965, to act on behalf of the Meeting for the 
following purposes, as stated therein: 


a. To continue the task begun by the Special Committee and now 
being carried out by the Secretary General of providing good 
offices to all the parties, for the purpose of achieving the 
establishment of a climate of peace and reconciliation that 
will permit the functioning of democratic institutions in the 
Dominican Republic and its economic and social recovery; 


To provide the Inter-American Force, through its Commander and 

on behalf of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation under whose 
authority it functions, the directives necessary for the effective 
accomplishment of that Force's sole purpose, as defined in 
paragraph 2 of the resolution adopted by this Meeting on May 6 
1965; and 
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To keep the Tenth Meeting of Consultation duly informed of 
its activities and the results thereof,

As was stated in the first report, the Ad Hoc Committee did not 
elect a Chairman, since its three members considered that all of them 
had the same duties and responsibilities. 


In carrying out this phase of its activities the Ad Hoc Committee 
remained in Santo Domingo from July 20 to September 10, 1965, the period 


covered by this Second General Report. 
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II. ACTIVITIES CARRIED OUT 
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Ae Activities that preceded the third phase 
of the negotiations 


In its first report, the Ad Hoc Committee indicated that, after the 
presentation of its proposal of June 18, 19%5, both parties had replied, 
offering their points of view and suggesting changes in it. Immediately 
afterward, the Ad Hoc Committee devoted itself to the task of studying 
those replies and for that purpose held interviews with representatives 
of important sectors of the active forces of the country, in order to 
learn their opinion regarding the basic points of the proposal presented 
and to unify views with respect to the most effective manner of reaching 
a prompt understanding between the parties. These activities constituted 
the second phase of the negotiations. 
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In that phase, which the Ad Hoc Committee also reported on in its 
first report, the conclusion was reached that it would be desirable to 
give priority, from among the various aspects of its formula, to the 
establishment of a Provisional Government, since it was considered that 
the solution of this important problem would facilitate the solution of 
all the others. 
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For this purpose, the Ad Hoc Committee held a series of interviews 
with representative Dominican citizens who would be able to direct the 
destinies of the Dominican Republic with the assent of both parties and 
with broad popular support, since it considered that only in this way 
could the country be led to the re-establishment of a climate of peace 
and conciliation and to normality, which had been so seriously affected 
by the events that occurred as a consequence of the movement that began 
on April 24, 1965. 
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The task of the Ad Hoc Committee was complicated by the fact that 
it was difficult to find candidates who would be acceptable to both 
factions, which for their own part submitted lists of names that 
invariably were not accepted by the opposing faction. 


After extensive consultations with the parties and with neutral sectors 
of the Dominican citizenry, it was concluded that the citizens most acceptable 
for occupying the posts of President and Vice President of the Republic, with 
sufficient merits to rescue the country from the crisis it was undergoing, 
would be, respectively, Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy and Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras, 
persons who were not connected with either of the parties to the conflict. 


On July 9, 1965, the "Constitutional Government" accepted the 
proposed candidacies, although it reserved its definitive acceptance 
until it could learn the position of Dr. Garcia Godoy with respect to 
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the proposals it presented in reply to the formla of the Ad Hoc Committee. 
For its part, the "Government of National Reconstruction," in accepting 
the names suggested by the Ad Hoc Committee, declared that various pend- 
ing problems should be clarified before the Provisional Government was 
installed. 


The discussion of the problems still pending that preoccupied the 
parties constituted the third phase of the negotiations, to which the 
Ad Hoc Committee devoted itself upon its return from Washington, 


B. Continuation of the third phase of the negotiations. 
Discussion ‘of the pending problems 


After various interviews were held with the parties, it was agreed 
that it would be desirable to prepare an agenda to specify the points 
that should be discussed. This agenda was presented to the parties and 
was approved in the following form:

I. Time of Meeting 


A summary of the discussions held with respect to the principal points 
on that agenda is offered below: 


le Holding of general elections 


With respect to the holding of general elections, the Ad Hoc Committee, 
after receiving the opinions of both parties and of outstanding Dominican 
citizens, felt that they should take place within nine months following 
the installation of the Provisional Government, and that a complete political 
truce should be observed up to three months before the elections, with the 
electoral campaign being limited to those three months. 


The "Institutional Act," which is to govern the political and admin~ 
istrative action of the Provisional Government, specifies the details of 
the electoral process to be held and provides that the Provisional 
Government shall request the cooperation of the Organization of American 
States in election preparations and the electoral process, and that the 
Inter-American Commission on Human Rights shall remain in the country 
from the time of the entry into force of the Institutional Act until the 
elected government takes office. 


Zo Provisional Government 


The formation and structure of the Provisional Government was the 
subject of numerous discussions with the representatives of the two 
contending parties and received preferential attention from the Ad Hoc 
Committee because, as was stated above, it was considered that the best 
way of approaching a prompt solution of the Dominican crisis was the 
establishment of a Provisional Government. 
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As has been said, the parties had accepted, with the reservations 
they indicated, the candidacy of Dr. H&ctor Garcia Godoy as President 
and of Mr. Eduardo Read Barreras, Ambassador of the Dominican Republic 
in Rome, as Vice President. However, Mr. Read Barreras, after having 
accepted his candidacy for Vice President, made a statement declining 
it. This fact made it necessary to conduct additional negotiation in 
search of another candidate who would be acceptable to both parties. 
In view of the difficulties encountered, and of the urgency of ending 
the negotiations, it was agreed with the two parties and with Dr. Garcia 
Godoy that the Vice President would be selected from among the members 
of the Provisional Government, after it was installed. 


Other matters relating to the organization, functioning, and powers 
of the Provisional Government were covered in a special chapter of the 
Institutional Act. 
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Both parties and the majority of the sectors consulted showed 
interest in having the Institutional Act clearly specify that the 
Provisional Government would not be of a collegiate type, and that the 
executive functions would be of the exclusive competence of the President 
of the Provisional Government, while the legislative functions would 
depend on approval of two thirds of the Cabinet. 


3. Inter-American Peace Force 


The question of the stay of the Inter-American Peace Force in Santo 
Domingo and its eventual withdrawal was the subject of numerous discussions 
and proposals between the Ad Hoc Committee and the two parties. The Ad 
Hoc Committee at all times maintained the view that the withdrawal of the 
Inter-American Peace Force was a matter of the exclusive competence of the 
Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 5 of the resolution of May 6, 1965, 
creating the Force. It was finally decided that after the Provisional 
Government was installed and recognized and acting as a sovereign government, 
it would undertake negotiations with the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs to establish the form and date of the with- 
drawal of the Inter-American Peace Force. 


4, Problems connected with the Dominican Armed Forces 


From the outset of the negotiations of the Ad Hoc Committee with 
the two contending parties, various problems arose in relation to military 
questions affecting the two parties. 


The "Government of National Reconstruction," on the one hand, requested 
the following: 1. that all military personnel abroad who had desserted the 
Dominican Armed Forces would remain outside of such Forces; 2. that all 
officers who had rebelled against the government on April 24, 1965, and 
were of proper age and condition to retire, should be retired with a 
pension; 3. that all "constitutionalist" officers who, in the opinion of 
their Chiefs of Staff, might constitute a threat or run into danger to 
their personal safety, would be designated to go abroad; and 4, that the 
decisions of the Retirement Board, in accordance with the Organic Law of 
the Armed Forces, would be maintained,:as well as the decisions of the 
competent Courts-martial. 


For its part, the "Constitutional Government" proposed the following: 
1, deportation of the highest military officers of the "Government of 
National Reconstruction"; 2. appointment of a "constitutionalist" wilitary 
person as Chief of staffofthe Army; 3. reincorporation of the 
"sonstitutionalist" military personnel into the Armed Forces, with the 
ranks obtained in the files of the "constitutionalists"; and 4. departure 
of the Inter-American Peace Force within a period of thirty days. 
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Following a series of discussions held with the parties in connection 
with the above points, it was asreed that these should be considered by 
the President of the Provisional Government, who would seek a suitable and 
satisfactory solution through an understanding betveen the interested 
parties, 


5. Aid from the Organization of American States 
to the Provisional Government 


As a result of discussions held with the two sides, it was decided 
that after the Provisional Government was installed and in accordance with 
procedures established in regulations governing such cases, the OAS would 
provide technical assistance in carrying out the electoral process, as 
it had done in 1962. For that purpose, a committee would be appointed 
that would cooperate closely with the Central Board of Elections of the 
Provisional Government until the elections were held. 


Likewise, the Inter-American Commission on Human Rights, at the 
request of the Provisional Government, would continue its activities in 
the Dominican Republic for the purpose of guaranteeing protection of such 
rights during the pre-election period, as well as the protection of 
political rights. 


The agreement reached on this point of the agenda was incorporated 
in the Institutional Act as Article 51. 


6. Institutional Act 


As stated in its first general report, the Ad Hoc Committee, with 
a view to facilitating the work of finding a solution to the Dominican 
crisis, initially prepared a draft Institutional Act that was submitted 
to the two sides for consideration. 


To study that document, the "Constitutional Government'' appointed 
ify. Salvador Jorge Blanco, Attorney General of the Republic, and the 
"Government of National Reconstruction" appointed Dr. Carlos Sanchez y 
Sanchez, a member of the Advisory Board of the Secretariat of State for 
Foreign Affairs. Doctor Francisco Garcia Amador, Director of the 
Department of Legal Affairs of the Pan American Union, also cooperated 
with the Ad Hoc Committee in the preparation and discussion of this 
document. 


Subsequently, and in connection with the draft of the Ad Hoc 
Committee, both parties presentd their counterproposals, which were 
studied by the Ad “loc Coumittee at numerous meetings held with the 
representatives of the two parties, The opinion and advice of distin- 
guished Dominican jurists, such as Dr. Julian Cuello, President of 
the Supreme Court of Justice, Dr. Froildn Tavares, and Dr. Julio F. Feynado, 
and other outstanding Dominican individuals, were also requested. 
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As a result of the work cone, the Ad "loc Committee was able to 
present a new text of the ‘Institutional Act'' to the parties, who made 
various comments and suggestions, many of which were incorporated in the 
final draft that the Ad Hoc Committee presented to them on August 9, as 
an appendix to the draft “Act of Dominican Reconciliation." 
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The Ad Hoc Committee suggested in its proposal of June 18 that not 
later than six months after the e.ected government takes office, a 
Constituent Assembly should be convoked to decide upon a Constitution 
that would govern the destinies of the country. 
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As a result of the discussions that were held with the parties, 
the formula proposed by the Ad Hoc Committee was modified with respect 
to the period that was set for convoking the Constitutent Assembly, 
which was reduced to four months. This point was incorporated in the 
Institutional Act as Article 53. 
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Cc. Final Proposal of the Ad Hoc Committee 


As stated in preceding paragraphs, following its return from 
Washington the Ad Hoc Committee concentrated its efforts on obtaining 
a rapid solution of the problems that were still impeding the prompt 
installation of the Provisional Goverment. 
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Bearing in mind this criterion and the need for ending a situation 
wiose prolongation meant the increasingly dangerous deterioration of the 
institutional and economic life of the Dominican Republic, the Ad Hoc 
Committee deemed it advisable to pyresent a proposed Act along with a 
statement that would serve to explain its purposes to the Dominican 
people. That document, entitled "Act of Dominican Reconciliation," 
was submitted to the parties on August 9, 1965. It provided that both 
parties would recognize the Provisional Goverment presided over by 
Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy as the sole and sovereign Government of the 
Dominican Repwvlic (Article 1), and that they would accept the Insti- 
tutional ict, whose text was annexed to the Act, as the constitutional 
instrument under which the Provisional Government would exercise its 
functions (Article 2). The Act also included other provisions relating 
to the proclamation of a general amnesty by the Provisional Government 
(Article 3); the incorporation of the "constitutionalist" zone into the 
security zone (Article 4); the maintenance of public order (Article 5); 
the procedure for the recovery of the arms in the possession of the 
civilian population (Articles 6 and 7); the reincorporation of "consti- 
tutionalist" military personnel into the Armed Forces (Article 8); other 
matters related to the disposition of military personnel that participated 
in the revolution since April 23 (Article 9); and, finally, the procedure 
to be followed for the withdrawal of the Inter-American Peace Force 
(Article 10). The commlete text of the Act appears as Appendix l. 
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The Institutional Act, presented as an appendix to the Act of 
Dominican Reconciliation, was the result of prolonged nezotiations 
between the Ad Hoc Committee an? the two parties anc of numerous con- 
sultations with distinguished Dominican jurists. That docuiient contains 
as large a number as possible of the provisions and ideas contributed 
by the two parties. The complcte text of the Institutional Act appears 
as Appendix 2. 


Finally, the Ad Hoc Committee, in its "Declaration to the Dominican 
People,'' described the proposals presented an“ appealed to the Dominican 
people "on behalf of the free community of American nations" and ina 
“spirit of conciliation and brotherhood" to support the proposal of the 
Ad Hoc Committee in favor of national reconciliation, thus permitting 
the establishment of the Provisional Government, which would begin the 
difficult task of restoring the economy and restoring democratic political 
institutions in the Dominican nation (see Appendix 3). 


The Ad Hoc Committee took a special interest in seeing that the 
Dominican people were fully informed about the proposed act of Reconcili- 
ation presented and the declaration issued. To that end a special number 
of the newspaper La Voz de 1a OEA was published, and the same day, 

Monday August 9, on which the proposal was presented to the two parties, 
OAS officials in cooperation with officials of the United States Infor- 
mation Agency visited the most important cities of the Dominican Republic, 
using helicopters, small aircraft, and automobiles, to distribute copies 
of the "Declaration to the Dominican People" and "Act of Dominican Recon- 
ciliation,'' to be given out in as thorough a manner as possible through 
representative persons in each locality. Altogether, 100,000 copies of 
the Declaration and 10,000 copies of the Act were distributed. 


On the same day the OAS radio station, in collaboration with its 
affiliated broadcasting stations, transmitted the texts of both documents 
every hour. 


As reported at the tine to the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, public reaction to the proposal of the 
Ad Hoc Committee was generally favorable, and the expressions of support 
from groups representing industry, trade, labor unions, and professional 
associations of the country have been made known to the Meeting of 
Consultation in due course (see Appendix 4+). 


De Replies of the parties to the proposal of the Ad Hoc Committee 


1. From the "Government of National Reconstruction" 


On August 10, 1965, the Ad Hoc Committee held an interview with the 
members of the "Government of National Reconstruction," which was also 
attended by the Secretary of State for the Armed Forces, Commodore 
Francisco J. Rivera Caminero, and the Chiefs of Staff thereof, Colonels 
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Juan de los Santos Céspedes and Jacinto Martinez Arana and Commodore 
Ram6n Emilio Jiménez. General Imbert announced at this interview that, 
after serious consideration and as an act of generosity and sacrifice 
in behalf of the interests of a majority of the Dominican people and 
for the sake of peace and reconciliation, the "Government of National 
Reconstruction" had decided to accept the "Act of Dominican Reconcili- 
ation" as presented by the Ad Hoc Committee. He added that he hoped 
it would not undergo any change. In addition, the "Government of 
National Reconstruction" requested clarification of certain points 
referring to personnel of the Armed Forces. 


2. From the "Constitutional Government"! 


On August 11, 1965, the Ad Hoc Committee was received by the 
"Constitutional Government! and informed that it had objections to 
Articles 4, 5, 8, and 10 of the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation." 


E. Presentation of the new text of the 
“Act of Dominican Reconciliation" 


The objections presented by the "Constitutional Government" were 
fully discussed. That "governnent'' presented several counterproposals 
in relation to the aforementioned articles, which were not accepted by 
the Ad Hoc Committee. The Ad Hoc Committee, however, after learning the 
opinion of the Unified Command of the Inter-American Peace Force on the 
subject, decided to present a new draft of Articles 4, 5, 8, and 10 of 
the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation," the text of which is the following: 


"h, Immediately after the Provisional Government is installed, 
the contending forces will begin the process of withdrawing their 
defenses in the zones at present under their control. 


The Inter-American Peace Force will return to its camps, 
leaving, along the present lines, only the barbed wire and reduced 
guard posts. 


The demilitarization and disarmament of civilians will be 
started immediately in the "Constitutionalist'' zone. 


The present check points will be operated by elements of the 
Inter-American Peace Force during the phase of disarmanent. 


The guard posts and check points of the Inter-American Peace 
Force will be withdrawn as soon as the demilitarization of the 
zone and the disarmament of civilians have been verified by the 
Provisional Government. 
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The Provisional Government will take the measures that are 
necessary in orcer to verify compliance with the provisions of 
this article. 
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The Provisional Presivent will designate the places to which 
the Inter-American Peace Force will be transferred until the date 
of its departure from the country is determined.!! 


"5. The maintenance of public order throughout the national 
territory will be the responsibility of the Provisional Government, 
and for the discharge of that responsibility it may take all of the 
measures it may deem necessary.'"! 


"8, As soon as the Provisional Government has been installed, 
the Armed Forces will return to their barracks and place themselves 
under the orders of their Commander in Chief, the Provisional 
President.!' 


"10. The Provisional Government will initiate negotiations with 
the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Kinisters of Foreign Affairs with 
regard to the form and date of withdrawal of the Inter-American Peace 
Force,.!! 


The new text of Article 4 was considered to be an improvement over 
the previous one, and made unnecessary an additional protocol or memo- 
randum to establish procedures for implementing it. 
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Article 5 was expanded in its scope, because instead of referring 
exclusively to the "Security Zone," as in the original, the powers of 
the Provisional President to maintain public order were broadened to 
include the entire national territory. Also, mention of the Inter- 
American Peace Force has been elininated. 


In accordance with the agreement made with the parties that all 
questions related to the future situation of the Constitutionalist 
military officers would be left for consideration by the Provisional 
Presidenty Article 8 was shortened to include only the first paragraph 
of the original text. 


With reference to Article 10, the word "functions" was eliminated 
from the original text, and the Ad Hoc Committee, in accordance with the 
request made by the "Constitutional Government,'' addressed the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs on August 20, 
recommending that after the Provisional Government was installed, a 
resolution be adopted to provide that the form anc date for withdrawal 
of the Inter-American Peace Force be determined jointly by the Frovision- 
al Government and the aforementioned Meeting of Consultation (see 
Appendix 5). 
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Finally, since the Constitutional Governuent" states that it did 
not wish to sign the 4ct jointly with the "Government of National 
Reconstruction," it was agreed to prepare two identical copies of the 
"Act of Dominican Reconciliation,’' so that each party might sign a 
separate document. 


On August 23, 1965, the Ad Hoc Committee presented the new text 
of the Act to the two parties. 


1. Acceptance by the "Constitutional Government"! 


On the day that the text of the new Act was presented to the 
"Constitutional Government,'' the representatives of that party accepted 
the Act in its entirety, although they requested that the title of it be 
changed to "Act of National Reunification.'' They also made the following 
reservation: 


Reservation of the Constitutional Government 


"In signing this Act, the Constitutional Government makes 
formal reservation that, contrary to what is stated in paragraph 5 
of the operative part of the resolution of the Tenth Meeting of 
Consultation of Hinisters of Foreign Affairs establishing the 
Inter-American Peace Force, it understands that it is an exclusive 
and sovereign power of the Provisional Government to determine the 
date of the withdrawal of that force from Dominican territory. 
This reservation shall persist until such time as the Tenth Meeting 
of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs modifies the 
afore.ientioned resolution, which should have been done prior to 
installation of the Provisional Government." 


2. Reply of the Government of National Reconstruction" 


At the meeting at which the "Government of National Reconstruction! 
received the text of the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation" with the 
changes introduced by the Ad Hoc Committee, General Imbert reported 
that his government would study the text of this document and make 
its reply in due course. At that time, the Ad Hoc Coumittee explained 
that the changes made in the original text of some articles were more 
atiatter of form than of essence and in no way altered the substance 
of the Act, and that all the objectives that had been sought through 
this document had been maintained. 


3. Communications from the secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
of the "Government of National Reconstruction" to the 


Meeting of Consultation 


4s it duly informed the Meeting of Consultation, the Ad Hoc Committee 
continued to negotiate with the ''Government of National Reconstruction," 
in an effort to gain its acceptance of the Act in the new form in which 
it had been presented. 
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Durinz these negotiations tne Ad Hoc Comilttee was informed by tne 
Ueetins of Consultation of the content of two cables addressed to it by the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affcire of the "Covernuent of National Recon- 
struction,” which conteined opinions and coimsencs on the documents tnat the 
Ad Hoc Coumittee haa presented to it for considerstion (Appendices 6 and 7). 
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In reply to these cables, the Ad Hoc Committee sent a message to 
the Meeting of Consultation on August 29, explaining the manner in which 
it was conducting negotiations with the parties, an” especially, the 
reason for the changes made in the formula presented on August 9, 1965, 
and to which the "Governuent of National Reconstruction" objected. The 
Ad Hoc Committee also clarifie7 certain unfounded assertions made by 
the aforementioned government regarding the Institutional Act, which 
have already been discussed fully in the corresyonding chapter. The 
text of the aforewentione* cable appears as Appendix 8. 


4. Resignation of the ''Government of National Reconstruction! 


On August 30, 1965, the President of the "Government of National 
Reconstruction," on behalf of that government, publicly read a statement 
over Radio Santo Domingo Television, reporting that he would not sign 
the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation," because his government had taken 
no part in making the changes that had been introduced thereto or in 
drafting the original text, he said, however, that his government was 
not opposed to the Provisional Government and added that he would 
remain in charge of his duties until installation of the Provisional 
Government and that he ves resigning "swith the aim that the Dominican 
Republic might begin, in relative peace, the greit reconstruction period that 
it deserves." The complete text of the address appears as Appendix 9. 


In earlier paragraphs, the Ad Hoc Committee has already clearly 
explained the way in which the changes were made in the "Act of 
Dominican Reconciliation." 
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5. Signing of the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation"! 


On August 31, in a brief ceremony conducted in its offices in the 
Constitutionalist zone, the "Constitutional Goverment" signed the 
"Act of Dominican Reconciliation," in which the following three changes 
had been made: 1. Elimination of the second paragraph of the preamble; 
2. Addition to Article 8 of the following paragraph: "Those members 
of the Armed Forces who have participated in the present conflict will 
be reincorporated into the Armed Forces without discrimination or 
reprisal; and 3. Insertion in Article 10 of the word "immediately" 
before the word "initiate,'' and the addition of the phrase "from the 
national territory" at the end of the article. The complete text of 
this docuuent appears as Appendix 10. 
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That same night, in view of the resignation of members of the 
"Government of National Reconstruction, " the Secretary of State for 
the Armed Forces and the Chiefs of the four services decided to sign 
a statement that appears at the foot of the "Act of Dominican Recon~ 
ciliation," just as it should have been signed by the "Government of 
National Reconstruction." In it they guaranteed their full acceptance 
and support, of both that Act and the Institutional Act, and their 
support of Dr. Héctor Garcfa Godoy as President of the Provisional 
Government. The text of this document appears as Appendix 10. 


6. Resignation of the “Constitutional Government" 


On the morning of Friday, September 3, hours before the installa- 
tion of the Provisional Government, Colonel Francisco Caamafio Defid 
resigned from the Presidency of the "Constitutional Government" in a 
public ceremony held before the Legislative Houses that had been 
elected in 1962. 


7. Installation of the Provisional Government 


On September 3, in a simple, brief ceremony held in the National 
Palace, Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy was installed as President of the 
Provisional Government. On that occasion he delivered an address, 
the text of which appears as Appendix 11. 
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The Ad Hoc Committee was not present at this ceremony because it 
was essentially a Dominican act. That same night, however, the Committee 
visited Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy at his home and extended to him its 
warmest wishes for the success of his mission. 


At the same time, the Ad Hoc Committee made public a statement in 
which it reiterated its conviction that the new government would guide 
the country "along the path to recovery, and will establish in it the 
institutions of representative democracy," offering its full cooperation 
in this task. The complete text of this statement appears as Appendix 12. 
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8. Recognition of the Provisional Government 


At noon on the following day, members of the Ad Hoc Committee 
accompanied the diplomatic representatives of their respective countries 
to the National Palace, where they extended diplomatic recognition to 
the new government. At that time the Ambassador of Israel, on behalf 
of his country, also recognized the Provisional Government. 
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As of the cate of this report, 32 countries ou ve ivicls und or opened 
diplomatic relations with the Provisional Government. They are:

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F. Compliance with the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation" 


The Ad Hoc Committee reriained in Santo Domingo until September 10, 
to verify the manner in which the provisions of the "Act of Dominican 
Reconciliation" were being cornplied with, and to lend the Provisional 
Government all necessary assistance during the initial stage of its 
activities. 
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Since Saturday, September 4, the provisions of Article 4& of the 
"Act of Dominican Reconciliation" have started to be complied with in 
the "Constitutionalist"' zone, insofar as concerns the turning over of 
weapons by the civilian nopulation, as well as the dismantling of their 
defenses. At the sane time, the Inter-Aiserican Peace Force began to 
remove its barsed wire and sandbags and to reduce the number of troops 
at its sentry posts; all of this was verified by the id lioc Committee 
through an inspection of the areas concerned. 
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Immediately upon his installation as irovisional Fresident of the 
Dominican Republic, Dr. éctor Garcia Godoy initiated « series of meas~ 
ures desivned to restore the normal function of the government and to 
establish the essential climate of peace and tranauillity. 


In accordance with the Act of Reconciliation, tne Frovisional 
Government issued a declaration of ceneral political amnesty. 


Since the radio station in the former ‘'Constitutionalist"' zone 
and particularly Radio Gan Isidro under the ec ntrol of the ..rmed Force 
Training Center (CIM\) were continuing, t» make inaccurate and tenden- 
tious broadcasts tending, to disturb public order, the Frovisional Gov- 
ernment issued a decree on Septermser 6, 1965, temporarily probkibiting 
all radio and TV broadcasts except those of Radio Santo Domingo, which 
is the official radio, and La Voz de la OKA. 
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Among the measures taken by the Provisional Government relating to 
the organization of the Executive Branch was a decree issued September 5, 
1965, by which the previously autonomous Armed Forces Training Center 
(CEFA) under the command of General Elias Wessin y Wessin was reintegrated 
into the regular Dominican army. This is in compliance with Article 54 
of the Institutional Act. The Provisional Government also decided that 
General Wessin y Wessin should be retired from active military service 
and be given a post abroad in the diplomatic service. 


In view of the fact that General Wessin y Wessin was initially reluc- 
tant to accept such a transfer, the Provisional President requested in the 
interest of the country, the discipline of the armed forces, and in order 
to achieve the necessary climate of peace and tranquillity, the Committee's 
assistance in the crisis brought about by the refusal of General Wessin y 
Wessin to obey the orders of the Provisional Government. 


The Committee unanimously considered that an affirmative response to 
this request was within its mandate and therefore transmitted to the 
Commander in Chief of the Inter~American Feace Force appropriate instruc- 
tions so that, in cooperation with the authorities of the Provisional 
Government, compliance by General Wessin y Vessin of the orders of the 
Provisional President would be obtained. 


Pursuant thereto, General Alvim and the Deputy Commander of the IAPF, 
General Bruce Palmer, accompanied by the Secretary of State of the Dominican 


Armed Forces and the Service Chiefs, met with General Wessin y Wessin in 
the afternoon of September 9. After that meeting, General Wessin y Wessin 
agreed to accept the post of Consul General of the Dominican Republic in 
Miami, Florida, United States of America, and left the country that same 
evening for Panama en route to his new post. 
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III. OTHER ACTIVITIES OF THE COlmITTES 


The Ad Hoc Committee, as has been summarized in the preceding 
chapter, devoted the greatest part of its activities to negotiations 
directed toward finding a solution to the Dominican problem. Never- 
theless, in fulfilling the mission entrusted to it, the Cowmittee 
had to discharge adlitional functions; these arose precisely from the 
objectives that had been stated in the resolution approved by the 
Meeting of Consultation on June 2, 1965. 


1. Inter-American Peace Force 


In order to fulfill the task of providing directives, in the name 
of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation, to the Inter-American Peace Force 
for the effective accomplishment of its purpose, the Ad Hoc Committee 
maintained constant contact with the Unified Command of that Force, and 
exchanged correspondence on a number of points that had to be clarified. 
In addition, the work of the Peace Force in order to see to effective 
compliance with the cease-fire called for in the "Act of Santo Domingo"! 
was the object of daily reports on the latest occurrences in the sectors 
controlled by the contending factions; these were transmitted immediately 
to the Meeting of Consultation. The Ad Hoc Committee also coordinated many 
activities requiring agreement by the contending parties, such as permit- 
ting the entry and unloading of ships carrying food for the Dominican 
population, as well as fuel for the electric power plant serving Santo 
Domingo and its environs. 


2. Incidents occurring on August 29 and 30, 1965 


At 9:40 p.m. on August 29, two explosions were heard in the 
"Constitutionalist" zone; shortly thereafter, a third explosion occurred 
on streets located between that zone and the area containing Brazilian 
troops of the Inter-American Peace Force. These explosions provoked a 
series of firings that extended all along the line of the Latin American 
Brigade which lasted until 11:55 p.m. Subsequently, there occurred 
another series of violent explosions between the positions of the 
"Friendship" battalion of the IAPF and its genorel headquarters. 


The Inter-American Peace Force, using radar to detect mortar 
firings, was cable to verify that all these explosions were caused by 
mortar shells fired from positions located in the area under the control 
of the military forces of the "Government of National Reconstruction." 
At dawn of the next morning, a team of investigators from the Inter- 
American Peace Force attempted to enter that zone to determine the exact 
origin of the mortar firings, but the aforementioned "Government" did not 
permit it to enter.

From the first moment the firings were heard, the Ad Hoc Committee 
remained in constant contact with the Unified Command; afterwards, during 
the dawn hours, the Committee repaired to the IAPr General Heudquarters, 
where it remained until it could see that the situation was normalized 
through contacts with the military leaders of the two factions. The 
text of the report submitted by the Unified Command concerning the inci- 
dents was promptly transmitted to the Meeting of Consultation, and 
appears as Appendix 13. 


3- Administrative relations with the two "governments" 

The Ad Hoc Committee maintained an intensive exchange of correspond- 
ence with the "Governments!" of the two parties, answering and clarifying 
questions submitted in regard to the activities of the Inter-American 
Peace Force, as well as others arising from the conflict itself. 


Noteworthy in this connection is the cooperation offered for the 
repair and restoration of the "Alcdézar de Colén," a historical monument 
that suffered some damage from the fighting that took place on June 15 
and 16, 1965. Having verified this damage, as well as some deterioration 
found in the roof of the building, the Ad Hoc Committee offered to repair 
it by utilizing elements of the Inter-American Peace Force and the as- 
Sistance of a specialist in the restoration of historical monuments. 

This work would be carried out after the installation of the Provisional 
Govermient. Once this offer had been accepted by the "Government of 
National Reconstruction,'' the building roof was repaired, and the task 
of restoring the building is expected to begin shortly. 


4, Cooperation with the Inter-American Commission on Human Rights 


The Ad Hoc Committee likewise cooperated, when requested, with the 
Inter-American Commission on Human Rights in the humanitarian mission 
it has been carrying out in the Dominican Republic. The Committee has kept 
the Neeting of Consultation informed on this work through the reports 
sent by the Secretariat; according to information received, the Commis- 
sion expects to submit a general report on its activities within a 
snort time. 


5. Statistical suimary of activities carried out 


The Ad Hoc Committee held the following meetings during the 
period from July 20 to August 31: 


ae Thirty-one meetings with the "Constitutional Government," 
including interviews with members of the Negotiating Committee 
appointed by the Government; 
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Thirty-three meetings with the "Governient of National Re- 
construction," including those held with the participation of 
the Chiefs of the Armed Forces; 


Fourteen meetings with groups representing professional and labor 
organizations, businessmen's associations, and other important 
entities of the country; 


Seven interviews with persons prominent in civic and political 
organizations. In addition, each member of the Ad Hoc Comittee 
held many separate interviews with various representatives of 
the conflicting parties. 


The Committee also held fifty-one confidential interviews with 
Dr. Héctor Garcia Godoy relating to the matters that the Provisional 
Governuent would have to resolve, and to the negotiations that were carried 
on with both parties. 


Furthermore, the Ad Hoc Comittee held nine formal meetings with 
General Hugo Panasco Alvim and the Staff of the Unified Command of the 
Inter-American Peace Force, in order to receive reports on military 
matters, violations of the cease-fire, and other problems of a military 
nature. In addition to these formal meetings, there were daily con- 
sultations between members of the Ad Hoc Committee and the Staff of 
the Unified Command of the IAPF, and an appreciable exchange of 
communications. 


The Ad Hoc Committee also maintained contact with the Representative 
of the United Nations, Ambassador José A. Mayobre, and with other members 
of his delegation. 
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On four occasions, the Ad Hoc Committee met with the Diplomatic 
Corps accredited to Santo Domingo, to keep its members properly informed 
on the course of its nesotiations. 
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The Ad Hoc Conmittee held three press conferences. 


During the period covered by tnis report, the Ad Hoc Committee 
received more than 320 notes and sent more than 200, including notes to 
the conflicting parties, to the Inter-American Peace Force, and to private 
groups or individuals. 
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IV. CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
A. Conclusions 


With the installation of the Provisional Government and the initi- 
ation of the measures called for in the "Act of Dominican Reconciliation," 
the Ad Hoc Committee believes that it has fulfilled one of the fundamental 
tasks entrusted to it by the Tenth hieeting of Consultation of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs, namely, "achieving the establishment of a climate of 
peace and reconciliation that will permit the functioning of democratic 
institutions in the Dominican Republic. .. ."! 


The Ad Hoc Committee is of the opinion that under the new government, 
the Dominican people will be able to return to the peace and tranquility 
needed to seek its economic and social recovery. As will be appreciated, 
however, the Dominican Republic has enormous problems to overcome to achieve 
those objectives, and the Ad Hoc Committee considers that in beginning its 
task the Provisional Government will need all the technical assistance that 
the Organization of American States and its members can provide. The Ad 
Hoc Conmittee is sure that the nember states recognize this need and that 
they are ready to hel» the Dominican people in a spirit of continental 
solidarity that is compatible with the sovereign character of the Dominican 
government and inspired by the high principles established by the Charter 
of the OAS. 


Therefore, it must be anticipated that in the months ahead, during 
which the Provisional Government of the Dominican Republic is in power, 
the Organization of American States should provide for the continuation 
or establishment of the following activities: 


a. Maintenance <f elenents of the Inter-American Peace Force in 
the Dominican Republic until the Tenth Meeting of Consultation, 
in agreement with the rresi’ent of the Provisional Government, 
decides upon its withdrawal; 


The continuing presence of the Inter-American Commission on 
Human Rights, at the request of the Provisional Government. 


Designation of an OAS Electoral Committee to advise the 
Provisional Government in the organization and holding of 
elections, as provided for in Article 51 of the Institutional 
Act; and 


Establishment of a program of technical and economic assistance 
to the Dominican Republic. 
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B. Recommendations 


In view of the foregoing, the Ad Hoc Committee submits to the Tenth 
Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, for consideration, 
the following recommendations: 


1, That the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs continue its work until the installation of the Constitutional 
Government that is chosen in the elections to be held in accordance with 
the Institutional Act. 


2. That the Ad Hoc Committee of the Tenth Meeting of Consultation 
continue to function in order that it may give advice and guidance to 
the Inter-American Peace Force until its withdrawal from the Dominican 
Republic, as well as to continue reporting to the Tenth Meeting of Con- 
sultation on the situation in that country. 


3. That in view of the difficult economic situation ofthe Dominican 
Republic as a result of the events that have tal.en place since April 24, 
1965, the Tenth Meeting of Consultation recommend to the member states 
that they offer, through the OAS, technical and economic assistance to 
that country and that it request the assistance of the Inter-American 
Committee on the Alliance for Progress in the preparation and implement- 
ation of an economic recovery and development plan for the country. 


4, That the Tenth Meeting of Consultation designate an outstanding 
personality of one of the member states as Special Representative of the 
OAS in the Dominican Republic, who would be appoiated by the Secretary 
General of the Organization, in accordance with the Charter of the OAS, 
to supervise and roordinate all the techrical and economic assistance 
activities that the OAS may scarry out in the Dominican Republic during 
the term of the Provisional Government. 
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5. That the General Secretariat make a study of the claims 
Dominican citizeres preset toa che CAS Ofsise is Ganto DOcmings for 
damages and ingjicies cuflered as a result of the arnaed action that 
began on April <4, 19€5, to determine which of them could be compen- 
sated for by the OAS.

6. That, as was requested by the Ad ioc Coimitece en Jiguct O0 2005, 
the Tenth Meeting of Consultation adopt a resolution amending paragraph 5 
of the resolution of May 6, 1965, to read that "the manner and date of 
withdrawal of the Inter-American Peace Force shall be determined jointly 
by the Provisional Government and the Tenth Meeting of Consultation of 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, upon the initiative of the President of 
the Provisional Government, when he deems it advisable."

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LATEST INFORMATION FURNISHED BY THE AD HCC COMNITTEE 
AT THE NINETEENTH PLENARY SESSION, HELD ON SEPTEMBER 14, 1965 


As of yesterday, approximately 1,500 "constitutionalist" militiamen 
had returned to their homes in different parts of the country, without 
their weapons. President Garcia Godoy reported that he had received 
cooperation from Colonel Caamafio and the Chief of the National Police, 
General Despradel, in arranging transportation for these militiamen and 
in obtaining the respective permits for them to pass through the control 
posts. The Provisional President also reported that he had received 
cooperation from the armed forces and from the police in providing 
facilities for the militiamen to travel to their respective homes. 


Dr. Garcia Godoy has further reported that the departure of the 
militiamen has decreased the number of conbatants in "Ciudad Nueva" and 
that tension has been reduced. The Provisional President has information 
that other commands are being broken up, although the members of the MPD 
still express belligerence. 


Colonel Caamafio has reported that he expects to deliver a supply 
of arms today. The Provisional Government proposes to collect these 
arms aS soon as possible, so that the "constitutionalist" zone may be 
reincorporated promptly into the rest of the city.

ARTICLE 13. THE PROVISIONAL GOVERMAiiNT HEREBY PLEDGES TO RUSPECT 
AND ENFORCE RESPECT FCR THE HUMAN RIGHTS AND PUBLIC LIBERTI“S SET FORTH 
IN THE AMERICAN DECLARATION OF THE RIGHTS AND DUTIZS OF MAN OF THE 
ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES AND TH2 UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS OF THX UNITED NATIONS. 


THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT ALSO PLEDGES TO RESPECT AND ENFORCE 
RGSPICT FOR THE SCONOmIC AND SOCIAL ACHIEVEMENTS AND TE PRINCIPLES, 
METHODS, AND OBJSCTIVES OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL POLICY CONTAIID IN THE 
DECLARATIGN AND CHARTER OF PUNTA DEL ESTE. 
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ARTICLE 14. TO ENSURE STRICT COMPLIANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS CF THE 
PRECEDING ARTICLE, THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT UNDERTAKES TO RES!ECT AND 
ENFORCE RESPECT FOR THE HUMAN RIGHTS AND FUNDAMENTAL LIBERTIES SET FORTH 
IN THE FOLLOWING ARTICLES, 


ARTICLE 15. THE INVIOLABILITY OF HUMAN LIFE IS PROCLAIHED. NEITHER 
THE DEATH PENALTY NOR ANY OTHER THAT IMPLIES LOSS OF THE PHYSICAL INTHGRITY 
OF THE INDIVIDUAL IiAY BE ESTABLISHED. HOWEVER, THE LAW MAY ESTABLISH THE 
DEATH PENALTY FOR THOSE WHO, IN CASE OF ACTION OF SELF-DEFENSE AGAINST A 
FOREIGN STATE, ARE GUILTY OF CRIMES AGAINST THE DEFENSE OF THE NATION, OR 
OF TREASON OR ESPIONAGE IN FAVCR OF THE ENEMY. 
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ARTICLE 16. PERSONAL LIBERTY IS DECLARED TO BE INVIOLABLE. ANY FORM 
OF PERSONAL DETENTION, INSPECTION, OR SEARCH NOT DERIVING FROM THE COMPETENT 
AUTHORITY, ACTING ONLY IN THE CASES AND MANNER PRESCRIBED BY LAW, SHALL BE 
CONSIDERED ARBITRARY «AND UNLAWFUL. 
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ARTICLE 17. FREEDOM OF BELIEF AND OF CONSCIENCE sND FREEDOM OF 
RELIGIOUS AND IDEOLOGICAL PROFESSION ARE INVIOLABLE. THE PROFESSION OF 
ALL RELIGIONS AND THE EXERCISE OF ALL FORMS OF WORSHIP SHALL BE LINTTED 
ONLY BY RESPECT FOR MORAL LAW, THE PUBLIC ORDER, OR GOOD CUSTOM. 


ARTICLE 18. ALL INHABITANTS OF DOMINICAN TERRITORY MAY TAKE ACTION 
IN THE COURTS TC SAFEGUARD AND DEFEND THEIR OWN RIGHTS AND THETR LEGITIMATE 
INTERESTS. JUSTICE SHALL BE ADMINISTERED FREE OF CHARGE. 


ARTICLE 19. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT SHALL NOT BE ESTABLISHED FOR DEBTS 
THAT DO NOT ARISE FROM INFRACTIONS OF THE FENAL LAWS. 


ARTICLE 20. NO PERSON MAY BE IMPRISONED OR DEPRIVED OF HIS LIBERTY 
WITHOUT A WRITTEN ORDER STATING REASONS FOR SUCH ACTION, ISSUED BY THE 
COMPETENT JUDICIAL AUTICRITY, SAVE IN THE CASE CF FLAGRANTE DELICTO. 
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ARTICLE 21. ANY PERSON DEPRIVED OF HIS LIBERTY WITUOUT CAUSE OR | 
WITHOUT LEGAL FORMALITIES, OR ON GROUNDS NOT PROVIDED FOR BY LAW, SHALL

DELAY WOULD IMPLY CERTAIN OR IMMINENT DANGER, SUCH SEARCH OR ENTRY MAY 
ALSO BE CARRIED OUT BY THE AGUNCI:S OR OFFICIALS ESTABLISHED BY LAW, AND 
IN SUCH CASE THERE MUST BE STRICT ADHERENCE TO THE PROVISICNS OF THE LAW.

THEIR JURISDICTION ARE DELIVERED IN DUE COURSE AFTER THE INSTALLATION OF

THIS ASSOCIATION COPIES OF THE DECLARATION TO THE DOMINICAN PEOPLE, 
THE ACT OF DOMINICAN RECONCILIATION, AND THE INSTITUTIONAL ACT, 
PRESENTED BY THE AD HOC COMMITTEE TO THE PARTIES IN CONFLICT, FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF FINDING A SOLUTION TO THE POLITICAL CRISIS IN THE 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. IN THAT LETTER YOU REQUEST THAT THIS ASSOCIA~ 
TION COOPERATE BY INFORMING ITS MEMBERS OF THE CONTENT OF THOSE 
INSTRUMENTS OF PEACE. 
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BECAUSE OF THE HISTORIC IMPORTANCE OF THE AFOREMENTIONED DOCUMENTS, - 
THIS ASSOCIATION WILL NOT HESITATE TO COMPLY WITH THE REQUEST OF THE 
DISTINGUISHED MEMBERS OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE. IT FEELS IT MUST 
REMIND THEM, HOWEVER, THAT THIS ASSOCIATION, REPRESENTING THE 
MAJORITY OF DOMINICAN BUSINESSMEN ENGAGED IN THE PRODUCTION OF 
CONSUMER GOODS HAS, JOINTLY WITH OTHER INSTITUTIONS REPRESENTING 
MANAGEMENT IN THE COUNTRY, EXPRESSED ITS DEEP CONCERN REGARDING THE 
PROLONGATION OF A CRISIS THAT NOT ONLY DIVIDES THE DOMINICAN PEOPLE 
BUT IS SPEEDILY. AND DEFINITIVELY RUINING THE ECONOMIC AND INSTITU- 
TIONAL LIFE OF THE COUNTRY. ‘THE SUPREME ASPIRATION OF THE BUSINESS~-

LIKE ALL CORPORATE ENTITIES AND INDIVIDUALS IN THE COUNTRY, THIS 
ORGANIZATION HAS SEEN ITS WELFARE AND THAT OF ITS MEMBERS AFFECTED 
BY THE PROLONGATION OF A SITUATION THAT STARTED AS A REVOLUTION TO 
BRING ABOUT CHANGES IN THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC STRUCTURE OF THE 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


DURING THE COURSE OF THE REVOLUTION, THE OCCUPATION OF NATIONAL 
TERRITORY FOR REASONS THE VALIDITY OF WHICH IT IS NOTUP TO US 

BUT UP TO THE MAJORITY OF THE DOMINICAN PEOPLE TO JUDGE, COMPLICATED 
THE POSSIBILITIES OF A SOLUTION THAT, ALTHOUGH A BLOODY ONE, WOULD 
HAVE BEEN REACHED BY THE PEOPLE THEMSELVES. CONSEQUENTLY, THE 
POLITICAL ISSUE AND THE SOCIAL PROBLEMS THAT STARTED THE CONFLICT 
HAVE SUFFERED FROM UNFORESEEN FACTORS. THIS ASPECT OF RECENT 
HISTORY IS FULLY KNOWN, AND IT IS UNNECESSARY TO EXPAND UPON IT. 


BEING AN INTEGRAL PART OF DOMINICAN LIFE, THIS ASSOCIATION, WITH 
WELL-UNDERSTOOD NATIONALIST, COMPLETELY NONPARTISAN MOTIVES, AND 
BECAUSE IT CANNOT DEFER ITS CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY, FINDS THAT IT MUST 
ACT IN A MANNER CONSISTENT WITH ITS VIEWS OF THE PEOPLES'S RIGITS 

AND SOVEREIGNTY. THE ADHA THEREFORE FEELS THAT, AMONG OTHER MEASURES, 
IT IS MOST URGENT TO OVERCOME AND AVOID ANY DIFFICULTIES THAT MAY 
PREVENT THE NATION FROM REASSUMING ITS SOVEREIGN POWERS; IN MAINTAIN- 
ING THESE VIEWPOINTS, THE ASSOCIATION RESERVES THE RIGHT TO REPUDIATE 
ANY FORMULA THAT IS CONTRARY TO NATIONAL HONOR. 


BEING FIRM IN THAT CONVICTION AND CONSIDERING OUR PROBLEM COMPLETELY 
APART FROM THE POLITICAL AND IDEOLOGICAL CONFLICT THAT DIVIDES THE 
DOMINICAN PEOPLE, THE ADHA BELIEVES THAT IT IS THE DUTY OF EACH 
INDIVIDUAL CITIZEN TO CONTRIBUTE HIS PRACTICAL WISDOM TOWARD ACHIEVING 
THE NOW URGENTLY REQUIRED STABILITY AND PROPER ORIENTATION OF THE 
NATIONAL FAMILY. THIS IS A PRIMARY AIM, WITCH SHOULD NOT DELAY THE 
DOMINICAN PECPLE IN FREELY STUDYING THE MATIER OF DEMOCRATIC REFORMS, 
AS THEY ARE CALLED UPON AND ASPIRE TO DO. 


WE BELIEVE THAT A RETURN TO PEACE, EACH OF US VIEVING THE SITUATION 
WITH THE EQUANIMITY IT REQUIRES, CAN BE AN EFFECTIVE HELP IN SOLVING 
THE PASSENT CRISIS. 


IN THAT FRAMEIORK, IT IS FEASIBLE TO HOPE THAT THE CONFLICT THAT 
INFLANES THE DIFFERENT SECTORS MAY BE DIRECTED ITO RATIONAL CHANNELS 
OF DISCUSSION, SO THAT EACH IDEOLOGY MAY BE PUT ACROSS TO THE PEOPLE 
THROUGH A CONVINCING, DEMOCRATIC CONTEST OF WILLS. AND WE BELIEVE 
THAT THAT PEACE WOULD HAVE NOBLER OBJECTIVES IF, IN SEEKING IT, 
DOMINICANS TRY TO ANALYZE, DISCUSS, AND RESCLVE NOT ONLY THE PROBLEMS: 
RELATED TO AND RESULTING FROM THE™EVENTS THT BEGAN LAST APRIL, BUT 
ALSO THOSE THAT PRECEDED THEM AND EFFECTIVsLY CAS ~SD ThiM. 
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SERIOUS CONFLICTS AND DISSATISFACTIONS, AS WELL AS DIFFERING 
SOLUTIONS OFFERED BOTH BY THE GOVERNMENTS AND BY PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS 
BROUGHT ABOUT THE PRESENT SITUATION AND ITS IMPLICATIONS. CONTEM- 
PLATING AND STUDYING THE DOMINICAN CASE IN A DISPASSIONATE WAY,

RECOVERY PROGRAMS, THE DOMINICAN ASSOCIATION OF LANDOWNERS AND 
FARMERS, INC. PUBLICLY EXPRESSES THE VIEW THAT TO BEGIN THIS WORK

THE TRADE UNION CONFEDERATION OF ORGANIZED WORKERS (COSTO) WHICH 
HAD THE HONOR OF BEING TIlE FIRST LABOR ORGANIZATION TO DETEID 
WATIONAL INTERESTS DURING THE UNHAPPIEST MOMENTS OF THIS CIVIL WAR 
THAT IAS UNLEASHED BY THE COMMUNISTS, ADDRESSES THE COMMITTEE FOR

THE AD HOC COMMITTEE HAS THE HONOR TO INFORM YOU THAT AT 6:00 PM TODAY 
TWO COPIES OF THE ACT OF DOMINICAN RECONCILIATION WERE SIGNED ON BEHALF 
OF THE CONSTITUTIONALIST GOVERNMENT BY MESSRS. FRANCISCO A. CAAMANO DENO, 
ANTBAL CAMPAGNA, JOTTIN CURY, HECTOR ARISTY, SALVADOR JORGE BLANCO, AND 
ANTONIO GUZMAN, AS WELL AS, ON BEHALF OF THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT, BY 
DR. HECTOR GARCIA GODOY. IN ADDITION, MEMBERS OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
SIGNED THE DOCUMENT. THE CEREMONY TOOK PLACE AT THE HEADQUARTERS OF TIE 
CONSTITUTIONALIST GOVERNMENT. THE TEXT IS THE SAME AS THAT WHICH THE 
COMMITTEE FURNISHED TO THE TENTH MEETING OF CONSULTATION IN ITS REPORT 
OF AUGUST 9, WITH THE REVISED PARAGRAPHS TRANSMITTED TO THE MSETING IN 
THE SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF AUGUST 29, THE ONLY EXCEPTICNS 
BEING THE ELIMINATION OF THE SECOND PARAGRAPH OF THE PREAMBLE AND THE 
ADDITION OF THE FOLLOWING SENTENCE IN POINT 8; "THOSE MEMBERS OF THE

IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT, AS THE COMMITTEE ALREADY INFORMED Tiiz TENTH

OF NATIONAL RECONSTRUCTION RESIGNED YESTERDAY, IT HAS NOT BEEN POSSIBLE 
TO OBTAIN THE SIGNATURES OF THE MEMBERS OF THAT GOVERNMENT TO THE ACT. 


NEVERTHELESS, THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE ARMED FORCES AND THE NATIONA* 
POLICE OF THE FORMER GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL RECONSTRUCTION, AS WELL AS THs 
HEADS CF THE FOUR RESPECTIVE SERVICES, ARE CONTINUING TO EXERCISE THE 
AUTHORITY CONFERRED ON TEM BY THE SAID GOVERNMENT. IN THAT CAPACITY Tiky

The Secretary of State and I have spent time last night and this morning 
reviewing various matters of interest around the world. ‘ : 


The Secretary reported that in the Dominican Republic the OAS Committee. 
is continuingits patient and determined work for peace. 


It is clear that this work corresponds to the real hopes of the Dominican 
people and to the hopes of the whole hemisphere. It is also clear that the 
ey OAS Committee is right in its belief that the time for agreement is now. 


We have followed the negotiations closely and we fully support the changes 


tenrttccnaenaey 


believe that these changes strengthen the document by making clearer 
provisions for the procedure of disarmament band by reinforcing the authority 
of what will be a fully sovereign provisional government. 


I am confident the Dominican people and the members of the OAS are one 

in their belief that any who continue to oppose the CAS solution are serving 

no true interest bf their country. It is greatly to the credit of the Organization 
of American States that all members of its committee and all officers 

of the Inter-Americana Peace Force are doing their best to bring all aides 

to agreement on the OAS proposal in its present form. 
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The Secretary and I also discussed the tense and difficult situation in 
Kashmir. We are naturally greatly concerned over any flare-up involving 
India and Pakistan. Our longstanding and consistent stance has been that the 
Kashmire issue must and should be solved by peaceful means. The UN is 
already involved, and we hope that the constructive efforts of the Secretary 
General may be successful there, 


I might add that we are always acutely interested in the course of affairs 
in the subcontinent in general. It is an area to which the U. S. has 
provided truly massive assistance and to whose people we are deeply attached,

In the Middle East, we are happy to see the statesmanlike agreement between 
King Faysal and President Nasser, which seems to offer great promise 

of a peaceful settlement in Yemen. Thiscrisis has long been a disruptive 
element in the relations between our two friends. We share their confidence 
that this long-festering issue is on the road to settlement by negotiation rather 
than force,

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In Geneva our negotiators are continuing their efforts to make progress 
toward a sound international agreehient to stop the spread of nuclear 
weapons, The cause of peace has no more urgent task, 


We regret very much that some are still unwilling to join in serious 
negotiations on the false ground that our proposals would permit nuclear 
proliferation in Europe. 


In the same way, we regret that these proposals have been misunderstood 
by others as if they interfered with the legitimate defenseive interests of any 
of the NATO allies. They do nothing of the*Sort, and I am glad to say that 
we have had full consultation and understanding with such outstanding 
leaders as Chancellor Erhard on this point.

Your Excellencies: I have been meeting this morning with the 
Secretary General of the Organization of American States, Dr. Jose Mora, 
to express my very deep appreciation and the gratitude of the people of 
the United States for the very important contributions that were made 
by the OAS,-the Organization of American States, to the agreement reached 
last night on a new government in the Dominican Republic. ” 
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I want to take this special opportunity now to thank Dre Mora _ 
for his own very excellent and fine work «6 well as.the performance of his 
fine organization. Special thanks must go to Ambassador Penna Marinho, 
Ambassador Clairmont Duenas, and our own Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker. / 


There are still grave problems facing the Dominican people. But 
the way has finally been opened for an end to strife and for the choice of 
leaders through the process which all free men cherish. I am certain that - 
the hopes of men who really love peace and the democratic process have taken 
new stength from these developments and these events. 


In a very short time there will be a provisional government in 

the Dominican Republic. This government will need the energetic support 

| of the whole Western Hemisphere as it sets about the work of restoring 

| peace and trying to rebuild the entire Dominican economy. The United 
States and the Organization of American States will work together in these 
new tasks -- shoulder to shoulder -- as we tuve wrked.together in these 
recent months. We all have the same objective. We all seek the same goals -- 
peace and prosperity for the hemisphere.

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(Additional remarks by the President.) 
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I have the very great honor of having the distinguished Ambassador 
from Argentina, Dr. Mora; the Ambassador from Bolivia; and the Ambassador 
from Columbia. They bappemi to be having lunch over in the White House -- off 
the Fish Room -- they serve much better food there than in the mansion ~-- with 
some of my associates. I asked them to join me here. Ambassador Mora, would 
you like to say something?

in four phases was approved by the Ad Hoc Committee in agreement... - oo 


with the Dominican Government. | The phased withdrawal of the Force

has proceeded in accordance with this schedule and the Committee is 
pleased to announce that this withdrawal le being completed in the | 
morning of September 21, with the departure of the final elements i 
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of the contingents of the Force. - 


In the bold and historic step taken by the Tenth Meeting of Cone 
sultation on May 6, 1965 in establishing the Inter-American Peace 
Force, the Meeting provided that the Force "will have as its sole 
purpose, in a spirit of democratic impartiality, that of cooperating ; Le 
in the restoration of normal conditions in the Dominican Republic, _ 7 : 
in malntaining the security of its inhabitants and the inviolability of 
“human rights, and in the establishment of aa atmosphere of peace 
and conciliation that will permit,the functioning of democratic in- 


stitutions".

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That the Force has faithfully and fully carried out this difficult 
and complex mission ls attested by the fact that an atmosphere of | 
peace and conciliation has been established in the Dominican Republic, 
and that free popular elections were held on June 1, 1966, the results 
of which have given to that sister nation a constitutional and democratic 


government. 


On this equally historic occasion the Committee wishes to render 
tribute to all the officers ani men of the Inter-American Peace Force _ 
and of its Unified Command, for the exemplary manner in which they 
have accomplished their mission in the cause of peace and democracy, — | 
The IAPF has functioned as @ true multinational body under the OAS, 
displaying at all times a high sense of inter-American aoe ao and 


of devotion to the guiding principles of the Organtzation. 


The Committee is convinced that without the indispensable role 
which the IAPF has played, it would not have been possible for the 
Provisional Government to have accomplished the great task of na- 


tional reconciliation, nor would it have been possible to hold the 
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national elections which took place on June 1, 1966 nm an atmosphere 
of complete calm and order, _ | . :
